Mary Burtoii, fecond Daughter to Mr. Ed- 
Jntind Button, Hofier, in v/kh 
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whom I received four hundred Founds for a 
Portion. •, 

But, my good Mafter Bates dying, in two 
Years after, arid I having few Friends, ray 
• Bulriiefs began to fail ; ior' my Confcience 
would notiutfer me to imitate the bad Practice 
of too many among my Brethren. Having 
tlierefore confulted with my 'Wife, and forae 
of my Accjuaintance, J. detenpined to go a- 
gain to'Sea. I wa^'Surgeon fuccefiively in two 
Ships, and made feveial. Voyages for fix 
Yeai*s to the Eafi and Wefi-lndiesy by which 
I got fome Addition to iny Fortune. My 
Hours of Leifure I fpent in reading the belt 
Authors, antient and modern, b.eing always 
provided with a good Number of Books j and 
when I vvas^afliore, in obfer^’ing tlie Manneis 
and Difpofitionb of the People, as well ; s 
learning' their Langiiage, whereiiv T had a 
great Facility by the Sti’cngtli of my hie- 
inory. 

The laft of thefe Voyages not proving very 
fortunate, I grew weary of the, 'Sea, and in- 
tended to ftay at.Home with my Wife arid 
Family. I removed from Old Jury, to 
Fetter -Lane, and from thence to IVappifjg, 
hoping to get Bufmefs among the'Sailors ; but 
it would not turn to Account. After three 
Years Expectation that Things would mend, 
I accepted an advantageous Offer from Cap- 
' B z ^ taiu

tain William Prichard^ Mailer of the Antelope^ 
who was making a Voyage to the South^Sea. 
We fet Sail from Brijfcl, i\iay 4th, 1699, and 
our Voyage atfirft was very profperous. 

It would not be proper, for feme Reafons, 
to trouble the Reader with the Particulars of 
our Adventures in thofe Seas : Let it fuf- 
lice to inform him, that, in our Paflage from 
thence to the Eajl~ Indies f we were driven by a 
violent StoiTu to the North-Weft oi Pan Die- 
nuui^ Land. By an Obfervation w^e found our- 
felves in tlie Latitude of 30 Degrees ja. Mi- 
nutes South., Twelve of our Crew were dead 
by immoderate Labour, and ill Food j the reft 
were in a very weak Condition. On the fifth 
of No'vemherj which w^as the Beginning of 
Summer in thofe Parts, the Weather being 
very hazy, the Seamen fpied a Rock, within 
half a Cable’s Length of the Ship ; but the 
Wind was fo ftrong, that we were driven di- 
re(Si]y upon it, and immediately fplit. Six of 
the Crew, of whom I was one, having let 
dowm the Boat into the Sea, made a Shift to 
get clear of the Ship and the Rock* We row-' 
ed, by my Computation, about three Leagues, 
till we were able to work no longer, being al- 
ready fpent with Labour while we were in the 
Ship. We therefore tnifted ourfelyes to the 
Mercy of the Waves, and in about half an 
Hour the Boat was overfet by a hidden Flurry 
from the North. What became of my Com- 
panions 
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pariions in the Boat, as well as of thofe who 
elcaped on the Rock, 'or were left in the Vcl- 
fel, I cannot tell ; but conclude they were all 
loft. For my own Part, I fwam as Fortune 
direfted me, and was pufhed forward by 
Wind and Tide. I often let my Legs drop, 
and could feel no Bottom : But when I was 
almoft gone, and able to ftruggle no longer, 
I found myfelf within my Depth ; and by 
this Time the Storin was much abated. The 
Declivity was fo fmall, that I walked near a 
Mile before I got to the Shore, which I con- 
je«Sured was about Eight a Clock in the 
Evening. I then advanced forward near hall' 
a Mile, but could not difcovcr any Sign of 
Houfes or Inhat^itants ; at leaft I was in fa 
weak a Condition that I did not obfert'^e 
them. I was extremely tired, and with that, 
and the Heat of the Weatlier, and about half 
a Pint of Brandy that I drank as I left the 
Ship, I found myfelf much inclined to lleep. 
T lay down on the Grafs, wh\ch was very 
Ihort and foft, where I llept Ibunder than e- 
ver I remembered to have done in my Life, 
and, as I reckoned, about nine Hours j for 
when I awaked, it was juft Day-light. I at- 
tempted to rife, but was not able to ifir ; For 
as I happened to lie on my Back, I found my 
Aims and Legs were ftrongly faftened on each 
Side to the Ground ; and my Hair, which 
was long and thick, tied down in the fame 
Manner. I likewife felt ieveral ilender Liga- 

'B 3 lures 
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tures a-crofs iny Body, from my Arm-pits 
to my Thighs. I could only look upwards j 
the Sun began to grow hot, and the Light of- 
fended my Eyes. I heard a conlufed Noife a- 
bout me, but, in the Podure I lay, could fee 
nothing except the Sky. In a little Time I felt 
- fomethmg alive moving on my leftLeg, which 
advancing gently forward, over my Bread, 
came almoft up to my Chin ; when bending 
my Eyes downward as. much as I could, I 
perceived it to be a human Creature not fix 
Inches high, v.dth a Bow and Arrow in his 
Hands, and a Quiver at his Back. In the 
mean Time, I felt at lead forty more of the 
fame Kind (as I conje6fured) following the 
firft. 1 was in the utmod Adonifhment, and 
roared fo loud, that they all ran back in a: 
Fright j and Ibme of them, as I was after- 
wards told, were htirt with the Falls they got 
by leaping from my Sides upon the Ground. , 
However, they foon returned, and one of 
them, who ventured fo far as to get a full 
Sight of my Face, lifting up his Hands and 
Eyes by Way of Admiration, cried out in a 
fhrill but diiVin£l Voice, Hekinah Dcgul : The 
others repeated the fame W'ords feveral Times, 
but I then knew not what they meant. I iay^ 
all this While, as the Reader -may believe, in 
great Uneafmefs 5 at length, ftrugglingto get 
loofe, I had the Fortune to break the Strings, 
and wrench out the Pegs that fadened my 
left Arm to die Ground j fur, by lifting it 
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up to my Face, Idifcoveredthe Methods they 
had taken to bind me, and, at the fame Time, 
with a violent pull, which gave me exceflive 
Pain, I a little loofened the Strings that tie^ 
down my Hair on the left Side, fo that I was 
juft able to turn my Head about two Inches'. 
•But the Creatures ran off a fecond Time, be* 
fore I could feize them ; whereupon there was 
a great Shout in a very Ihrill Accent, and af- 
ter it cealed, I heard one of them cry aloud, 
‘Tolgo Pkonac ; when in an Inftant I felt above 
an hundred Arrows difcharged on my left 
hand, which pricked me like fo many Needles j 
and befides, they fhot another Flight into the 
Air, as we do Bombs in Europe, whereof 
many I fiippofe, fell on my Body (tho’ I felt 
them not) and fome on my Face, which I im- 
mediately covered with my left Hand. When 
this Shower of Arrows was over, I fell a 
^oaning with Grief and Pain, and then ftiiv- 
mg again to get loofe, they (!ilcharged ano- 
ther Volley larger than the firft, and fome of 
them attempted with Spears to fticK me in the 
Sides } but, by good I*uck, I had on me a 
Buff Jerkin, which they could not pierce. I 
thought it the moft prudent Method to lie 
ftill, and my Defign was to continue fo till 
Night, when, my left Hand being already 
loofe, I could eafily free myfelf : And as for 
the Inhabitants, I had Reafon to believe, 1 
might be a Match for the greateft Army 

ij 
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they could bring againft me, if they were all 
of the lame Size with him that I favv. But 
Fortune difpofed otherwife of me. When the 
People obfcrved I was quiet, they difcharged 
no more Arrows : But, by the Noife I heard, 

• I knew their Numbers increafed ; and about 
four Yards from me, over-againft my right" 
Ear, I heard a knocking for above an Hour, 
like that of People at Work ; when turning 
my Head that Way, as well as the Pegs and 
Strings would permit me, I faw a Stage ere6t- 
ed, about a Foot and Half from the Ground, 
capable of holding four of the Inhabitants, with 
two or three Ladders to mount it : Front 
whence one of them, who feemed to be a Per- 
fon of Quality, made me a long Speech, 
whereof I underftood not one Syllable. But I 
fhould luive mentioned, that before the prin- 
cipal Perlon began his Oration, he cried out 
three Times, fan\ (thefe Words 

and the former were afterwards repeated and 
explained to me.) Whereupon immediately ' 
about fifty of the Inhabitants came, and cut 
the Sti'ings that faftened'the left Side of my 
Head, which gave me the Liberty of turning 
it to the Right, and of obferving the Perfon 
and Gefture of him, that was tofpeak. He 
appeared to be of a middle Age, and taller 
than any of the other three who attended him,, 
whereof one was a Page that held up his Train, 
and feemed to be fomewhat longer than my 
middle Finger j the other two ttood one on 

each 
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each Side to fupport him. He a£led every 
Part of an Orator, and I could obferve many 
Periods of Threatenings, and others of Pro- 
miles, Pity, and Kindnefs. I anlwered in a 
few Words, but in the moft fubmilfive Man- 
ner, lifting up my left Hand and both- my . 
Eyes to the Sun, as calling him for a Wit- 
nefs 5 and, being almoft familhed with Hun- 
ger, having not eaten a Morfel for fome 
Hours before I left the Ship, I found the De- 
mands of Nature fo ftrong upon me, that I 
could not forbeay' Ihewing niiy 'Impatience 
(perhaps againft the drift Rules of Decency) 
by putting my Finger frequently to my Mouth, 
to fignify that I wanted Fooa. ' The Hurgd 
(for fo they call a great Lord, as I afterwards 
learnt) underftood me very well. He defcend- 
ed from the Stage, and commanded that feve- 
ral Ladders fhould be applied to my Sides, 
on which above an hundred of^the Inhabitants 
mounted, and walked towards’ my Mouth,' 
laden with Balkets full of Meat, which had 
been provided and fent thither by the King'’s 
Orders, upon the firft Intelligence he received 
of me. I obferved there was the Flefh of fe- 
veral Animals, but could not diftinguifli them 
by the Tafte. There were Shoulders, Legs, 
and Loins, fhaped like thofe of Mutton, and 
very well dreffed, but fmaller than the Wings 
of a Lark. I eat them by two dr three at a 
Mouthful, and took three Loaves at a Time, 
about the Bignefe of Mulket Bullets. They 
" ‘ fupplied 
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.fupplretl me as they. coiJd, fhewinga thouiami 
Marks of Wonder and Aftoniftiment at my 
Bulk and Appetite. I then made another 
.Sign, that I wanted Drink. They found by my 
Eating, that a fmall Quantity would notfuffioe 
.me, and being a moft ingenious People, they 
flung up with great Dexterity one of their 
]aigeft Hogflieads, then rolled it towards my 
Hand, and beat out the Top j I drank it off 
at a Draught, which I might well do, for it 
did not hold half a Pint, and tailed like a 
fmall Wine of Burgundy^ but much more de- 
licious. T'hcy brought me a fecond Hog- 
ihead, which I drank mthe fame Manner, and 
made Signs for more j but they had none to 
give me. When I had performed thefe Won- 
ders, they ihouted for Joy, and danced upon 
my Bread, repeating feveral Times as they 
tlivl at tird, IL'kinab Dcgul, They made me a 
Sign that \ Ihould throw dowm the two Hog- 
iheads, but di d warning die People below to 
lland out of the Way, cry ing aloud, Boracb 
jl.Vtv*/*', and when thev faw tiie VeiTels in the 
Air, thcie was an univerlal Shout of Hckuuzb 
DigiJ, I confeis, I was oi ten tempted, lichile 
thcr were palling backwards and fonvards on 
my BckIv, to feixe forty or nfty of the firll that 
came in my Reach, and dalh them aigainil the 
G:\>und. But the Remembrance oi what I 
had tx'lr, which probably might not be the 
facY could do, and the Proaui'e of 
Honour 1 itUik tlmn) for fo I interpreted mr 
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$ 

fttbrniflive Behaviour, foon drove out thefe I- 
maginations. Befides, I now confidcred my- 
lelf as bound by the Laws of Hofpitality to a 
People, who had treated me with fo much Ex- 
pence and Magnificence. However, in my 
Thoughts, I could not fufEciently wonder at 
tlie Intrepidity of thefe diminutive Mortals,, 
who durft venture to mount and walk upon 
my Body, while one of my Hands was at Li- 
berty, v/ithout.trembling at the very Sight of 
fo prodigious a Creature,- as I mud appear to 
them. After fome Time, when they obferved 
that I made no more Demands for Meat, there, 
appeared before me a Perfon of high Rank 
from his Imperial Majeffy. His Excellency,, 
having mounted on the Small of my right 
Leg, advanced forwards up to my Face, with 
about a Dozen of his Retinue. And producing, 
his Credentials under the Signet Royal, which' 
be applied clofe to my Eyes, fpoke aboutten. 
Minutes, without any Signs of Anger, but 
with a Kind of determinate Refolution } often 
pointing forwards, which, as I afterwards 
found, was towards the Capital City, about 
half a Mile diftant, whither, it was agreed 
by his Majefty in Council, that I muft be con- 
veyed. I anfwered in few Words, .but to no 
Purpofe,abd made a Sign with my Hand that 
was loofe, putting it to the other (but - over 
his Excellency’s Head, for fear of hurting him 
or his Tjrain) and then to my own Head and 
" . . Body,

Body, to fignify that I defined riiy liberty. It 
appeared that he underftood me well enoughi 
for he (hook his Head by Way of Difappro- 
bation, and held his Hand in a Polhire, to 
(hew lhat I muft be carried as a Prifoner. 
However, he made other Sighs to let me un- 
derhand, that I (hould have Meat and Drink 
enough, and very good Treatment. Where- 
upon I -once more thought of attempting to 
break my Bonds j but again, when I felt the 
Smart of their Arrows, upon my Face and 
Hands, which were all in Blifters, and many 
of the Darts ftill (licking in them } and obferv- 
ing likewife, that the Number of ray Enemies 
increafed, I gave T okens, to let them know, 
that they might do with me what they pleafed. 
Upon this, xhtHurgo and his T rain withdrew, 
with much Civility and chearful Countenances. 
Soon after, I heard a general Shout, with fre- 
quent Repetitions of the Words, Peplom Selan, 
and I felt great Numbers of People on my 
left Side, relaxing the Cords to fuch a De- 
gree, that I was able to turn upon my Right, 
and toeafe myfelf with making Water, which 
I very plentifully did, to the great Aftoniih- 
ment of the People, who conjecturing, by my 
Motion, what I was going to do, immedi- 
ately opened to the Right and Left on that 
Side, to avoid the Torrent which fell with 
fuch Noile and Violence from me. But be- 
fore this, they had 'daubed my Face, and 
' both 
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, LILLIPUT. 13 

troth my Hands, with a Sort of Ointment 
▼cry pleafant to the Smell, which in a few 
^linutes removed all tlie Smart of their Ar- 
rows. . Thefe Circumftances, added to the 
Refrefhment I had received by their VI£lu- 
als and Drink, which were very nourilhing, 
dii'poled me to deep. I dept about eight 
Hours, as 1 was afterwards ad'ured j and it 
was no Wonder, for the Phyficians, by the 
Emperor's Order, had mingled a deepy Por 
lion in the Hogdieads of Wine. 

It feems that, upon the firfl Moment I was 
difeovered deeping on the Ground after my 
Handing, the Emperor had early Notice of 
it by an Exprefs ; and detettnined in Coun- 
cil, that I diould be tied* in the Manner I 
have related (which was done in the Night, 
while Id. pt) that Plenty of Meat and Drink 
ihould be fent to me, , and a Machine pre- 
pared to carry me to the Capital City. 

This Refolutlon, perhaps, may appear 
very bold and dangerous, and I am confi- 
dent, would not be imitated by any Prince 
in Europe on the like Occafion : However, 
in my Opinion, it was extremely prudent, 
as well as generous For, fuppofuig thefe 
People had endeavoured to kill me with 
their Spears and Arrows, while I was adeep, 
i diould certainly have awaked with the 
firil Senib of Smart, which might fo far hav? 
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tou7ed my Rage arid Strength, as to hatrfc 
enabled me to break the Strings wherewith I 
was tied ; after which, as they were not able 
to make Refiftance^ fo they could expeft no 
Mercy. 


Thefe People are moft excellent Mathema-' 
ticians, and arrived to a great Perfection ini 
Mechanics, by the Countenance and Encour- 
agement of the Emperor, who is a renowned * 
Patron of Learning. Tliis Prince hath fe veral 
Machines fixed on Wheels, for the Carriage' 
of Trees, and other great "Weights. He often 
builds his largeft Men of War, whereof Ibme . 
are nine Feet long, in the Woods where the ^ 
Timber grows, *and has them carried on thefe * 
Engines three or 'four hundred Yai*ds to the ' , 
Sea. Five hundred Carpenters and Engineers 
were immediately fet at work to prepare the 
greateft Engine they had. It was a Frame of i 
Wood railed three Inches from the Ground, 
about feven Feet long, and four wide, moving 
upon twenty-twb Wheels. The Shout I heard, ^ 
was upon the Arrival of this Engine, which, 
it feems, fet out in four Hours after my Land- 
ing. It was brought parallel to m^ as I lay. 

But the principal Difficulty was, fo raife and 
place me in this Vehicle. Eighty Poles, each of 
one Foot high, were erefted for this Purpofe, 
and very ftrong Cords, of the Bignefs of Pack- 
V thread, were f aliened by Hooks to many Ban- 
dages, which the Workmen had girt round 

. tny 
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my Neck, my Hands, my Body, and my Legs. 
Nine hundred of the fti ongeft Men were em- 
ployed to draw up thefe Cords by many Pul- 
leys faftened on the Poles, and thus, in lefs 
than three Hours, I was raifed, and flung in- 
to the Engine, and there tied faft. All &is I 
was told, for, while the whole Operation was 
peiforming, I lay in a profound Sleep, by the 
Force of ‘that Ibporiferous Medicine iniiifed 
into my Liquor. Fifteen hundred of the Em- 
peror’s largeft Horfes, each about four Inches 
and a half high, were employed to draw me 
towards the Metropolis, wliich, a$ 1 laid, was 
half a Mile diflant. 

About four Hours after we began our Jour- 
ney, I awaked, by a very ridiculous Accident $ 
fw the Carriage being ftopt a while to adjuft 
Ibmcthing, that was out of Order, two or 
. three of the young Natives had the Curiofity 
to fee how I looked when I was afleep ; they 
climbed up into the Engine, and advancing 
very foftly to my Face, one of them, an O^ 
ficcr in die Guards, put the lharp End of his 
Half-pike a good Way up into my left Noftril, 
which tickled my Nofe like a Straw, and made 
me fneeze violently ; Whereupon they ftoleofF 
unperceived, and it was three Weeks before I 
knew the Caufe of my awaking fo fuddenly. 
We made a long March the remaining Part of 
jhat Day, and.refted at Night, withhve hun- 
dred Guards on each Side of nie. Half with 

C a Torches, 
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Torches, and Half with Bows and Arrows; 
ready to (hoot me, if I Ihould offer to ttir- 
'I'he next Morning; at Sun-ril'e, we conti- 
< nued our March, and arrived within two 
hiTndred Yards of the City Gates about Noon,- 
'i'he Emperor, and all his Court, came out 
to meet us, but 'his great Officers would by n<? 
Means fuffer his Majefty to endanger his 
Perfon by mounting bn my Body. • 

• At the Place where the Cariiage ftopt, there' 
ftobd an atitient Temple, efteemed to be die 
largeftin the whole Kingdom, which, having 
been polluted feme Y ears before by an unna- 
tural Murder, was, according to the Zeal of 
tti'ofe People, looked on as prophanc, and 
therefore had been applied to common Ulcj 
and ^11 the Ornaments and Furniture can ied 
away. In this Edifice, it was dettnnined I 
ffiould lodge. The great Gate, fi-onting td 
to the North, was about four Feet high, and 
almoft two Feet wide, through wliich I could 
eafily creep. On each Side of the Gate was a 
ftnall WihdoW, not above fix Inches from the 
Ground : Into that on the left Side, the King's * 
Smith conveyed fourfeore and eleven Chains^ 
like thofe that hang to a Lady’s Watch in Eu- 
rope, and almoft as large, which were locked 
to iny left Leg, with fix and thirty Padlocks;. 
Over-againft this Temple, on the other Side 
of the great Highway, at twenty Feet Diftance^ 
there was a Turret at leaft five Feet highi 

Here 
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Here the Emperor afcended, with many prln-^ 
pipal Lords of his Court, to have an Oppor- 
tunity of viewing me, as I was told, for t 
, could not fee them. It was reckoned, that a- 
bove an hundred thoufand Inhabitants came 
out of the Town upon the fame Errand j and, 
in Spite of my Guards, I believe there could 
not be fewer than ten thoufand, at feveral 
Times, who mounted my Body by the Help , 
of Ladders. But a Proclamation was foon 
ifiued to forbid it, upon Pain of Death. When 
the Workmen found it was impolTible forme 
to break loofe, they cut all the Strings that 
bound me ; whereiipon Irofe up with as me- 
lancholy a Difpofition, as ever I had in my 
Lif e. But the Noife and Aftonifhraent of the 
People, at feeing me rife and walk, are not to 
be exprefied. The Chains, that held my left 
Leg, were about two Yards long, and gave 
me not only the Liberty of walking backwards 
and fomards in a Semicircle j but, being fixed 
within four Inches of the Gate, allowed me to 
creep in, and lie at my full Lengtii in the 
Temple. <

W H E N I fo\ind myfelf on my Feet* 

I looked about me, and mull con- 
fefs I never beheld a more enter- 
taining Profpe6l. The Country round ap- 
peared like a continual Garden, arid in the 
inclofed Fields, which wc»e generally forty 
Feet fquare, refembled fo many Beds of 
Flowers. Thefe Fields were intermingled 
with Woods of half a Stang, and the taileft ' 
Ti ees, as I could judge, appeared to be feven 
Feet high. I viewed the 'I'own on my left , 
Hand, which looked like the painted Scene 
of a City in 'a Theatre. 

I had been for fome Hours extremely pi ef-

which I cannot but hope the candid Reader 
will give lome Allowance, after he hath, ma- 
turely and impartially confidered my Cafe, 
and the Diftiefs I was in. From this Time, 
my conftant Praftice was, as foon as I rofe, 
to perform that Bufmds in open Air, at the 
full Extent of my Chain, and due Care was 
taken every Morning, before Company came, 
tliat the oft'enfive Matter ftiould be carried off 
in Wheel- barrows', by two Servants appoint- 
ed for that Purpofe. I would not have dwelt 
fo long upon a Cirftimftnnre, that, perhaps, 
at firft Sight, may appear not very moment- ' 
cus, if I had not thought it necelfary to Ju- 
ftify my Charafler in point of CJeanlinefs to ^ 
the .World ; wliich, I am told, fome of my 
Maligners have been pleafed, upon this, and 
other Occaiions, to call in Queftion, 

When this Adventure w'as at an End, I 
came back cut of my Houfe, having Occafon 
for ffdh Air. The Emperor was already 

defeended 
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fiefcended from the Tower, and advancing 
Horfo-haok-^owards me, which had Wke to 
have coft him dear j for the Beaft, though 
very well trained, yet wholly unufed to fuch a 
Sight, which appeared as if a Mountain mo- 
ved before him, reai ed up on his hinder Feet ; 
But that Prince, who is an excellent Horfcr 
man, kept his Seat, till his Attendants ran 
in, and held the Bridle, while his Majefty 
had Time to difmount. When he alighted, ~ 
he furveyed me round with great Admira- 
tion, but kept without the Length of my 
Chain. He ordered his Cooks and Butlers, 
who were already prepared, to give me Vic* 
tuals and Drink, which they pulhed forward 
in a Sort of Vehicles upon W heels, till I 
could reach them. I took thefe Vehicles, and 
foon emptied them all ; twenty of them were 
filled with Meat, and ten with Liquor ; each 
of the former afforded me two or three ^ood 
Mouthfuls, and I emptied the Liquor ot ten 
Veffels, which was contained in earthen Vials, 
into one Vehicle, drinking it off at a Draught, 
and fo I did with the reft. The Emprefs,- 
and young Princes of the Blood, of both' 
Sexes, attended by many Ladies, fat at fome 
Diftance in their Chairs ; 'but, upon the Ac- 
cident that happened to the Emperors Horfe, 
they alighted, and came near his Perlbn, 
which 1 am now going to deferibe. He is 
taller by almoft the Breadth of my Nail, than 
any of his Court, which,* alone, is enough to 
, ^ike 
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an Awe in#i the Beholders. ’ His Fea- 
tures are Urong and Mafculine, with an Au- 
Jiricn Lip and arched Nofe, his Complexion 
Olive, his Countenance ere£V, his Body and, 
Limbs well proportioned * all his Motions 
graceftil, and his Deportment majeftic. He 
was then palV his Prime, being twenty- eight 
Years ana three Quarters old, of which he 
had reigned about I'even, in great Felitity, and 
generally vi^lorious.. For the better Conw- 
nience of beholding him, I lay on my Sidej 
fo tliat jpy Face was parallel to his, and he 
ftood bm three Yards off ; However, I have 
bad him fmce many Times in my Hand, and 
therefore cannot be deceived in the Delcrip- 
tson. His Drefs was very plain and fimplei 
and the Faction of it, between tire Afiatick 
and die European : But be had oh his Head a 
light Helniet of Gold, adorned with Jewel;?,' 
and a Plume on the Crell. He, held his Sword 
drdwn in his Hand, to defend himfelf, if<I 
Oiould happen to break loofe 5 it was almoft 
three Inches long, the Hilt and Scabbard 
were Gold enriched with Diamonds. His 
Voice was (hi ill, but very clear and articu- 
late, and I could diftinftly hear it, when I 
ftood up. The Ladies and Courtiers were all 
moft magnificently clad, lb that the Spot they 
ftood upon, feemed to refemble a Petticoat 
rpread on the Ground, embroidered with Fi- 
gures of Gold and Silver. His Imperial Ma- 
j^y fpoke often t<^ me, and I relumed An- 
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fwers, but neither of us dhild underfto-nd a 
Syllable. There were feveral of his Priefts 
and Lawyers prefent, (as I conjeilured by 
their Habits) who were commanded to ad- 
drefs themfclves to me, -and I fpcdte to ihein 
in as many Languages as 1 had the lead: 
Smattering of, which were. and 
Dutchy Latitiy Fre?tchy Spaf/ijhy Ualia»y.and 
Lingua Franca ; but all to no Purpofe. Af- 
ter about two Hours the Court retired, and 
I was left with a ftrong Guard, to prevent the 
Impertinence, and, probably, the'Mjilice of 
the Rabble, who were very impatient to croud 
about me, as near as they duiit, and forae of 
them had the Impudence to Ihoot their Ar- 
rows at me, as I fat on the Ground by the 
Door of my Houle, whereof one very nar- 
rowly mifled my left Eye. But the Colonel 
ordered fix of the Ring-leaders to be feized, 
and thought no Punifliment fo proper, as to 
deliver them bound into my Hands, which- 
foiiie of his Soldiers accordingly did, pufliing 
them forwards with the But-ends of their 
Pikes into ray Reach ; I took them all in my 
' rightHand,put five of them into myCoat-jioc- 
ket, and as to the fixth, I made a Countenance 
as if I would eat him alive. The poor man 
fqualled terribly, and the Colonel and bis 
Officers were in much Pain, efpecially wheii 
tliey.faw me take out my Penknife: But t 
Coon put them out of Fear j for, looking mild- 
ly, and immediately cutting the Strings he 

' ■ was 
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was Ixiund with, I fet him gently on the 
Ground, and away he ran ; I treated the reft 
in the' fame Manner, taking them, one by 
one, out of my Pocket ; and I obferved both 
the Soldiers and People were obliged at this 
Mark of my Clemency, which was reprefent- 
ed very much to my Advantage at Court. 

Towards Night I got with fome Difficulty 
into my Houfe, where I lay on the Ground, 
and continued to do fo about a Fortnight ; 
during which Time, the Emperor gave Or- 
ders to have a Bed prepared forme. Six hun- 
dred Beds of the common Meafure were 
brought in Carriages, and worked up in my 
HouJe j an hundred and fifty of their Beds, 
fovvn together, made up the Breadth and 
Length ; and thefe were four double, which, 
howeverj kept me but very indifferently from 
the Hardnels of the Floor, that was of fmooth 
Stone. By the fame Computation, they pro- 
vided me with Sheets, Blankets, and Cover- 
lets, tolerable enough for one, who had been 
fo long inured to Hardfliips. 

, » 

As the News of my Arrival fprea.^ through 
the Kingdom, it brought prodigious Num- ' 
bers of rich, idle, and curious Pf ople to fee 
me ; fo that the Villages were almoft empti- 
ed, and great Neglect of Tillage and Houfe- 
hold Affeirs mu ft have enfued, if his Impe- 
riJd Majefty hadnot provided, by feveral Pro- 

clama- 
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, clamations and Orders of State, againfl: this 
Inconveniency'. He directed, that ^.o^e, who 
had already beheld me, fhould return Home, 
and not prefume to come within fifty Y ards 
of my Houfe, without Licence from Coiut ; 
whereby the Secretaries of State got confide.- 
rable Fees. . ' • 

In the mean Time, the Emperor had fre- 
quent Councils, to debate what Courfr Ihould 
fee taken with me; and, I was ’afterwards 
affured by a particular Friend, a Perfon of 
great Quality, who was looked upon to be as - 
much in the Secret as any, that the Court was 
under many Difficulties concerning me. They 
apprehended my breaking loofe, that my Diet 
would be very expenfive, and might caufe a 
Famine. Sometimes they determined to ftarvc 
me, or at leaft to ffioot me in the Face and 
Hands with poifoned Aitows, which would 
&on difpatch me ; but again they confidered, 
that4;he Stench of fo large a Carcafe might 
‘produce a Plague in the Metropolis, and pro- 
bably fpread through the whole Kingdom. 
In the Midft of thefe Confultations, feveral 
Officers of the Army went to the Door of the 
great Council Chamber, and two of them, 
being admitted, gave an Account of my Be- 
haviour to the fix Criminals abqvermention- 
ed, which made fo favourable an Impreffion 
in the Breaft of his Majefty, and the whole 
Bo^rd, in my Behalf, that an Imperial Com- 

milfipn 
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raiflion was iffued out, obliging alt the Vil- 
lages, nine hundred Y ards round the City, 
to deliver in every Morning fix Beeves, forty 
•Sheep, and otlier Victuals, for my Suftenance j 
together with a proportionable Quantity of 
Bread, and Wine, and other Liquors j for 
•the due Payment of which, his Majefty gave 
Affignments upon his Treafury. For this 
Prince lives chiefly upon his own Demefnes, 
feldom, except upon great Occafions, raifing 
any Subfidies upon his Subjects* who are 
bound to attend him in his Wars, at their 
• own Expence. An Eflafelilhment was alfo 
made of fix hundred Perfons to be my Dome- 
flicks, who had Board Wages allowed for 
their Maintenance, and T ents built for them 
very conveniently on each Side of my Door. 
Jt was likewife ordered, that three hundred 
Taylors ftiould make me a Spit of Cloaths 
after the Faftiion of the Country ; That fix 
of his Majefty’s greateft Scholars ftiould be 
-employ’d to inftruft me in their Language : 
And, laftly, that the Emperor's Horfes, and 
ihofe of the Nobility, and Troops of Guards^ 
Ihould be frequently exercifed in my Sight^ 
4to accuftom themfelves to me. All thefp Or- 
ders were duly put in Execution, and, in a- 
bout three Weeks, I made a great Frogrefs 
in learning their Language } during which 
Time, the Emperor frequently honoured me 
^vith his Vifits, and was pleai'ed to aflift my 
Mailers in teaching me. We began already 

D to 
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to convcffe together in feme Sort ; and the 
lii lt Words 1 learnt, were to exprefs my De- 
fire, that he would plcafe to give me my Li- 
berty, which I every Day repeated on my 
Knees. His Anfwer, as I could apprehend 
it, was, that this muft be a Work ot Time, 
not to be thought on without the Advice of 
Council, and that firft I muft Lumos Kelm'in 
pejfo defmar loti Empofo ; that is, fwear a Peace 
widi him 2 md his Kingdom. However, that 
I ftiouldbe ufed with all Klndnel's j and he. 
adviled me to acquire, by ray Patience and 
difereet Behaviour, *the good Opinion of him- 
felf and his Subje^ls. He delired I would not 
take it ill, if he gave Orders to certain pro- 
per Oftlcers-to learch me ; for probably I 
might carry about me feveral Weapons, which 
mult needs be dangerous 'Filings, if they an- 
fvvered the Bulk of I’o prodigious a Perfon. 

I faid, his Majefty ihould be fatisfied, for I 
was ready to ftrip niyfeir, and turn up my 
Pockets before him. This I delivered, Part 
in Words, and Part ip Signs. He replied, 
that by the Laws of the Kingdom I muft be 
fearclicd by two of his Olhccrs j that he knew 
this could not he done v/ithout my Confent 
And AlRftance ; that he had fo good an O- 
pinion' of my Generoliiy and Juftice, as to 
truft their Perfons in ray Hands ; Thatv^dlat- 
ever tlu?v took from me, ihould be returned 
when I left the Countiy, or be paid for at the 
Rate, which I would let upon them. I took

«p the two Officers in my Hands, put them 
fiidl into my Coat Pockets, a'nd then into eve- 
ry other Pocket about me, except my two 
Fobs, and another fccret Pocket I 'had no 
Mind fliould be fearched, wherein I bad (bme 
little Necefl'aries, that were of no Conl'equence 
to any but myfelf. In one of my Fobs there 
.was a Silver Watch, and in the otlicr a Irnall 
Quantity of Goldin a Purfe. Thefe Gentle- 
men, having Pen, Ink, and Paper, about them, 
made an exadt Inventory of e\ery Thing they 
faw i and, when they had done, defired I 
would let them down, that they might deliver 
it to the Emperor. This Inventory I after-' 
wards tranflated into En^l'tjh, and is Word 
^r Word as Allows : 

. Imprimis j In the Right Coat Pocket of the 
{jreat Man-Mountain (for fo I interpret the 
Sluinbus Flejirin) after the ftridfeft Search, we 
Found only one great Piece of coarfe Cloth, 
large enough to be a Foot Cloth for your 
Majefty’s chief Room of State. In the Left 
Pocket, we faw a huge Silver Cheft, with a 
Cover of the fame Metal, which we, the 
Searchers, were not able to lift. We defired 
it ffiould be opened, and one of us ftepping 
into it, found himfelf up to the mid Leg in a 
Sort of Duft, fome Part whereof, flying up 
to our Faces, fet us both a fneezing for feve- 
ral Times together. In his Right Waiflcoat 
Pocket, we found a prodigious Bundle of 
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white thin Subftances, folded one over ano- 
ther, about the Blgnefs of three Men, tied 
with a'ftrong Cable, and marked with blade 
Figures ; which we humbly conceive to be 
Writings, every Letter almoft half as large as', 
the Palm of our Hands. In the Left there 
w^s a Sort of Engine, from the Back of which 
were extended twenty long Poles, refembling 
the Palifadoes before your Majefty’s Court y 
wherewith we conjc6Uire the Man-Mountahz 
combs his Head, for we did not always tiou- 
ble him with Quellions, becaufe we found it a 
great Difficulty to make him undej'ftand us. In 
the large Pocket on the Right Side of his mid- 
dle Cover, (fo I tranflatethe Word Ranfu-Loj 
bv which they meant my Breeches) wO faw a- 
hollow Pillar of Iron, about the Length of a 
Man,faftenedto a ftrong Piece of Timber, lar- 
ger than the Pillar ; and upon one Side of the 
, Pillar were huge Pieces of Iron fticking out, 

’ cut into ftrange Figures, which we know not 
what lo make of. In the Left Pocket, an- 
other Engine of the fime Kind. In the lmall- 
er Pocket, on the Right Side, were leverar 
round flat Pieces of white and red Metal, of 
different Bulk ; lonie of the white, whichi 
feenu d to be Silver, were fo large and heavy,' 
that my Comrade and I could hardly lift them. 
In the Left Pocket v/ere two black Pillars, 
irregularly fhaped : We could not, without 
Difficulty, reach the Top of them, as we ftood 
at tile Bottom of his Pocket. One of then> 

was 
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•was covered, and ^emed all of a Piece : But, 
at the upper End of the other, there appeared 
a white round Subltance, about twice the Big- 
nefs of our Heads. Within each of thefe was 
inclofed a prodigious Plate of Steel j which, 
by our Orders, we obliged liim to ftiew us, 
becaufe we apprehended they might be dan- ' 
gerous Engines. Hjc took them out of their 
' Cafes, and told us, that in his own Country, 
his PrafiEice was to fliave his Beard with one 
of thefe, and to clit liis Meat with the other. 
There were two Pockets, which we could not 
enter : Thefe he called his Fobs j they were 
. two large Slits cut into the Top of his middle 
pover, but fqueez’d clpfe by the PrelTure of his 
Belly. Oyt of the Right Fob hung a grea| 
Silver Chain, with a wqr.deiful Kind of En- 
gine at the Bottom. We dire61ed him to 
draw out whatever was faftened to that Chain ,j 
which appeared to be a Globe, half Silverj> 
and half of feme tranfparent. Metal ; For oq 
ihe' tranfparent Side, we faw certain ftrange 
Figures, circularly drawn, and thought we 
could touch them, till we found our Fingers 
{topped by that lucid Subftance. He put this 
Engine to ouf Ears, which made an irrcelTant 
Noife, like that of a Water-Mill. And we con- 
jecture, it is either fome unknown Animal, 
or the C^d that he worfiiips : But we are 
more inclined yto the latter Opinion, becaule 
he alTured us (if we underftood him right, 
for he ■exprelTed himfelf very iinpeiieCUy) that 
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he feldom did any Thing witliout confulting 
it. He called it his Oracle, and faid, it point- 
ed out the Time for eveiy A6Hon of his Lifew 
From the Left Fob, he took out a Net almofh 
large enough for a F!fherman, but contrived 
to open and (hut like a‘ Purfe, and ferved him 
for the fame Ufe : We found therein feveral 
maffy Pieces of yellow Metal, which, if they 
be real Gold, muft be of imraenfe Value. 

Having thus, in'Obedience to your Maje- 
fty’s Commands^ diligently fearched all his 
Pockets, we obferved a Girdle about his Waift, 
made of the Hide of fome prodigious Animal, 
from which, on the Left Side, hung a Sword 
of the Length of five Men j and on the Right, 
a Bag or Pouch, divided into tvVo Cells, each 
Cell capable of holding three of your Maje- 
Ity’s Subje6h. In one of thefe Cells were 
feveral Globes, or Balls, of a moll ponderous 
Metal, about the Bignefs of our Heads, and 
required a ftrong Hand to lift them : The 
other Cell contained a Heap of certain black 
Grains, but of no great Bulk or Weight, for . 
we could hold above fifty of them in the Balms 
of our Hands. 

This is an exa6l Inventory of what we 
found a'^out the Body of the Man-Mountain, 
who uled us with great Civility, and due 
Kefpevl to your Maiefty’s Commiflion. Sign- 
ed and fealed, on the lourth Day of the eigh- 
ty-ninth 
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ty- ninth Moon of your Majefty’s anfpiflous 
Reign.

When tills Inventory was read over to the 
Emperor, he dii*e6ted me, although in very 
gentle Tenns, to deliver up the feveral Par- 
ticulars. He firft called for my Scy miter, 
which I took out, Scabbard and all., In ihe 
mean Time, he ordered three thoufand of his 
choi^eft Troops (who then attended him) to 
furround me at a Diftance, with their Bows 
and Arrows juft ready to difcharge : But I 
did not obferve it, for mine Eyes were wholly 
fixed upon his Majefty. He then delired me 
to draw my Scymiter, which, although it had 
gotfomc Rull by the Sea- Water, was irt moft 
Parts exceeding bright. I did fo, and imme- 
diately all the T roops gave a Shout, between 
Terror and Surprize j for the Sun flione clear, 
and the Refleftion dazzled their Eyes, as I 
waved the Scymiter to and fro in my Hand. 
His Majefty, who is a moft magnanimous 
Prince, was lefs daunted than I could expeft ; 
he ordered me to return it into the Scabbard, , 
and caft it on the Ground, as gently as I could, 
about fix Feet from the End of my Chain. 
The next Thing he demanded, was one of 
the hollow Iron Pillars, by which he meant 
my Pocket Piftols. I drew it out, and at his 
Pefire, as well as I could, exprelTed to him 
the Ufe of itj and charging it only with 

, Powder, 
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Powder, which, by the Clofenefs of my Pouch, 
happened to cfcape wetting in the Sea (an In- 
convenience, againft which all prudent Mari- 
ners take fpecial Care to provicfe) I firft cau- 
tioned the Emperor not to be afraid, and then. 

I let it off into the Air. The Aftonifhraent 
here was much greater, than at the Sight of 
my Scymiter. Hundreds fell down, as if they 
had been ftruck dead j and even the Emperor, 
although he flood his Ground, could not re- 
cover himfelf in Ibme Time. I delivered up 
both my Piftols in the fame Manner, as I had 
done my Scymiter, and then my Pouch of 
Powder and Bullets ; beggipg him, that the 
former might be kept from me Fire, for it 
would kindle with the fmalleft Spark, and 
blow up his Imperial Palace into the Air. I * 
likewife delivered up my Watch, which the. 
Emperor was very curious to fee, and com- 
manded two of his talleft Yeomen of the 
Guards to bear it on a Pole upon their Should- 
ers, as Dray- Men in England do a Barrel of 
Ale. He was amazed at the continual Noife 
it made, and the Motion of the Minute-Hand, ^ 
which he could eafily difeern } for their Sight 
is much more acute than ours : And afked ‘ 
the Opinions of his learned Men about him, 
which were various and remote, as the Rea- 
der may well imagine without my repeating $ 
although, indeed, I could not very perfeftly 
underftand them. I then gave up my Silver 
and Copper Money, my Purfe with nine large 

Pieces . 
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Pieces of Gold, and fome fraaller ones j my 
iLnife and Razor, my Comb and Silver Snuff- 
Box, my Handkerchief, and Journal -Book, 
My Scy miter, Piftols, and Pouch, were con- 
veyed in Carriages to his Majefty’s Stores , 
but the relt of ray Goods were returned me. 

I had, as I before obferved, one private 
Pocket which efcaped their Search, wherein 
there was a Pair of Spe6lacles, (which I forac- 
tiraes ufe for the Weaknefs of mine Eyes) a 
P<5bket' Perfpe6live, and feveral other little 
Conveniencies ; which being of no Confe- 
quence to the Emperor, I did not think my- 
ielf bound iii Honour to difcovcr, and I ap - 
prehended they might be loft or Ipoiled, if t 
ventured them out of my Poffeftlon. 
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CHAP. III. 

T^he Author diverts the Effiperor and his No- 
hility of- both Sexes, in a very uncommon 
Manner, The Diverjtons of the Court of 
Xiilliput defctibed. The Author has his Li^ 

. berty granted him, upon certain Conditions. 

A 

M y Gentlenefs and good Behaviour had, 
gained £b far on the Emperor and his 
' Court, and indeed upon the Army 
and People in general, that I began to con- 
cave Hopes of getting my Liberty in a fhoit 
Time. I took all poflible Methods to culti- 
vate this favourable Difpolition. The Natives 
came, by Degrees, to be lefs apprehenfive of 
any Danger from me. I would Ibmetimes 
lie down, and let five or fix of them dance on 
my Hand ; and, at laft, the Boys and Girls 
would venture to come, and play at Hide and 
Seek in .my Hair. I had now made a good 
Progrefs in underftanding and fpeaking their 
Language. The Emperor had a Mind, one 
* Pay, to entntain me with feveral of the Coun- 
tiy Shows, wherein they exceed ail Nations I 
have known, both for Dexterity and Magni- 
ficence. I was diverted with none fo much 
that of the Rope-Dancers, performed up- 
on 
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•n a (lender white Thread, extended about two 
Feet, and twelve Inches from Ground. 
Upon which I (hall defire Liberty, with the 
Reader’s Patience, to enlarge a little. 

This Diverfion is only praftifed by tholb 
Perfons, who are Candidates for great Em- 
ployments, and high Favour, at Court. They 
are trained in this Art from their Youth, and 
are not always of noble Birth, or liberal Edu- 
cation. When a great Office is vacant, either 
by Death or Difgirace (which c^ten happens) 
five or fix of thofe Candidates petition the 
Emperor to entertain his Majefty and the 
Court with a Dance on the Rope, and who- 
ever jumps the higheft, without falling, fiacceeds 
in the Office. Very often the chief Minifters 
themfelves are commanded to (hew their Skill, 
and to convince the Emperor that they have 
not loft their Faculty. Tlimnapy the Trea- 
furer, is allowed to cut a Caper on the ftfait 
Rope, at leaft an Inch higher than any other 
Lord in the whole Empire. I have feen him 
do the Summerfet, feveral Times together, 
upon a Trencher fixed on the Rope, which is 
no thicker than a cornmon Pack-Thread in 
Envland. My Friend Reldrefalf principal Se- 
cretary for private Affairs, is, in my Opinion, 
if I am not partial, thefecond after the Trea- 
furer; the reft of the great Officers are much 
upon J Par. 

• - Thefe 
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Thefe DJjVerfxons are often attended with 
fatal Accidents, whereof great Numbers are 
on Record. I myfelf have feen two or three 
’ Candidates break a Limb. But the Danger 
is much greater, when the Minifters them- 
felves are commanded to ftiew their Dexterity ; 
for, by contending to excel themfelves and 
their Fellows, they ftrain fo far, that there 
hardly one of them, who hath not received a 
Fall, and fome of them two or three. I was 
affiircd, that, a Year or two before my Ar- 
fival, Flimnap wpuld liave infallibly broke 
his Neck, if one of the King’s Culhions, that 
accidentally 1^ on the Ground, had not 
weakened the Force of his Fall. 

There is likewife another DiverCon, which is 
only (hewn before the Emperor and Emprefs, 
and firft Minifter, upon particular Occauons. 
The Emperor lays on the Table three fine 
Silken Threads of fix Inches Ipng j one is 
Blue, the other Red, and the third Green. 
Thefe' Tlireads are propofed as Prizes for 
thofe Perfons, whom the Emperor hath a 
Mind to diltii^uilh by a peculiar Mark of 
his Favour. The Ceremony is performeii in 
his Majefty’s great Chamber of State, where ‘ 
the Candidates are to undergo a Trial of Dex- 
terity, very different from the .former, and 
fuch as I have not obferved the leaft Refem- 
^iaace of in any other Country of the old or 
; ' new 

i • 
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new World. The Emperor hp|ds a Stick in 
his Hands, both Ends parallel to the Hori 2 oh, 
while the Candidates advancing, one by one, 
(bmetimes leap over the Stick, fometimes creep 
under it backwrards and forwards feveral Times,, 
according as the Stick is advanced or dcprelTed- 
Sometimes the Emperor holds one End of the 
Stick, and his firft Minifter the other ; fome- 
times the Minifter has it entirely to hirafelf. 
Whoever performs his Part with moft Agility, 
and holds out the longeft.in Leaping and 
Creeping, is rewarded with the Blue-coloured 
Silk i the Red is given to the next, and the 
Green to the third, which tliey all wear girt 
twice round about the Middle j and you fee 
few great Perfons about this Court, who aie 
ncrt adorned with one of thefe Girdles. 

- The Horfes of the Army, and thofe of the 
Royal Stables, having been daily led before 
jne, were no longer Ihy, but would come up 
to my very Feet without ftarting. The Riders 
would leap them over my Hand, as I held it 
on the Ground, and one of the Emperor’s 
Huntlmen, upon a large Courfer, took my 
Foot, Shoe and all ; which was, indeed, a 
prodigious Leap. I had the good Foitune to 
divert the Emperor, one Day, after a very ex- 
traordinary Manner : I defired he would or- 
der feverai Sticks of two Feet high, and the 
Thicknel's of an ordinary Cane, to be brought 
me ; whereupon his Maj^,fty commanded the 
Mafter of his Woods to give.PiFe5tions ac- 
I • E . cordingly. 
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cwdingly, a»d the next Morning fix Wood- 
men arrived with as many Carriages, drawn 
by eight Horfes to each. I took nine of thefe 
Sticks, and fixing them firmly -in the Ground, 
in a quadran^ilar Figure, two Feet and a 
half fquai'e, ‘ I took four other Sticks, and tied 
them parallel at each Comer, about two Feet 
from the Groynd } tlien -I faftened my Hand- 
kerchief to the nine Sticks that ftood' ere6f, 
and extended it on all Sides, till it was as tight 
as the Top of a Drum ; and the four paral- 
lel Sticks, rifing about five Inches higher than 
the Handkerchief, ferved as Ledges on each 
Side. When I had finiftied my Work, I de- 
fired the Emperor to let a Troop of his bell 
Horfe, twenty-four in Number, come andex- 
ercife upon this Plain. His Majelly approved 
of the Propofal, and I took them up one by 
one in my Hands, ready mounted and aimed, 
with the proper Officers to exercife them. As 
foon as they got in Order, they divided into 
two Parties, performed mock Skirmilhes, dis- 
charged blunt Arrows, drew their Swords, 
fled and purfued, attacked and retired, and in 
fliort dilcovered the bell Military Dii'cipline I 
ever beheld. The parallel Sticks fecuredthem 
and their Horfes from falling over the Stage ; 
and the Emperor was fo much delighted, that 
he ordered Ais Entertainment to be repeated 
leveral Days, and once v/as pleafed to be 
lifted up, and give the Word of Command ; 
and, with great Difficulty, perfuaded even the 

Efnprcft 
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herfelf to let me hold her in her clofe 
Chair within two Yards of the Stage, from 
whence flie was able to take a full View of the 
whole Performance. It was by good Fortune, 
that no ill Accident happened in thefe Enter- 
tainments, only once a fiery Hbrfe, that be- 
longed to one of the Captains, pawing witli 
his Hoof, ftruck a Hole in my Handerchief^ 
and his Foot flipping, he overthrew his Rider 
end himfelf ; but I immediately relieved them 
both, and covering the Hole with one Hand, 

I fet down the Troop witii the other, in the 
fame Manner as I took them up. The Horfe, 
that fell, was ftrained in the Left Shoulder, 
but the Rider got no Hurt, and I repaired my 
Handkerchief as well as I could ; however, 
I would not truft to the* Strength of it any 

more in fuch dangerous Enterprizes. 

\ 

About two or three Days before I was fet 
at Liberly, as I was entertaining the Court 
with thefe Kind of Feats, there anrived ail 
Exprefs to inform his Majefty, that ibme of 
his Subjebls, riding near the Place where I 
was firft taken up, had feen a great black 
Subftance lying on the Ground, very oddly 
fhaped, extending its Edges round as wide as 
his Majefty’s Bed-Chamber, and riflng up in 
the Middle as high as a Man ; that it was 
no living Creature, as they at firft apprehend- 
ed, for it lay on the Grafs without Motion ; 
and feme of them had walked , round it feve- 

E 1 ral 
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ral Times : That, by mounting upon each 
other's Shoulders, they had got to the Top, 
^hich was flat and even, and, ftaraping upon 
k, they found it was hollow within } that they 
humbly conceived it might be fomething be-'' 
longing to the Man-Mountain } and if his 
'Majefly pleafcd, they would undertake to 
bring it with only five Horfes. I prefently 
knew what they meant, and was glad atHearf 
to receive this Intelligence. It feems upon my 
firft reaching the Shore, after our Shipwreck, 

1 was in fuch Confiifion, that, before I came 
to the Place where I went to fleep, my Hat, 
which I had feftened with a String to ihy 
Head v/hile I was rowing, and had ftuck on 
all the Time I was Iwimming, fell off after I 
came to Land ; the String, as I conjefture, 
breaking by fome Accident, which I never 
obferved, but tjiought my. Hat had been loft 
at Sea. I intreated his Imperial Majefty to 
give Orders, it might be brought to me as 
foon as poffible, deferibing to him the Ufe and 
the Nature of it : And the next Day theWag- 
goners arrived with it, but not in a very good 
Condition ; they had beyed two Holes in the 
BrinV within an Inch atid half of the Edge, 
and fattened two Hooks in the Holes j thefe 
Hooks were tied by a long Cord to the Har- 
nefs, and thus my Hat was dragged along 
for above half an Englijb Mile j but, the 
Ground in that Country being extremely 

fmooth 
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finooth and level, it received lefs Damage than 
t expelled, 

Two Days after this Adventure, the Em- , 
peror having ordered that Part of his Army, 
which quarters in and about his Metropolis, 
to be in Readinefs, took a Fancy of divert- 
ing himfelf in a very fin^lar Manner ; He 
defired I would ftand like a Colojfus, with my 
Legs as far afunder as ‘ I conveniently could ; 
he then commanded his General (who was 
an old experienced Leader, and a great Pa- 
tron of mine) to draw up the Troops in clofe 
Order, and march them under mej tlie Foot 
by twenty-four in a Breaft, and the Horfe by ' 
fixteen, with Drums beating, Colours flying, 
and Pikes advanced. This Body confifted of 
three thoufand Foot, and a thoufand Horfe. 
HisMajefty gave Orders, upon Pain of Death, 
that every Soldier in his March fl)ould obferve 
the ftrifteft Decency, with regard to ray Per- 
fon ; which, however, could not prevent fome 
of the younger Officers from turning up their " 
Eyes, as they paffed under me. And, to coq- 
fefs theTiaith, ray Breeches were,ir at that 
Time, in fo ill a Condition, that they afforded 
fome Opportunities for Laughter and Admi- 
ration. 

I had lent fo many Memorials and Peti- 
tions for ray Liberty, that his Majefty at 
length mentioned the Matter f. rft in th^ Ca- 

E 3 binet. 
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bitict, and then in a full Council j ■w^here? it 
was oppoftdby none, except SHtyreJb Bafgatanry 
who was pleafed, without any rrovocation, to 
be my mortal Enemy. But it was carried a- 
gainft him by the whole Board, and confirm- 
ed by the Emperor. That Minifter was Gol~ 
bet, or Admiral of the Realm, very much in 
his Maker’s Confidence, and a Perfon well 
veiTed in Affairs, but of a morofe and four 
Complexion. However, he was at length 
perfuaded to comply j but prevailed that the 
Articles and Conditions, upon which I /hould 
be fet free, and to which I mu ft fwear, fhould 
be drawn up by himfelf. Thefc Articles were 
brought to me by Sfyrejh Bob,olam in Perfon, 
.attended by two Under- Secretaries, and feve- 
ral Persons of Diftinftion. After they were 
read, I was demanded to fwear to the Per- 
formance of them ; firft in the Manner of my 
own Countr)^, and afterw’ards in the Method 
■piercrlbed by their- Laws, which was to hold 
my Right Foot in my Left Hand, and to place 
the middle Finger of my Right Hand on the 
Crown of my Head, and my Thumb on the 
Tip of my Right Ear. But, becaufe the Rea- 
der may be curious to have feme Idea of the 
Style ancT Manner of Expreflion peculiar to 
that People, as well as to know the Articles 
upon, which I recovered my Liberty, I have 
made a Tranflation of the whole Inftrument, 
Word for Word, as near as I was able, 
which I here offer to the f*ublick.

He fhall not prefume to come Into omr 
Metropolis, without our cxpreft Order j at 
which Time the Inhabitants fhall have two 
Hours. Warning to keep. within their Doors. 

3^, The (aid Man-Mountain fhall confine 
his Walks to our principal high Roads, and 
not offer to walk, or lie down, in a Meadow , 
or Field of Corn. 

' ' ^ 
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4 /^, As he walks the faid Roads, he fliaU 
take the utmoft Care not to trample upon the 
Bodies of any of our loving Suojefts, their 
Horfes, or Carriages, nor take any of our 
^bjefts into his Hands, without their own 
Confcnt. 

. If an Exprefs requires extraordinary 
Difpatch, the Man-Mountain (hall be obliged 
to carry, in his Pocket, the Meflenger and 
Horfe, a fix Days Journey once in every 
Moon, and return the faid Meflenger back 
(if fo required) fafe to our Imperial Prefence* 

6tbf He (hall be our Ally againfl our Ene- 
mies in the Ifland of Blefiifcuy and do his 
Utmoft to deftroy their Fleet, which is now 
preparing to invade us. 

ythy That the faid Man-Mountain fhall, at 
his Times of Leifiire, be aiding and aflifting 
to our Workmen, in helping to raife certain 
great Stones, towards covering 4hc W-all of 
the principal Park, and other our Royal 
Buildings. 

Zthf That the faid Man-Mountain (hall, in 
two Moons Time, deliver in an exa 6 l Survey 
of the Circumference of our Dominions, by a 
Computation of his own Paces round the 
Coaft. 

Laflly^ 
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Lafily^ That, upon his folemn Oath to ob- 
(erve all the above Articles, the faid Man- 
Mountain (hall have a daily Allowance of 
Meat and Drink fufficient for the Support of 
17^ of our Subje 6 ls, with free Accefs to our 
Royal Perfon, and other Marks of our Fa- 
vour. Given at our Palace at BelfaboraCj 
the twelftli Day pf the ninety-firft Moon of 
our Reign. 

I fwore, and fubfcribed to thefe Articles 
with great Chearfulnefs and Content, al- 
though fome of them were not fo honourable, 
as I could have wilhed ; which proceeded 
wholly from the Malice of Skyrejh Bolgoram^ 
the High Admiral j ' whereupon my Chains 
were immediately unlocked, and I was at full 
, Liberty ; the Emperor himielf, inPerfbn, did 
me the Honour to be by at the whole Cere- 
mony. I made my Acknowledgments, by 
proftrating myfelf at his Majefty’s Feet : But 
he command^ me to rife ; -and after rtiafiy 
gracious Exprefiions, which, to avoid the 
Cenfure of Vanity,’ I fhall not repeat j he 
added, that he hop^ I fhould prove a ufeful 
Servant, and well deferve all the Favours he 
had already conferred upon me, or might do 
for the hitire. ' ' ■ . 

The Reader may pleafe to obferve, that, 
in the laft Article for the Recovery of my Li- 
berty, the Emperor ftipulates to allow me a

concluded from the Similarity of their Bodies,

- and, confequently, would require as much 
Food as \vas neceflary to fupport that Number 
of LiUiputians. By which, the Reader may 
conceive an Idea of the Ingenuity of that Peo- 
ple, as well as the prudent and exa6l OCco-^ 
nomy of fo great a Prince* 
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i 

Mildendo, the Metropolis of Lilliput, de~ 
fcribedy together nvith the Emperor's Pa- 
lace. A Comverfation bet<v:een the Author 
and a principal Secretary^ concerning the 
Affairs of that Empire. The Author of- 
fers to ferve the Emperor in his Wars. 

T H E firft Requeft I made, after I had 
obtained my Liberty, was, that I might 
have Licence to fee Mtldendoy the Me- 
tropolis ; which the Emperor eafily granted 
me, but with a fpecial Charge to do ho Hurt, 
either to the Inhabitants, or their Houfes. 
The People had Notice ^ Proclamation, of 
my Defign to vifit the Town. The Wall, 
which encompaflfed it, is two Feet and a half 
high, and at leaft eleven Inches broad, fo 
that a Coach and Horfes may be driven very 
fafely round it j and it is flanked vyith ftrong 
Towers, at ten Feet Diftance. I ftept over 
the great Weftern Gate, and pafled very gent- 
ly, and lideling, through the two principal 
Streets, only in my fhort Waift-coat, for Fear 
of damaging the Roofs and Eves of the Hou- 
fes with the Skirts of my Coat, I walked 
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with the utmoft Circumfpeftion, to avoid 
treading on any Stragglers, that might remain 
in the Streets, although the Orders were ftrift, 
that all People ftiould keep in their Houfes, 
at their own Peril. The Garret- windows, 
and Tops of. Houfes, were fo crouded with 
Speftators, that I thought, in all my Tra- 
vels, I had not feen a more populous Placei 
The City is an exaft Square, each Side of the 
Wall being five-hundred Feet long.. The 
two great Streets, which run crofs, and di- 
vide it into four Quarters, are five Feet wide. 
'The Lanes and Alleys, which I could not 
enter, but only viewed them as I pafTed, are 
from twelve to eighteen Inches. The Town 
is capable of holding five hundred thoufand 
Souls. The Houfes are from three to five 
Stories : The Shops and Markets well pro- ^ 
vided. 

The Emperor's Palace is In the Center of 
the City, where the two great Streets meet. 

It is inclofed by a Wall of two Feet high, and 
twenty Feet Diftance from the Buildings. I 
had his Majefty’s Permiflion to ftep oyer this 
Wall j and, the Space being fo wide between 
that and the Palace, I could eafily view it on 
every Side. -The outward Court is a Square 
of forty Feet, and includes, two other Courts : 

In the inmoft are the Royal Apartments* 
which I was very defirous to fee, but found 
it extremely difficult j for the great Gates,

from one Square into ^.nbthej:^ were buf eigh- 
teen Inches high, and feven Inches wide. Now 
the Buildings of the outer Court were at leall 
, five Feet high, and it was iippoflible forme 
to ftride over therji* without infinite Damage 
to the Pile, though the Walls were ftrongly 
built of hewn Stone, and four Inches thick. 
At the lame Time, the Emperor had a great 
Defire tliat I Ihpuld fee the Magnificence of 
his Palace } but this I was not able to do till 
three Days after, which I fpent in cutting 
down, with my Knife, fome of the largeft ' 
Trees in the Royal Park, about an hundred 
Yards Diftance from the City. Of thefc 
Trees I made two Stools, each about three 
Feet high, and ftrong enough to beai* my 
Weight. The People having received No- 
tice a fecond Time, I went again through 
the City tp the Palace, yvith my two Stools 
in “my Hands. When I came to the Side oi’ 
the outer Court, I ftood upon one Stool, 
and took the other in my Hand ; this I 
lifted over the Roof, and gently fet it down 
on the Space between the firft and fecond 
Court, which was eight Feet wide. I then 
, ftept over the Building very conveniently, 
from one Stool to the other, and drew up the 
firft after me with a hooked Stick. By this 
Contrivance, I got into the inmoft Court ; 
and, lying down upon my Side, I applied 
my Face to the Windows of the middle Sto- 
ries, which were left open on Purpofe, and 

F difeo- 
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difcovered the moft folendid Apartments, fhat 
can be imagined. There I faw the Empreis, 
and the young Princes, in their feveral Lodg- 
ings,. with their chief Attendants about them. 
Her Imperial Majefty was pleafed to I'mile 
very gracioufly upon me, and gave me out of 
the Window her Hand to kifs. 

I 

But I lhall not anticipate the Reader with 
farther Defcriptions of this Kind, becaufe I 
referve them for a greater Work, wliich ia 
now almoll ready for the Prefs, containing a 
1 general Defcription of this Empire, from ita 
imft Ereclion, through a long Series of Prin- 
ces, with a particular Account of their Wars 
and Politics, Laws, Learning, and Religion : 
Their Plants and Animals, their peculiar 
Manners and Curtoms, with other Matters 
very curious and ufefiil ; my chief Defign at 
prelent being only to relate I'uch E vents and 
Tranfa6lIons, as happened to the Public or 
to myfelf, during a Refidence of about nine 
Months in that Empire. 

' ' ’ 

One Morning, about a Fortnight after I 
bad obtained my Liberty, RcJdrefal, princi- 
pal Secretary (as they flile him) of private 
AlFairs, came to myHoufej attended only 
by one Servant. He ordered his Coach to 
wait at a Diftance, and delired, I would give 
him an Hour’s Audience j wliich I readily 
confented to, on Account of his Qu^ality, and 

perfcnal 
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perfonal Merits, as well as the many good 
Offices he had done me during my Solicits- 
tions at Court. I offered to He down, that 
he might the more conveniently reach my ~ 
Ear i but he chofe rather to let me hold him 
in my Hand during our Converfation. He 
began with Compliments on my Liberty ; 
faid, he might pretend to Ibme Merit in it : 
But, however) added, that, if it had not been 
for the prefent Situation of Things at Court, 
perhaps I might not have obtained it fo foon. 
For, faid he, as flouriftiing a Condition as 
\vc may appear to be in to Foreigners, we la- 
bour under two mighty Evils j a violent Fac- 
tion at Home, and the Danger of an Inva- 
fion by a moll potent Enemy from Abroad^ 
As to the firft, you are to underftand, that, 
for above feventy Moons pall, there have been 
two ftruggling Parties in this Empire, under 
the Names of T^rameckfan, and Slamecifan^ 
from the high and low Heels of their Shoes, 
by which they diilinguilh themfelves. It is 
alledged indeed, that the high Heels are moft 
agreeable to our ancient Conftitution j but, 
however this be, his Majefty hath determined 
to make ufe of only low Heels in the Admi- 
nillration of the Gowrnment, and all Offices 
in the Gift of the Crown, as you cannot but 
eblerve } and particularly, that his Majefty's 
Imperial Heels are lower at leaft by a Drurr 
than any of his Court {Drurr is a Mealiire 
about the fourteentli Part of an Inch.) The 
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Animofities between thefe two Parties nm fb 
high, thJit they will neither eat nor drink, nor 
talk with eacn other. We compute the T 
meckja?!f or high Heels, to exceed us in Num- 
ber } btit the Power is wholly on our Side. 
We Apprcltend his Imperial Highnefs, the 
Heir to the Crown, to have fome Tendency 
towards the high Heels ; at ieaft, we can 
plainly difCovef, that one of his Heels is high- 
er tlian the other, which gives him a’ Hobble 
in his Gate, Now, in the Midll of thefe in- 
teftine Difquiets, we sire threatened with an 
Invafion from ^e Ifland of BleJu/cUf which 
is the other great Empire of the Univerfe, al- 
moft as large and powerful as this of his Ma- 
jefty. For as to what we heard you affirm^ 

, that there are other Kingdoms and States in 
the World, inhabited by humati Creatures, 
as large as yourfelf, our Philofophers are iii 
much Doubt, and would rather conje^fure 
, that you dropped from the Moon, or one of 
the Stars ; becanfe, it is certain, that an hun- 
dred Mortals of your Bulk, would, in a fhort 
, Time, deftroy all the Fruits and Cattle of his 
Majefty’s Dominions. Befides, our Hiftoric^ 

I of fix thoufand Moons make no mention cf 
any other Regions, than the two great Em- 
pires of Lilliput and Blrfufcu^ Which two' 
mighty Powers have, as I was going to telf 
you, been engaged in a moft obftinate War 
for fix and thirty Moons part. It began up- 
on the following Occafion^: It is allowed out 

all 
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. aQ Hands, that the primitive Way of break- 
ing Eggs, before we eat th^, was upon the 
larger End j but his prefent Majefty’s Grand- 
father, while he was a Boy, going to eat an 
Egg, and breaking it according to the antient . 
Practice, happened to cut one of his Fingers. • 
Wliei-eupon the Emperor, his Father, pub- 
lifhed an Edift, commanding all his Subjefts, 
upon great Penalties, to break the fmaller 
End of their Eggs. The People fo highly 
relented ^Is Law, that our Hiftories tell us, 
there have been fix Rebellions raifed on that 
'Account j wherein one Emperor loft his Life, 
and another his Crown. Thefe Civil Com- 
motions were conftantly fomented by the Mo- 
narchs of Eltfufcu ; and when they were quel- 
led, the Exiles always fled for Refuge to that 
, Empire. ' It i-s computed, that eleven thou- 
fond Pencils have, at feveiul Times, fuffered 
Death, i-ather than ftibmit to break their Eggs 
at the fmaller End. Many hundred large 
Volumes have been publiflied upon this CJon- 
troverfy ; but the Books of the Big~Indians 
have been long forbidden, and the whole Party 
rendered incapable by Law of holding Em- 
ployments. During the Courfe of thefe Trou- 
bles, the Emperors of Blefufcu^ frequently 
expoftulate by their x^mbaftiidors^ acculing us 
of making a Schifm in Religion, by offending 
againft a fundamental Doarine of our great 
Prophet Luj^rogf in the fifty-fourth Chapter 
of the Blwidccral (whicK is their Alcoran), ' 

» ^ 'Fa This, 
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This, however, is thought to be a mere Straiji 
upon the Text} for the Words are thcie r 
7hat nil true Believers break their Eggs at the 
convenient End, And'which is the convenient 
End, fecms, in my humble Opinion, to be 
left to every Man's Coiifciencc, or at leaft in 
the Power of the chief Magiftrate to deter- 
mine. Now, the Big-lndian Exiles' have found 
fo much Credit in the Emperor of Blefufcus 
Court, and fo much private Alhftance and 
Encouragement frofn their Paity here af 
Home, that a bloody War hath been canicd 
on between tlie two Empires, for thirty-fi* 
Moons, with various Succefs } during whicli 
Time we have loft forty capital Ships, and a 
much greater Number of fmaller Veffels, to- 
gether with thirty-thoufand of our beft Sea- 
men and Soldiers } and the Damage received 
by the Enemy is reckoned to be fomewhat 
greater than ours. However, they have now 
equipped a numerous Fleet, and are juft pre- 
, paring to make a Defcent upon us } and his 
Imperial Majefty, placing great Confidence in 
your Valour and Strength, hath commanded 
me to lay this Account of hisAftairs before you- 

I defired the Secretary to prefent my hum- 
ble Duty to tlie Emperor, and to let hini 
know, that I thought it would not become 
me, who was a Foreigner, to interfere with ' 
Parties } but I was ready, with the Hazard 
of my Life, to defend his Perfon and State a- 
gainlt all Invaders.

T H E Empire of BJefufeu is an Iflandj 
fituated to the North -E aft Side of Lil- 
liputy from whence it is parted only by 
a Channel of e^ht hundred Yards wide. I 
had not yet feen it, and, upon this Notice of an 
intended Invafion, I avoided appearing on 
that Side of the Coaft, for Fear pf being dif- * 
Covered by fome of the Enemy’s Ships, who 
had received no Intelligence of me, all Inter- 
courfe between the two Empires having j?een 
ilriflly forbidden during the War, upon Pain 
Death, and an Embargo laid by our Em- 
peror upon all Veflels whatfoever. I com- 
municated to his Majefty a Proje6V, I had 
formed, of feizing the Enemy’s whole Fleet : 
Which, as our Scouts aflured us, lay at An- 
chor in the Harbour, ready to fail with the 
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lirft fair Wind. I conlulted the moft cxperi-: 
enced Seamen, upon the Depth of the Chan- 
nel, which they had often plummed ; who 
told me, that in the Middle, at high Water^ 
it was feventy Glmnglpffs deep, which is about 
fix Feet of European Meafure j and the reft of 
,it fifty Glu7ngluffs at moft. I walked towards 
the Noitb-Eaft Coaft, over-againft Blefufcu 5 
where, lying down behind a Hillock, I took 
out my fmall PerfpcfUve-glafs, and viewed 
the Enemy’s Fleet at Anchor, confifting of a- 
bout fifty Men of War, and a great Number 
of Tranfports : I dien came back to my Houfe, 
and gave Order (for which I had a Warrant) 
for a great Quantity , of the ftrongeft Cable 
and Bars of Iron. The Cable was about as 
thick as Packthread, and the Bars of the 
Length and Size ofa knitting^eedle. I trebled 
the Cable to make it ftronger, and, for the 
fame Reafon, I twifted three of the iron Bars 
together, binding the Extremities into a Hook. 

’ ‘ Having thus fixed fifty Hooks to as many 
Cables,,! went back to theNorih-Eaft Coaft, 
and putting off my Coat, Shoes, and Stock- 
ings, walked into the Sea, in my leathern Jer- 
kin, about an Hour before high Water. I 
waded with what Hafte I could, and fwam 
in the Middle about thirty Yards, till I felt' 
Ground j I arrived to the Fleet in lefs than 
half an Hour. The Enemy was fo frighten- 
ed, when they faw me, that they leaped out 
of their Sliips, and fwam to Shore, where 
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Acre could not be fewer than thirty thoufand 
Sbiils. I then took, my Tackling, and, fafteh- 
ing a Hook to the Hole at the Prow of each, 
I tied all the Cords together at the End. 
While I was thus employed, the Enemy dif- 
charged leveral thoul'and Aitows, many of 
which ftuck in my Hands and Face ; ahd, 
Befides the excefiive Smart, gave hie much 
Diftiirbance in my Work. My gteateft Ap- 
prehenhon was for mine Eyes j vl^hich I fhould 
nave infallibly loft, if I hid not fuddenly 
thought of an Expedienti I kept among other 
little Neceffarie? a Pair of Speftacles in a pri- 
vate Pocket, which j as I obferved before, had 
cfcapcd the Emperor’s Searchers. Thefe I 
took out, and faftened as ftrongly as I could 
upon my Nofe, and* thus armed^ went on 
boldly with my Work in Spight of the Ene- 
my’s Arrows, miny of which ftruck a^Inft 
the Glaftes of my Spedlacles, but ^Vithout any 
other Efleft, farther than a little to difcompofe 
them. I had now faftened all the Hooks, and, 
taking the Knot in my Hand, begin to pull^ 
but rot a Ship would ftir, for they were all 
too faft held by their Anchors, lb that the 
■boldeft Part of my Enterprize remained. I 
therefore let go the Cord, and leaving the 
Hooks ^ fixed to the Ships, I refolutely cut 
with my Knife the Cables that faftened the 
Anchors, receiving.above two hundred Shots 
in my Face and Hands ; then I took up the 
knotted End of tlie Cables, to which my 

Hook-s 
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Hooks were tied, and with great Eafe drew 
fifty of the Enemy’s largeft Men of War af- 
ter me. 

0 

The Blefu/cudiaitSf who had not the leaft 
Imagination of what I intended, were atfirft 
confounded with AftoniHiment. They had 
feen me cut the Cables, and thought my De- 
fign was only to let the Ships run adrift, or 
fall foul on each other : But, when they per- 
ceived the whole Fleet moving in Order, and 
faw me pulling at the End, they let up'^ fuch 
a Scream of Grief and Defpair, tliat it is al- 
moft irapoffible to del’cribe or conceive. When 
I had got out of Danger, I ftopt awhile 
to pick out the Arrows, that ftuck in my 
Hands and Face ; and rubbed on fome of die 
fame Ointment, that was given me at my firft 
Arrival, as I have formerly mentioned. I 
then took off my Speftacles, and, waiting a- 
bout an Hour, till the Tide was a little fallen, 
I waded through the middle with my Cargo, 
and arrived fafe at the Royal Port of Lilli • 
put. 

The Emperor and his whole Court ftood on 
the Shore, expe6Ung the Ifliie of this great 
Adventure. They faw the Ships inwove for- 
ward in a large Half- moon, but could not dif- 
cern me, who.w^s up to my Bread in Water. 
When I advanced to the middle of the Chan- 
nel, they were yet in more Pain, becauie I* 

wa^ 
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teas under Water to my Neck. The Empe- 
ror concluded me to be drowned, and that the 
Enemy’s Fleet was approaching in a hoftile 
IClanner : But he was loon ealed of his Fears, 
for the Channel growing lhallower every, Step 
I made, I came in a fhort Time within hearing, 
and, holding up the End *of the Cable by 
which the Fleet was faftened, I cried in a loud 
Voice, Lofig live the m'lft fuijfant Emperor of 
Lilliput ! This great Prince received me at 
my Landing with all pofllble^ Encomiums, - 
and created mea.Nariiac upon the Spot, which 
is the higheft Title of Honour among 
them. 

His Majefty defired I would take fome Op- 
portufTity of bringing all the reft of his Ene- 
my’s Ships into his Ports. And fo unmeafurrlblc 
is die Ambition of Princes, that he feemed to 
think of nothing Id’s, than reducing the whole 
Empire of Blejufcu into a Province, and go- 
verning it by a Vicc-Roy ; of deftroyjng the 
Big-lfidian Exiles, and compelling that Peo- 
ple to break the fmaller End of their Eggs, by 
which he would remain the foie Monarch of 
the whole World. But I endeavoured to di- 
vert him from hisDefign by many Arguments, 
dravvn fron\.tWc Topics of Polic}', as well as 
Juftice : And I plamly protefted, that I 

would never be an Inftrument of bringing a* 
free and brave People into Slavery. And, 
when the Matter was debated in Council, the 

wifeil

wifeft Part of the Miniftry were of my Opini- 
on. 

This open bold Declaration of mine was 
fo oppofite to the Schemes and Politics of his 
Imperial Majefty, that he could never forgive, 
me } he mentioned it in a very artful Man-^ 
ner at Council, where I was told that fome of 
the wifeft appeared, at leaft, by their Silence, 
to be of my Opinion } but others, -who were 
my fccret Enemies, could not forbear fonxc 
Expreflions, which by a Side-wind reflefted 
on me. And from this^ Time began an In- 
trigue between his Majefty, and a Junto of 
Minders mallcioufly bent againft me, which 
broke 'out in lefs than two Months, and had 
like to have ended in my utter Deftru£llon. Of 
fo little Weight are the greateft SeiTices to 
Princes, when put into the Ballance with a 
Refufal to gratify their Paffions 1 ^ 

About three Weeks after this Exploit, there 
arrived a folemn AmbaflTy from Blefufcu^ widi 
humble Offers of a Peace j which was fbon 
concluded upon Conditions very advantage- 
ous to our Emperor, wherewith I fhall not 
trouble the Reader. There was fix Ambaf- 
fadors, with a Train of about five-hundred 
Perfons, and their Entry was very magnifi- 
cent, fuitable to the Grandeur of their Mailer^ 
and the Importance of their Bufinefs. When 

ths-ir- 
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their Treaty was finifhed, wherein I did them 
feveral good Offices by the Credit I now had, 
or at leaft appeared to have, at Court, their 
Excellencies, who were privately told how 
much I had been their Friend, made me a 
yifit in Form. They began with many Cotn- 
pHments upon my Valour and Generofity, 
mvited me to that Kingdom in the Emperor 
their Mafter’s Name, and defiied me toffiew 
them I’ome Proofs of my prodigious Strength, 
of which they had heard fo many Wonders j 
wherein I readily obliged them, but fliall 
not trouble the Reader with the Particu- 
lars. 

When I had for feme Time entertained 
their Excellencies to their infinite Satisfa6tion 
and Surprize, I deiired they would do me the” 
Honour to prefent my moft humble Refpe£ls 
to the Emperor their Matter, the Renown of* 
whofe Virtues had fo juftly filled the whole 
World with Admiration, and whofe Royal 
Perfon I refolved to attend, before I returned 
to my own Country : Accordingly, the next 
Time I had the Honour to fee our Empe- 
ror, I defired his general Licence to wait on 
the Blejufcudlan Monarch, which he was 
pleafed to grant me, as I could plainly per- 
ceive, in a very cold Manner } but could 
not gnefs the Reafon, till I had a Whifper- 
from a certain Perfon, that rUmnap and Bol- 
gclafti had reprefented my Intercourfe with 

G * thofe 
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thofe Amhafladors as a Mark of DifaffeiSHon, 
from which I am lure my Heart was wholly 
free. And this. was the firll Time I began to 
conceive fome imperfe6l Idea of Courts and 
Minilters, 

It is to be obferved, that thefe Ambafla- _ 
, dors fpoke to me by an Interpreter, the Lan- 
guages of both Empires difl'ering as m’udi from 
each other, as any two in Ettrope^ and each • 
Nation priding itfelf upon the Antiquity, 
Beauty, and Energy of their own Tongues, 
with an avowed Contempt for that of their 
Neiglibour 5 yet our Emperor, handing upon 
the Advantage he had got by the Seifure of 
their Fleet, obliged them to deliver their Cre-' 
dcntials, and make their Speech in the Ltlltpu^ 
Uan Tongue. And it muft be confelTed, that 
from the great Intercourfe of Trade and Com- 
merce between both Realms, from the conti- 
nual Reception of Exiles, which is mutual a- 
monr them, and Irora the Cuftom in each 
Empire to lend their young Nobility and rich- 
er Gentry to the otlier, in orderto poliHithcm- 
felves by feeing the World, and underftand- 
ing Men and Manners ; there are few Per- 
fons of Diltindion, or Merchants, or Seamen, 
who dwell in the maritime Parts, but what 
can hold Converl'ation in both Tongues ; as 
I found fome Weeks after, when I went to 
pay my Refpefls to the Emperor of Flejufcuy 
vvhich, in the inidli of great Mlsforumes 

through 
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through the Malice of ray Enemies, proved 
a very happy Adventure to ra'c, as I ftiall re- 
late in its proper Place. 

The Reader may remeraber, that, when I 
figned thofe Articles upon which I recovered 
my Liberty, there were fome which I'difliked 
tipon Account of their being too fervile ; nei- 
ther could any Thing, but an exti erae Necef- 
fity, have forced me to fubmit. But, being 
now a Nardac of the higheft Rank in that 
Empire, fuch Offices were looked upon as be- 
low my Dignity, and the Emperor (to do him 
Juftice) never once mentioned them to me. 
However, it was not long beibre I had an Op- 
portunity of doing his Majefty, at leaft, as I 
then thought, a molt fignal Service. I was a- 
larmed at Midnight with the Cries of many 
hundred People at my Door by which being 
fuddenly awaked, Lwas in fome Kind of 
Terror. I heard the Word Burglum repeated 
inceflandy ; .Several of the Emperor’s Court, 
making their Way through the Croud, in- 
treated me to come immediately to the Palace, 
where her Imperial Majefty’s Apai'tment vvas 
on Fire, by the Carelefne/s of a Maid of Hon- 
our, who fell afleep while fli» was reading a 
Romance. I got up in an Inftant ; and Orders 
being given to clear the Way before me, and 
it being likewife a Moon-fhine Night, I made 
a ffiift to get to the Palace, without Tram- 
pling on any of the People. I found they had 
G X already 
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already applied Ladders to the Walls of the ' 
Apartment, and Were well provided witli 
Buckets, but tlie Water was at feme Diftance. 
Thefe Buckets were about the Size of a large 
Thimble, and the poor People fupplied me 
vsrith them as faft as they could j but the Flame 
was lb violent, that they did little Good. I 
might eafily have ftifled it with my Coat, 
which I unfortunately left behind me for 
Hafte, and came away only in my Leathern 
Jerkin. The Cafe feemed wholly defperate 
and deplorable, and this magnificent Palace 
would have infallibly been burnt down to the 
Ground, if, by a Prefence of Mind, unufual 
to me, I had not fuddenly thought of an Ex- 
]>edient. I had the Evening before drank 
plentifully of a moft delicious Wine called 
Glimigrim, (the Blefufctulia7js call \tFlunee,hut 
ours is efteemed the better Sort) which is very, 
diiuretic. By the luckieft Chance in the World, 

I had not difeharged myfelf of any Part of it. 
The Heat I had contrailed by coming very 
near the Flames, and by my labouring to* 
quench them, made the Wine begin to ope- 
rate by Urine j which I voided in fuch a 
Quantity, and applied fo well to the proper' 
Places, that in three Minutes the Fire was 
wholly extinguldied, and the reft of that noble 
Pile, which had coft fo many Ages in ereft- 
ing, prefciTed' from Deftruftion. 
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It was now Day-light, and I returned to 
my Houfe, without waiting to congratulate 
with the Emperor j becaufe, although I had 
done a very eminent Piece of Seivice, yet I 
could not tell how his Majefty might rcfeht 
the Manner, by which I had performed it : 
For, by the fundamental Laws of the Realm, 
it is Capital in any Perfon, of what Quality 
foever, to make Water within the Precin^s of 
the P^ace. But I was a little comforted, by a 
Meflhge from his Majefty, that he would give 
Orders to the Grand Jufticiaiy for palling my 
Paidon in Fpim j which, however, I could 
not obtain. And I was privately alTured, that 
the Emprefs, conceiving the greateft Abhor- 
rence of what I had done, removed to the 
moft diftant Side of the Court, firmly reiblved 
that thofe Buildings ftiould never be repaired 
for her Ule j and, in the Prefence of her chief 
Confidents, cpuM forbear VOwing Rc*^ 
venge. 
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CHAP. VI. 

• « 

OJ' the Inhabitants of' Lillipiit ; their Learn^ 
ingf LannSf and Cujioms ; the Manner of 
. educating their Children. The Author s 
Way of Li<ving in that Country. His Fin- 
dication of a great Lady. 

• ... 

A LTHOUGHI intend to leave the De- 
Icription of this Empire to a particular 
Treatife, yet, in tlie mean Time, I am 
content to gratify the curious Reader with 
fome general Ideas. As the common Size of 
the Natives is fomewhat under fix Inches high, 
fo there is an exaft Proportion in all other 
Animals, as well as Plants and Trees : Fof* 
Iiiftance, the talleft Horfes and Oxen are 
tween four and five Inches in Height, the Sheep 
an Inch and half, more or lefs ; their Geef'e 
about the Bignefs of a Sparrow, and fo the 
feveral Gradations downwjii ds, till you come . j 
to the fmalleft, which, to my Sight, were al- | 
inoft. invifible } but Nature hath adapted the 
Eyes of the Lilliputians to all Obje6ls proper 
for their View ; They fee with great Exaft- 
nefs, but at no great Diftance. And, to flievr 
the Sharpnefs of their Sight towards Objefts 

that 
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that are near, I have been much pleafed with 
obferving a Cook pulling a Lark,' whiA was 
not fo large as a common Fly ; and a young 
Girl thi’eading an invifible ^Needle with invi- 
fible SiHc.- Their talleft Trees are about feven 
Feet high ; I mean fome of thofe in the great 
Royal Park, the Tops whereof I could but 
juft reach with #ny Fift clinched. The other 
Vegetables are in the fame Proportion j but 
this I leave to the Reader’s Imagination. 


I (hall fay but little at prefent of their 
Learning, which for many Ages hath flou- 
riftied in all its Branches among them : But 
their Manner of 'Writing is very peculiar, 
being neither from the Left to the Right, like 
the Europeans ; nor from the Right to the Left, 
Hkethe Arabians ; nor from up to down,- like 
the Chinefe ; but allant from one Corner of the 
Paper to the other, like Ladies in England. 


. They bury their Dead with their Heads di- 
reftly downwards, becaufe they hold an Opi- 
nion, that in eleven thoufand Moons they are 
all to rife again, in which Period the Earth 
(which they conceive to be flat) will turn up- 
frde down, and by this Means they lhall, at 
their Refurreftion, be found ready ftanding on 
their Feet, The Learned among them confefs 
the Ablur^ty of this Doftrine, but the Prac- 
tice ftill in Compliance to the Vnl- . 


gar, 
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There are feme Law^and Cuiloms in thi« 
Empire very peculiar ; and, if they were not' 
fo direftly contrary to thofe of my own dear • 
Countiy, I ftiould be tempted to fay a little in 
their Juftification. It is only to bewilhed, they 
were as well executed. ThefirftI (hall men- 
tion, relates to Informers. All Crimes againft 
the State are punilhed here with the utmoft 
Severity ; but, if the Pei'lbn accufed maketh 
his Innocence plainly to appear upon his Tri-r 
al, the Accufer is immediately put to an igno- 
minious Death ; and, out of his Goods or 
Lands, the innocent Perlbn is quadmply re» . 
compenfed for,theLofs .of his Time, for the 
Danger he underwent, for the Hardfhip of 
his Imprifonment, and for all the Charges 
he hath been at in making his Defence. Or, 
if that Fund be deficient, it is (largely fupplied 
by the Crown, The Emperor does alfo con- 
fer on him fome public Mark of his Favour, 
and Proclamation is made of his Innocence 
tlirough the whole City. 

They look upon Fraud as a greater Crime 
than Theft, and therefore feldom fail to punifl^ 
it with Death ; for they alledge, that Care and 
Vigilance, with a very common Underftanding,- 
may preferve a Man’s Goods from Thieves,- 
but Honefty has no Fence againft fuperior 
Cunning ; and fince it is neceffary that there 
ihould he a perpetual Ijuercourfe of Buying . 

and 
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and Selling, and Dealing upon Credit, where 
Fraud Is permitted and connived at, or hath 
no Law to punifli it, the honeft Dealer is al- 
ways undone, and the Knave gets the Advan-* 
tage. I remember, when I was once interCed-' 
ing with the King for a Criminal, who had 
wronged his Matter, of a great Sum of Money, 
which he had received by Order, and ran a- 
way with j and happening to tell. his Maje- 
fty, by Way of Extenuation, that it was on- 
ly a Breach of Trutt; the Emperor thought 
it monftrous in me to offer, as a Defence, the 
greatett Aggravation of the Crime : And 
truly, I had little to fey in Return, farther 
than the common Anfwer, that different Na- 
tions had different Cuftoins j for, I confefs, 
I was heartily afhamed. 

Although we ufually call Reward and 
Punifhment the two Hinges, ^ upon which all 
Government turns, yet* I could never obferve 
this Maxim to be put in Pra61ice by any Na- 
tion, except that of Lilliput. Whoever can 
there bring fufflcient Proof, that he hath ttridl- 
ly obferved the Laws of hfs Country for fe- 
venty-three Moons, hath a Claim to certain 
Privileges, according to his Quality and Con- 
dition of Life, with a proportionable Sum of 
Money out of a Fund appropriated for that 
Ufe ; He likewife acquires the Title of Snil- 
fally or Legal, which is added to his Name, 
but does not defeend to Potter ity. And thefe 
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People thought it a prodigious DefeA of Po- 
licy among ;us, when I told them, that our 
Laws were enforced only by Penalties, with- 
out any Mention of Reward. It is upon this ” 
Account that the Image of Juftice, in their 
Courts of Judicature, is formed with fix Eyes, 
two before, as many behind, and on each 
/ Side one, to fignify CircumfpefUon j with a 
Bag of Gold open in her Right-hand, and a 
Sword (heathed'in her Left, to Ihew the is • 
more difpofed to reward than to punilh. 

Jn chufing Pcrfons for ail Employments, 
they have more Regard to good Morals than 
to great Abilities j for, fince Government is 
neceffary to Mankind, they believe, that the 
common Size of human Underftandings is fit- 
ted to fome Station or other, and that Provi- 
dence never intended to make the Manage- 
ment of public AfFaii*s a Myftery, to be com- 
prehended only by a few Perfons of fublime 
Genius, of which tliere feldora are three born 
in an Age : But they fuppofe Truth, Juftice, 
Temperance, and the like, to be in every 
Man’s Power, the Praftice of which Virtues, 
afiifted by Experience, and a good Intention, 
would qualify any Man for the Service of his 
Country $ except where a Courfe of Study is 
required- *But they thought the Want of mo- 
ral Virtues was fo far from being fupplied by 
fuperior Endowments of the Mind, that Em- 
ployments could wver be put into fuch danger- 
ous 
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©us Hands, as thofe of Perfons fo qualified j 
and at leaft, tlia't the Miftakes, committed by 
Ignorance in a virtuous Dilpofition, would ne- 
ver be of fuch fatal Confequence to the pub- 
lic Weal, as, the Praftices of a Man, whofe 
Inclinations led him to be corrupt, and had 
great Abilities to manage, to multiply, and 
defend his Corruptions. 

In like Manner, the Dilbelief of a Divine 
Providence renders a Man uncapable of hold-* , 
ing any public Station ; for, fince Kings a- 
vow themfelves to be the Deputies of Provi- 
dence, the Lilliputians diink nothing catK^e 
more abfurd, than for a Prince to employ fuch 
Men, as difown the Authority under which 
they aft. 

In relating thefe and the following Laws, I 
■would only be underttood to mean the origi- 
nal Inftitutions, and not the moft fcandalous 
Corruptions, into which thefe People are fall- 
en by the degenerate Nature of Man. For as 
to that infamous Praftice of acquiring greht 
Employments by dancing on the Ropes, or 
Badges of Favour and Diftinftion, by leap- 
ing over Sticks, and creeping under them, the 
Readei* is to obferve, that they were firft in- 
■troduced by the Grandfather of the Emperor 
now reigning, and grew to the prefent Height, 
by the gradual Increafe of Party and Fac- 
tion, 

Ingratitude 
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Ingratitude is among them a capital Crime, 
as we read it to have been in fome other 
Countries j for they reafon thus, tliat who- 
ever makes ill Returns to his Benela6lor, 
muft needs be a common Enemy to the rell 
of Mankind, from whom he hath received no 
Obligation j and tlier’efore fuch a Man is not 
fit to live,. 

Their Notions relating to the Duties of Pa- 
rents and Children -differ extiemely from ours. 
For^ fmce the Conjunction of Male and Fe- 
male is founded upon the great Law of Na- 
ture, in order to propagate and continue the 
ISpecies, the LiUiputpans will needs have it, 
tliat Men and Women are joined together 
like otlier Animals, by the Motives of Con- 
cupifcence } and that their Tendernefs towards 
their Young proceeds from the like natural 
Principle ; For which Realbn they will never' 
allow, that a Child is under any Obligation 
to his Father for begetting him, or to his Mo- 
ther for bringing him into the World, which, 
confitiering the Miferies of human Life, was 
neither a Benefit in itfelf, or intended lb by 
his Parents, whole Thoughts in their Love- 
Encounters were otherwile employed.. Upon 
tliefe, and the like Reafonings, their Opinion 
is, that Parents are the laft of all others to be 
trufted with the Education of their own Chil- 
^cn ; And therefore they have in every 
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Town public Nurferies, where all Parents, ex- 
cept Cottagers and Labourers, are obliged to 
iend their Infants of both Sexes to be reared 
and educated, when they come to the Age of 
twenty Moons, at which Time they are fup- 
pofed to have feme Rudiments of Docility* 
Thefe Schools are of feveral Kinds, fuited to 
different Qualities, and to both Sexes. They 
have certain Profeffors, well fkilled in prepar- 
ing Children for fuch a Condition of Life, as 
befits the Rank of their Parents, and their 
own Capacities as well as Inclinations. I fhalt 
firft fay fomething of the Male Nurferies, and 
tiien of the Female. 

. The Nurferies for Males of noble or emi- 
nent Birth, are provided with grave and learn- 
ed Profeflbrs, and their feveral Deputies. The 
Cloaths and Food of the Children are plain 
and fimple. They are bred up in the Prin- 
ciples of Honour, Juftice, Courage, Modefty, 
Clemency, Religion, and Love of their Coun- 
try 5 they are always employed in foine Bu- 
£ne&, except in the Times of eating and 
fleeping, which are very (hort, and two Hours 
for Diverfions, confiftingof bodily Exercifes. 
They are dreffed by Men till four Years of 
Age, and then are obliged to drefs themfelves, 
although their Quality be ever fo great ; and 
the Women Attendants, who are aged pro- 
portionably to ours at fifty, perform only the 
inoft menial Offices. They are never iuft'ered 
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to convcrfe with Servants, b\it go together in * 
fmaller and greater Numbers to take their 
Diverfions, and always in tlie Prefence of a 
Profeflbr, or one of his Deputies j whereby 
they avoid thofe early bad Impreflions of Fol- - 
ly and Vice, to which our Cnildren are fub- 
jeft. Their Parents are fuffered to fee them 
only twice a Year j the Vifit is to laft but an 
Hour. They are allowed to kifs the ChiM at 
' Meeting and Parting ; but a Profeflbr, who 
always ftands by on thofe Occafions, will not 
fuffer them to whifper, or ufe any fondling 
' Expreflions, or bring any Prefents of Toys, 
Sweet- meats, and the like. ' 

\ 

’ The Penfion from each Family for theEdu • 
cation and Entertainment of a Child, uppii 
Failure of due Payment, is levied by the Em- 
peror’s Officers. 

The Nurferies for Children of ordinary 
Gentlemen, Merchants, Traders, and Han- 
dicrafts, are managed proportionably after 
the fame Manner j only thofe, defigned for 
Trades, are put out Apprentices at eleven 
Years old, whereas thofe of Perfons of Quali- 
fy continue in their Exercifes till fifteen, wich 
anfwet s to twenty-one with us : But the Con- 
finement is gradually leficned for the laft three 
Years. ' 
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In the female Nurfeiies, the young Girls 
^ Quality are educated much lilce the Males, 
onl^ they are drefled by orderly Servants of 
their own Sex j but always in the Prefence of 
a ProfejfTor or Deputy, till they come to drefs 
themfelves, which is at five Years old. And if 
it be found, that thefe Nurfes ever prefume to 
entertain the Girls witli frightful or foolifli 
Stories, or the common Follies pra6Hfed by 
Chamber-maids among us, they are publick- 
ly whipped thrice about the City, imprilbned 
for a Year, and baniflied for Life to the moft 
defolate Part of the Country. Thus the young 
Ladies there are as much afliamed of being 
Cowards and Fools, as the Men, and deipife 
all perfonal Ornaments beyond Decency and 
Cleanlinefs : Neither did I perceive any Dif- 
ference in tlieir Education, made by their Dif- 
ference of Sex, only that the Exercifes of the 
Females were not altogether fo robuft ; and 
that fome Rules were given them relating to 
domeftick Life, and a fmallcr Compals of 
Learning was enjoined them . For their Max- 
im is, that, among People of Qu^ality, a Wife 
fhould be always a reafonable and agreeable 
Companion, becaufe Ihe cannot always be 
young. When the Girls are twelve Years 
old, which among them is the maniageable 
Age, their Parents or Guardians take them 
Home, with great Expreffions of Gratitude to 
the Profeffors, and feldom without Tears of 
ihe young Lady and her Companions. 
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In thcNurferies of Females of the meaner 
Son, the Children are inftruftedin all Kinds 
of Works proper for their Sex, and their fc- 
veraKDcgrees : Thofe, intended for Appren-’ 
tices, are difiniffedat feven Years old, the reft 
are kept to eleven. 

The meaner Families, who have Children 
at thelc Nurii^^ies, are obliged, befides their 
annual Penfion-, which is as low as pofIible> 
to return to the Steward of the Nurfery a 
fmail monthly Share of their Gettings, to be 
a Portion for the Child ; and therefore all 
Parents are limited in their Expences by the 
Layv. For the Liliiputiaus think nothing can 
be more unjuft, than for People, in Subfer- 
vlence to their own Appetites, to bring Chil-r 
dren into the World, and leave the Burthen 
of Supporting them on the Publick. As to Per»- 
Ions of Quality, they give Security to appror 
priate a certain Sum tor each Child, fmtable 
to their Condition j and thefe Funds are al- 
ways managed with good Hutbandiy, and tbt 
moftexa61: Juftlce. 

The Cottagers and Labourers keep theif 
Children at Home, their Bufinefs being only 
to till and cultivate the Earth, and therefore 
their Education is of little Confequence to the 
FubUck : But the Old and Diieafed arnemg 
. , . V tjie« 
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them are fupported by Hofpitals : For, Beg- 
ging is a Trade unknown m this Empire. 

* 

And here it may, perhaps, divert the cu- 
rious Reader, to give fome Account of my 
Doraeftick, and my Manner of Living in this 
Country, during a Refidence of nine Months 
and thirteen D^ys. Having a Head mecha- 
'hically turned, and being iikewife forced by 
Necellity, I had made for myfelf a Table and 
‘Chair, convenient enough, out of the largeft 
■Trees in the Royal Park. Two hundred 
;Sempftrefles were employed to make me Shirts, 

'and Linnen for Bed and Table, all of the * 
ibrongeft and coarfeft Kind they could get ; 
which, however, they were forced to quilt to- 
gether in feveral Folds, for the thickeft was 
fome Degrees finer than Lawn. Their Lin- 
nen is ufiially three Inches wide, and three ~ 
Feet make a Piece. • The Sempftrefies took 
my -Meafure, as I lay on the Ground, one 
Handing at my Neck, and another at my Mid- 
leg, with a ftrong Cord extended, that each 
held by the End, while the third meafured the 
Length of the Cord with a Rule of an Inch 
long. Then they meafured my right Thumb, 
and delired no more j lor, by a mathematical 
Computation, that twice round the Thumb is 
once round the Wrift, and lb on to the Neck 
and the Waift ;• and by the Help of my old 
Shirt, which I difplayed on the Ground before 
them for a Pattern, they fitted me exa6Uy. 

H 3 Threes . 
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'I hi'ce-hundl-ed Taylors were employed ‘ift 
the fame Manner to make me Clothes ; but 
they had another Contrivance for' taking ray 
Meafure. I kneeled down, and they*raifed % 
Ladder from the Ground to my Neck'; upon,, 
this Ladder one of them mounted,’ anddetfall 
a Plum- Line from my Collar to tlte Floor,^ 
which juft anfwered the Lengtl^.-of my Coat 5 ’ 
but my Waift and Arms 1 meafured rnyfetf.- 
When my Clothes were ftnifhed, which was 
done in my Houi'e (for the largeft of theirs 
would not have been able to hold them) they 
looked like the Patch-work made by the La* 
dies in England, only that mine were all of a 
Colour. '' ■ ' ■ • 

I had three-hundred Cooks to drefs my 
Vi 6 luals, in little convenient Huts built about 
my Houle, where they and their Families 
ved, and prepared me two Dilhes a-piece. I 
took up twenty Waiters in my Hand, and 
placed them on the Table ; an hundred more 
attended below on the Ground, Ibme with 
Difties of Meat, and Ibme with BaiTels of 
Wine, and other Liquors, ftung on their 
Shoulders j all which the Waiters sd)ove drew 
up as I wanted, in a very ingenious Manner, 
by certain Cords, as we draw the Bucket up 
a Well in Europe* A Difti of their Meat was 
a good Mouthful, and a Barrel of their Li- 
quor a realbnable Draught. ‘ Their Mntlon 
yields to ours, but their Beef is excellent. I 
' have. 
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have had a Surloin fo large, that I have beenr 
forced to make three Bits of it ; but this is 
rare. My Servants were aftoniflied to fee me 
eat it. Bones and all, as in our Country we 
do the Leg of a Lark. Their Geefe and Tur- 
kies I nfually eat at a Mouthful j and, I muft 
donfefs, they far exceed ours. Of their,fmal- 
ler Fowl, I could take up twenty or thirty at 
the End of my Knife. 


One Day his Imperial Majefty, being In- 
formed of my Way of Living, defired that 
himfelf and his Royal Confort, with the young 
Princes of the Blood of both Sexes, might 
have tlie Happinefs (as he was pleafed to cal^ 
it) of dining with me. They came accord-, 
ingly, and I placed them upon Chairs of State 
on my Table, juft over-againft me, with their 
Guards about them. Flimnap, the Lord High- 
Treafurer, attended there likewife, with his 
white Staff 5 and I obferved he often lookedi 
on me with a four Countenance, which i 
would not feem to regard, but eat more than, 
ufual, in Honour to my dear Country, as well 
as to fill the Court with Admiration. I have, 
fome private Reafons to believe, that this Vifit- 
from his Majefty gave Flimnap an Opportu- 
nity of doing me ill Offices to his Mafter. 
That Minifter had always been my fecret Et. 
nemy, though he outwardly careffed me more- 
than was ulual to the Morofenefs of his Na- 
lure. He reprefented to the Emperor the low 
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Condition of his Treafury that he was for- 
ced to take up Money at great Difcount ; that 
Exchequer Bills would not circulate under 
vivcit fer Cent, below Parj that, in ihojrt, I 
had coft his Majefty above a Million "and.:a 
Half of Sprugs (their greateft Gk>ld Coin, a-r 
bout the Bignefs of a Spangle) and, upon the 
Whole, that it would be advifeable in the 
Emperor to take the firft fair Occaiion of dif> 
miilmg me. 

I am here obliged to vindicate the Reputa- 
tion of an excellent Lady, who was an inno- 
cent Sufferer upon my Account. The Trea- 
furer took a Fancy to be jealous of his Wife, 
from the Malice of fome evil Tongues, who 
^ informed him, that her Grace had t^en a 
violent Affection for my Perfon j and the 
Court -fcandal ran for fome Time, that Ihe 
once came privately to my Lodging. This I 
Iblemnly declare to be a moft infamous Falfe- 
hood, without any Grounds, faither than that 
her Grace was pleafed to treat me with all in- 
nocent Marks of Freedom and Friendfhip. I . 
own, fhe came often to my Houfe, but always 
publickly, nor ever without thiee more in the 
Coach, who were ufually her Sifter and young 
Daughter, and fome paiticular Acquaintance } 
but this was common to many other Ladies 
of the Court. And I ftill appeal to ray Ser- 
vants round, whether they at any Time faw a 
Coach at my. Door, without knowing what 
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Perfons were in it. On thofe Occaiions, whea 
a Sei*vant had given me Notice, ray Cuftora 
was to go immediately to the Door j and, af- 
ter paying my Refpeas, to take up the Coach 
and two Horfes vei*y carefully in my Hands 
(for, if thefe w'ero lix: Hoifes, the Poftillion 
always unharaeffed fo»ir) and place them on a 
Table, where I had fixed a moveable Rim 
quite round, of five Inches high, to prevent 
Accidents. And I have often had four Coach- 
es and Horfes at once on my Table, full of 
Company, w'hile I fat in my Chair, leaning 
my Face towards them ; and, when I was 
engaged with one Set, the Coachjnen would 
gently drive the others round my Table. I 
have j^affed many an Afternoon very agree- 
ably in thefe Converfations. But I defy thd 
Treafurer, or his two Informers (I will name 
them, and let them make their beft of it) C/«- 
firil and Drunlo, to prove that any Perfon e- 
ver came to me incognito, except the Secre- 
tary Reldrefal, who was fent by exprefs Com- 
mand of his Impeiial Majefty, as I have be- 
fore related. I (hould not have dwelt fo long 
upon this Particular, if it had not been a Point, 
wherein the Reputation of a great Lady is fo 
nearly concenied, to. fay nothing of my own \ 
though I then had the Honour to be a Nar^ 
doc, which theTreafurer himfelf is not } for 
all the World knows, that he is only a Glum- 
lum, a Title inferior by one Degree, as that 
of a Mar(^uels is tp a Duke in England, al- 
though 
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though I allow he preceded me in Right of 
his Poft. Thefe falfe Informations, which I 
afterwards came to the Knowledge of, by an 
Accident not proper to mention, made Flim-- 
napy the Trealurer, (hew his Lady for fbme 
Time an ill Countenance, and me a worfe j 
and although he were at laft undeceived and 
reconciled to her, yet I loft all Credit with 
him, and found my Intereft decline very faft 
with the Emperor himfelf, who was, indeed, 
too much governed by that Favourite,

B e F O R E I proceed to give an Account 
of my leaving this Kingdom, it may be 
proper to inform the Reader of a private 
Intrigue, which had been for two Month* 
forming againft me. 

I h^^d been hitherto all my Life a Stranger 
to Courts, for which ! was unqualified by the 
Meannefs of my Condition. I had, indeed, 
heard and read enough of the Difpofitions of 
great Princes and Minifters ; but never ex'- 
pefted to have found fiich terrible Effefts of 
them in fo remote a Country, governed, as I 
thought, by very different Maxims from thofe 
. in Europe. 

When I was juft preparing to pay my At- 
tendance on the Emperor of Bl^ufcUy a con-

giving Orders to alnifty Servant to (ay I waj 
indifpofed, and gone to Sleep, I fattened the 
Door of my Houfe, placed the Chair 'on the 
Table, according to my ufual Cuttom, and 
fat down by it. After the common Saluta- 
tions were over, obferving his Lordfhip’s 
Countenance full of Concern, and enquiring 
into the Reafon, he defired I would hear him 
with Patience in a Matter, that highly con- 
cerned my Honour and my Life. His Speech 
was to the following Effeft, for I took Note* 
of it, as foon as he left me. 


You are to kno^, fa[id he, that feveral 
Committees of Council have been lately call- 
ed in the moft private Manner on your Ac* 
count \ and it is but two Days^ fince his Ma- 
jefty came to a full Refolution. 

You are very (enfible, that Skyre/b Balgolif/n 
fGalbet, or High- Admiral) hath been your 
mortal Enemy almoft ever fince your Arri- 
vaf ; His original Reafons I know not } but 
his Hatred is encreafed, fince your great Suc- 
cefs againft Blrfufcu, by which his Glory, aa 
Admiral, is much obfcured. This Lord, in 
Conjunftipn with Flininap the High-Trea- 
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fcrer, v/hofe Enmity againft you is notorious 
on Account of his Lady, Limtoc the Gene- 
ral, Lalcon the Chamberlain, and Balniuff the 
grand Jufticiary, have prepared Articles of 
Impeachment againft you, for Treafon, and 
other capital Crimes. 

,^This Preface made me fo impatient, being 
eonfciouft of my own Merits and Innocence, 
that I was going to interrupt : When he en- 
treated me to be lilent, and thus proceeded ; 

, Out of Gratitude for the Favours you have 
done me, I procured Information of the 
whole Proceedings, and a Copy of the Arti- 
cles, wherein I venture my Head for your Ser- 
vice.

W HEREAS, by a Statute made in the 
Reign of his Imperial Majcfty Calin

ARTICLE II.. 

That the faid ^umlms Flcjlrin having 
brought the Imperial Fleet of BUyhjcn inta 
the Royal Port, and being afterwards com- 
manded by his Imperial Majefty to ieize ail 
the other Ships of the laid Empire of Blefufcu^ 
and reduce that Empire to a Province, to be 
governed by a Vice -Roy from hence, and to 
' d^ftroy and put to Death not only all the Big-- 
Indicn Exiles, but likewife all the People of’

Ted only verbal Licence from his Imperial 
Majefty 5 and under Colour of the faid Li- 
cence, doth faifly and traiteroufly intend to 
take the faid Voyage, and thereby to aid, 
comfort, and abet the Emperor of 
Jf) late an Enemy, and in open War with his 
Imperial Majeity aforefaid. 

There are fome other Articles, hut thelb 
are the mod important, of which I have read 
you an Abllraci. 

In the fcvenil Debates upon this- Impeach- 
ment, it muft he confeffed that liis Majerty 
|T 3 ve many Marks of his great Lenity, often 
^•ging the Services you had done him, and 
endeavouring to extenuate your Crimes. The 
Treafurer and Admiral infifted, that you 
fiwuld be put to the moil painful and igno- 
minious Death, by fetting Fii e on your Houle 
at Night j and the General was to attend 
iwith twenty thouiand Men armed with poi- 
•• 1% foned 
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foned Aitowsj to flioot you’on the Face an<l 
Hands. Some of your Ser\ants V/ere loha\'€ 
private Orders to ftrew a poifonous Juice on 
your Shirts and Sheets, which would loon 
make you tear your own Flefli, and die in 
the utmoft Toiture. The General came into 
the fame Opinion ; fo that for a long Time 
there was a Majority againft you : But hU 
Majefty relblving, if poflible, to ipare your 
JLifa, at laft brought off the Chamberlain. 

Upon this Incident, Reldrefal, Prlnc^al 
Secretary for private Affairs^ who always ap- 
proved himfelf your true Friend, was com- 
manded by the Emperor to deliver his Opi- 
nion, which he accordingly did : And there- 
in jullify’d the good Thoughts you have of 
him. He allowed your Crimes to be great, 
but that ftill there was Room for Mercy, the 
moft commendable Virtue in a Prince, and 
for which his Majefty was fo juftly celebra- 
ted. He faid, the Friendftiip between yoa 
and him was fo well known to the World, 
that perhaps the moft honourable Board might 
think him partial : However, in Obedience to 
the Command he had received, he would free- 
ly offer his Sentiments. That if his Majefty^^ 
in Confideration of your Services, and pur- 
fuant to his own merciful Difpofition, would 
plcafe to fpare your Life, and only give Order 
to put out both your Eyes, he humbly concei* 
Ted, that, by this Expedient, Jiiftice might in

M^idure be fatfsHed, and all the World 
yrould r^plaud the Lenity of the Emperor^ a 0 
well as the fair and generous Proceedings of 
thofe, who have the Honour to be his Couni- 
(ellors. That the Lofs of your Eyes would be 
BO Impediment to your bodily Strength, by 
which you might ftill be ufeful to his Majefty, 
That olindtiefs is an Addition to Courage, 
by 'c<Micealing Dangers: from us ; that the Fear* 
you bad for your Eyes, was the greateft Dif- 
Iknihy in’ bringing over the Enemy’s Fleet ; 
ar^it would be fuflicient for you to fee ^ the 1 
Eyes of the Miniders^ fince the greateft / x- 
ces do no more. V ; - ‘ 

This Propofar-^^' received with the utmoft 
Difapprobation by the whole Board. Bolj^o- 
ianiy the Admiral, could notpreferve hisTem- 
p;r ; but, rifing up in a Fury, faid, he won- 
dered how the Secretary durft prefume to gi\*c 
his Opinion for prelerving the Life of a Trai- 
tor : That the Services you had performed 
v'ere, bv all true Reafons of State, the great 
Aggravation of your Crimes ; that voii, who 
Were able' to extin gnifh the Fire, by Dilcharge 
of Urine in lier Maiefty’s Apartment (which 
he mentioned with Horror) might, at another 
Time, rail'ean Inundation by the lame Means 
to drown the whole 'Palace j and the fame 
Strength, which enabled you to bring over the 
Fnemv's Fleet, might ferve, upon the firft 
piicontent, to carry it back ; That he had 
. - 13 good 
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■ pood ReafcJns to think you were a Big-JnduM 
in your Heart ; and as Treafon begins in the 
‘Heart, before it appears in Overt-afts, fo he ^ 
acciifed you as a 1 raitor on that Account, 
and therefore infifted you fhould be put. to 
Death. 

The Treafurer was of the fame Opinion ; 
he (hewed to what Streights his Majelty’s 
Revenue was reduced by the Charge of main- 
taining you, which would (bon grow inlup- 
portable ; That the Secretary’s Expedient, of 
putting out your Eyes, was fo far from being 
a Remedy againft’this Evil, it would proba- 
bly increafe it, as it is manifeft from the blind- 
ing feme -Kind of Fowl, after which, they 
fed the fafter, and grew (bonpr f at : That his 
facred Majefty, and the Council, who are 
your Judges, were in their own Confciences 
fully convinced of your Guilt, which was a 
fufficient Argument to condemn you to Death, 
without the formal Proofs required by the 
ft rift Letter of the Law. 

But his Imperial Majefty, fully determined 
againft capital Punifhment, was gracioufly 
plcafed to lay, That, fince the Council thought 
the Lofs of your Eyes fco eafy a Cenfure, Ibme 
other may be infiifted hereafter. And your 
' Friend, the Secretai*y, humbly defiring to be 
heard again, in Anlwer to what the Treafti- 
Ver had objefted concerning the great Charge 

hU 
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bis Majefty was at in maintaining you, faid, 
that his Excellency, who had the foie Dilpofal 
of the Emperor’s Revenue, might eafily pro- 
vide againft that Evil, by gradkially leflening 
your Eft ablifhment j by which, for Want of 
fufficient Food, you would grow weak and 
faint, and lofe your Appetite, and confumc 
in a few Months ; neither would the Stench 
of your Carcafs be then lb dangerous, when 
it Ihould become more than half diminished j 
and immediately, upon your Death, five or 
fix thoufand of his Majetty’s Subje6ls might, 
in two or three Days, cut your Flelh from 
your Bones, take it away by Cart-Loads, and 
bury it in diftant Parts to prevent Infeftion, 
leaving the Skeleton as a Monument of Ad- 
miration to Pofterity. 

Thus, by the great Frlendftnp of the Se- 
cretary, the whole Affair was compromised. 
.It was ftii6lly enjoined, that the rrojefl of 
ftarving you, by Degrees, fhould be kept a 
Secret, but the Sentence of putting out your 
Eyes was entered on the Books j none diflent- 
ing except Bolgolar/j, the Admiral, who, be- 
ing a Creature of the Eraprefs, was perpetu- 
ally inftigated by her Majefty to infill upon 
your Peath, ftie having borne pei-petual Ma- 
lice againft you, on Account of that infamous 
and illegal Method you took to extinguilli 
Ae Fire in her Apartment. 


In three Days, yovir Friend, the Secretaiy, 
will be direfted to come to your Houfe, and 
read before \x>u the Articles of Impeachment j 
and then to fignify the gieat Lenity and F a- 
vour of his Majefty and Council, whereby 
you are only condemned to the Lofs of your 
Eyes, which his Majefty doth not queftion 
you will gratefully and humbly fubmit to i 
and twenty of his Majefty’s Surgeons will at- 
tend, in order to fee the Operation well per*- 
formed by difcharging very fliarp-pointed Ar- 
rows into the Balls of your Eyes, as you lie 
on the Ground, 

I leave to your Prudence, what Meafures 
you will take j and, to avoid Sufpicion, I 
muft immediately return in as private Man- 
ner as I came. 

His Lordftiip did fo, and I remained alone, 
under many Doubts and Perplexities of Mind. 

« 

It was a Cuftom introduced by this Prince 
and his Miniftry, (very different, as I have 
been affured, frpm the Pra6Uces of former 
Times) that after the Court had decreed any 
cniel Execution, either to gratify the Mo- 
narch's Refentment, or the Malice of a Fa- 
vourite, the Emperor always made a Speech 
to his whole Council, exprefting his great 
Lenity and Tenderne^, as Q^Uties known 
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and conffeffed by all the World. This Speech 
was immediately publifhed through the King- 
dom j nor did any Thing terrify the People 
fo much, as thofe Encomiums on his Majefty’s 
Mercy ; becaufe it was obferved, that, the 
more thefe Praifes were enlarged and infilled 
on, the more inhuman was the Punilhment, 
and the Sufferer more innocent* And as to 
myfelf, I mull confefs> having never been de- 
figned for a Courtier either by my Birth or 
Education^ I was fo ill a Judge of Things, 
that I could not difcover the Lenity and Fa*- 
vour of this Sentence j but conceived it (per-* 
haps erroneoully) rather to be rigorous ^an 
gentle. I fometimes thought of handing my 
Trial j for, although I could not deny the 
Fa£ls ailed ged in the feveral Articles, yet I 
hoped they would admit of fome Extenuation. 
But having in my Life perufed many State* 
T rials, which I ever obferved to terminate as 
the Judges thought fit to direft, I durft not 
rely on fo dangerous a Decifion, in fo critical 
a Juncture, and againfl fuch powerful Ene- 
mies. Once I was fti'ongly bent upon Refi- 
nance ; for, while I had Liberty, the whole 
Strength of that Empire could hardly fubdue 
me, and I might eafily with Stones pelt the 
Metropolis to Pieces j but I foon rejeaed that 
Projeil with Horror, by remembring the Oath 
I had made to the Emperor, the Favours I 
received from him, and the liigh Title of 
Nardac he conferred upon me. Neither had 

I 1« 
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. I fo foon learned the Gratitude of CourtlenIJ 
to perliiade myfelf*, that his Majefty’s prefenf 
Severities acquitted me of ail paft ObligaV 
tions.

At laft I fixed upon a Refolutlon, for which 
jit is probable I may incur fome Ceniure, and 
not unjuftly j for I confefs, I owe the prc» 
ferving mine Eyes, and confequently my Li- 
berty, to my own great Raflinefs, and Want 
of Experience j becaufe, if I had then known' 
the Nature of Princes and Minifters, which I 
have fince obferved in many other Courts, and 
their Methods of treating Criminals lefs ob- 
noxious than myfelf, I Ihould with great A-r 
lacrity and Readinefs have fubmitted to fo eafy 
k Punilhment. But hurry’d on by the Pre- 
cipitancy of Youth, and having lus Imperial 
Majefty's Licence to jpay my Attendance up- 
on the Emperor of Blefufcu, I took this Op- 
portunity, ^fore the tliree Days were elapfed^i 
to fend a Letter to my Friend the Secretary, 
Signifying my Refolution of fetting out that 
Morning for Blrfufcii, purfuant to the Leave 
I had got ; and, without waiting for an Anr 
fwer, I went to that Side of the Ifland where 
our Fleet lay. I feized a large Man of War, 
tied a Cable to the Prow, and, lifting up the 
Anchors, I ftript myfelf, putmy Cloaths (to- 
gether with my Coverlet, which I brought 
under my Arm) into the Veffel, and drawing 
it after nae, between Wading and Swimming, 

• ■ arrived 
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irrived at tlie Royal Port ol BlefufcUy whera 
the People had long expeiled me ; tliey lent 
me two Guides to direct me to the capital 
City, which is of the fame Name. I held them 
in my Hands, till I came witliin two-hundred 
Yards of the Gate, and dehred them to hgni- 
fy my Arrival to one of the Secretaries* and 
let him know, I there waited his Majefty’s 
Command. I had an Anfwer in about an 
Hour, that his Majefty, attended hy the Roy- 
al Family, and great Officers of the Couit, 
was coming out to receive me. I advanced a 
hundred Yards. The Emperor, and hisTrain, 
aligh ted from their Horfes, the Emprefs and 
Ladies from their Coaches, and I did not 
perceive they were in any Fright or Concent 
I lay on the Ground to kifs his Majefty’s and 
the Eraprefs's Rand. I told his Majefty, 
tliat I was come according to my Promife, 
and with the Licence of the Emperor my Ma- 
tter, to have the Honour of feeing fo mighty 
a Monarch, and to offer him any Service in 
my Power, confiftent with my Duty to my 
own Prince ; not mentioning a Word of my 
Difgrace, becaufe I had hitherto no regular 
Information of it, and might fuppofe myfelf 
wholly ignorant of any fuch Defign j neither 
could I reafonably conceive, that the Emperor 
would difeoverthe Secret, while I was out of 
his Power ; wherein, however, it foon ap- 
peared I was deceived.

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. I fliall not trouble the Reader with the par-, 
dollar Account of my Reception at this Coxut^ 
which was fuitable to the Generofity of fo 
^eat a Prince ; nor of the Difficulties I was 
in for want of a Houfe and Bed, being forced 
to lie on the Ground^ wiapt up in my Cover- 
let. 
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CHAP. VIII.

^he Author^ hy a lucky Accident, finds Menns 
to leave Blefufcu ; and, after fame Dif- 
ficulties, returns fafe to his native Cquji* 
try, 

T hree Days after my Arrival, walk- 
ij)g out of Curlofity to the North-Eaft 
Coaft of the Iflana, I obferved, about 
half a League off, in the Sea, fomewhat that 
looked like a Boat overturned. I pulled off 
my Shoes and Stockings, and, wading two 
or three hundred Yards, I found the Obje6t 
to approach nearer by Force of the Tide } and 
then plainly faw it to be a real Boat, which 
I fuppofed might, by fome Tempeft, have 
been driven from a Ship ; Whereupon I re^ 
turned immediately towards the City, and de - 
, fired his Imperial Majefty to lend me twenty ‘ 
of the talleft Veflels he had left after the LoU 
of his Fleet, and three thoufand Seamen, un- 
der the Command of the Vice-Admiral. This 
Fleet failed round, while I went back the 
' . ihorteft Way to the Coaff, where I firft dif- 

coveredthe Boat 3 I found the Tide hacLdri- 
. v?n it ftill nearer. The Seamen were allpro- 
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vlded with Cordage, which I had beforehartdi 
twifted to a fufficient Strength. When the 
Ships came up, I flript myfelt, and waded till 
I came within an hundred Yards of the Boat ; 
after which I was forced to fwim, till I got 
up to it. The Seamen threw me the End of 
Ihe Cord, which I faftened to a Hole in the 
Fore-part of the Boat, and the other End to a 
Man of War : But I found all my Labour to 
little Purpofe 5 for, being out of my Deptli, I 
was not able to Work. In this Necelnty, t 
was forced to fwim behind, and pufti the Boat 
forw'ards, as often as I could, with one of 
my Hands 5 and, the Tide favouring me, I 
advanced fo far, that I could juft hold up ray 
Chin, and feel the Ground. I refted two or 
three Minutes, and then gave tlte Boat another 
Shove 'i and fo on, till tlie Sea was no higher 
than my AiTn-pits ; and now, the moft labo* 
lions Part being over, I took out my other 
Cables, which were flowed in one of the 
Ships, and faftened them firft to the Boat, and 
then to nine of tUeVeflels which attended 
me j the Wind being favourable, tlie Seameit 
towed, and I flioved, till we arrived withiii 
forty Yards of the Shore ; and, waiting till 
tlie Tide was out, I got dry to tlie Boat, and 
by the Afliftance of two thoufand Men, with 
Hopes and Engines, I made afliift to turn it 
. on its Bottom, and found it was but little da*> 
Biaged. 
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I (hall not ti-ouble the Reader with the 
Difficulties I was under, by the Help of cer-. 
tain Paddles, which coft me ten Days making, 
to get my Boat to the Royal Port oi’ Blejufcuy 
where a mighty Concourle of People appeared 
upon ray Arrival, full of Wonder at the Sight 
orfo pr^igious a Veflel. I told the Emperor, 
that my good Fortune had thrown this Boat 
in my Way, to carry me to fome Place, from 
whence I might return into ray native Coun- 
try, and be^ed his Majefty’s Orders for get- 
ting Materials to lit it up, together with his 
Licence to depart j which, after forae kind 
Expoftulations, he was pleafed to grant. 

I did very much wonder in all this TIme,not 
to have heard of any Exprefs relating to me, 
from our Emperor, to the Court of Blefufcu, 
But I was anerwards given privately to un- 
derftand, that his Imperial Majel^, never 
imagining I had the leaft Notice of his De- 
signs, believed I was only gone to Blifufcu in 
Performance of my Promife, according to the 
Licence he had given me, which was well 
known at our Court, and would return in a 
few Days, when the Ceremony was ended. 
But he was at lalt in Pain at ray long Ab- 
fence ; and, after confulting with the Trea- 
furer, and the reft of that Cabal, a Perfon of 
Quality was difoatched with the Copy of the 
Articles againft me. This Envoy had In- 
K a ftruflion# 
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ftruftions to reprefent to the Monarch of 
Blrfufcu tlie great Lenity of liis Mafter, who 
was Content to punifh me no farther, than 
with the Lofs of mine Eyes j that I had fled 
from Juftice j and, if I did not return in two 
Hours, I fliould be deprived of my Title of 
Nardac, and declared a Traitor. The Envoy 
further addeS, that in order to maintain the 
Peace and Amity between both Empires, Iris 
Mafter expefted, that his Brother of Blefufcu 
would give Orders to have me fent back to 
Lilliputf bound Hand and Foot, to be punilhed 

as a Traitor.

The Emperor of BlefufcUy having taken 
tlrree Days to confult, returned an Anfwer, 
confifting of many Civilities and Excufes. He 
faid, that, as for fending me bound, Iris Bro- 
ther knew it was impoflible j that although I 
had deprived him of his Fleet, yet he owed 
great Obligations to me for many good Of- 
fices I had done him in making the Peace. 
That, however both their Majefties v^ould 
foon be made cafy j for I had found a pro- 
digioirs Veflel on the Shore, able to carry me 
on the Sea, which he had given Order to fit 
up with my own Afiiftance and Dire£lion ; 
and he hoped, in a few Weeks, both Empires 
would be freed from fo infupportable an In- 
cumbrance. 

With 

i. 
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'Witfi thi8‘‘Anlwer, the Envoy returned, to 
j' and the Monarch of Blefufcu related 
me all that had paft j offering me at the 
^me Time (but under the ftri^lell Confidence) 
his gracious Protefllon, if I would continue 
in his .Service ; wherein, although I believed 
him iincere^ yet I refolved never more to put 
mny Cbnfidence in Princes of Minillers, where 
I could poflibly avoid it j and, therefore, with 
all due Acknowledgements for his favourable 
Intenddhs^ T hum&y begged to be excufedf 
'I told 'him, ^that fince Fortune, whether good 
or evil'^' had thrown a VelTel in my Way, I 
vras refdlved to venture myfelf in the Ocean, 
rathw than be an Occafion of Difference be- 
tween two fuch mighty Monarchs. Neither 
did I find the Emperor at all difplcafed j amj 
I difeovered, by a certain Accident, that ho 
was very glad of my Refolution, andfi? were 
moil of his Minifters. 

Thefe Confideratlons moved me to hafien 
my Departure fomewhat fooner than I intend- 
ed} to which the Court, impatient to 'have 
me gone, very readily contributed. Five-hun- 
drea Workmen were imployed to make two 
Sails to my Boat, according to my Dire^Uons, 
by quilting thirteen Fold of their ffarongeft 
Linnen together, I was at the Pains of 
Ing Ropes and Cables, by twitting ten, twen- 
or thirty of the thickeft and ttrongeft df 

3 thehov 
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theirs. A great Stone, that I happened td 
find after a long Search by tlie Sea-fhore, ferv- 
ed me for an Anchor. I had the Tallow of 
three-hundred Cows for greafing my Boat, . 
and other Ufes. I was at incredible Pains in 
cutting down fome of the largeft Timber- 
Trees for Oars and Mafts j wherein I wasj 
however, much aflifted by his Majefty’s Ship- 
carpenters, who helped me in fmoothing them, 
after I had done the rough Work. 

• s 

In about a Month, when all was prepared, 

I fent to receive his Majefty's Commands, and 
to take my Leave. The Emperor and Royal 
■ Family came out of the Palace ; I laid down 
on my Face to kifshis Hand, which he very 
gracioufly jgave me 5 fo did the Emprefs, and 
young Princes of the Blood. His Majefty pre- 
fented me with fifty Purfes of two-hunmed 
Sprugs a piece, together with his Pifture at 
full Length, which I put immediately into one 
of ray Gloves, to keep it from being hurt. The 
Ceremonies at my Departure were too many 
to trouble the Reader with at this Time. 

f 

' I ftored the Boat with the Carcafes of an 
hundred Oxen, and three-hundred Sheep, with 
Bread and Drink proportionable, and as much 
Meat' ready drefled as four-hundred Cooks 
could provide. I took with me fix Cows and 
two •Bulls alive’, with as many Ewes and 
Rams, intending tq carry tl^em into ray own 
• ■ ’ - • ■ - Country, 
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Country, and propagate the Breed. And, to 
feed them on Board, 1 had a good Bundle of 
Hay, and a Bag of Com. I would gladly 
Jhave taken a Dozen of the Natives, but this 
Jwas a Thing the Emperor would by no Means 
permit } and, befides a diligent Search into my 
rockets, his Majefty engaged my Honour 
■not to cany away any of his Subjects, al* 
.though with their own Conlent and Defire. . 


\ Having thus prepared all Things, as well 
as I was able, I fet Sail on the twenty-fourth 
Day of September 1701, at Six in the Morning j 
and when I had gone about four Leagues to 
^he Northward, tlie Wind being at South*- 
Eaft, at Six in the Evening I deferied a fmall 
llland about half a League to the North* 
iWeft. - I advanced forward, and caft Anchor 
^on the Lee-fide of the liland, which feemed 
to be uninhabited. I then took fome Re- 
frelhment, and went to my Reft. I flept well, 
and I conjecture at leaft fix Hours, for 1 
found .the Day broke in (wo Hours after 1 a- 
waked.. It was a clear Night. I eat my ' 
Breakfaft before the Sun was up ; and heaving 
Anchor, the Wind being favourable, I fteerea 
-the fame Courfe, that I had done the Day be- 
fore, .wherein I was direCled by my Pocket- 
compafs. My Intention was to reach, if pof- 
..fible, one of thofe Iflands, which I had Rea- 
I'on to believe lay on the Novth-Eaft oi Van 
. . , Diemen's 
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X>iemtC% Land. I difcovered nothing all that 
Day j but upon the next, about tltree in the ' 
Atternoon, when I had by my Computation 
made twenty-four Leagues from BUfufeu, I 
deferied a Sail fleering to the South-Eaft 
my Courfe was due Eaft. I hailed her, but . 
could get no Anfwer 5 yet I found I gained • 
upon her, for the Wind flackened. 1 made 
all the Sail I could, and in half an Hour fhe 
ffaied me, then hung out her Ancient, and 
difeharged a Gun. It is not eafy to exprefs 
the Joy I was in upon the unexpe6led Hope 
of once more feeing my beloved Country, and 
the dear Pledges I left in it. The Ship flaclc- 
ened her Sails, and I came up with her be- 
tween Five and Six in the Evening, Septem-^ 
her z6 ; but my Heart leapt witltin me to fee 
her Englijb Colours. I put ray Cows and 
Sheep into my Coat-Pockets, and got on 
board with all ray little Cargo of Provifions, 
The Velfelwas an Merchant-man, re- 

turning from Japan hy the North and South- 
Seas ; die Captain Mr. Jo}m Biddel Dept-, 
foi'iiy a very civil Man, and an excellent Sailor, 
We were now in the Latitude of 30 Degrees 
South, tliere were about nfty Men in the Ship; 
and here I met an old Comrade of mine, one 
Peter tVillia?nSf who gave me a good Cha-t 
rafter to the Captain. This Gentleman treat- 
ed roe with Kindnefs, and defired I would let 
him know what Place I came from lafl, and 

whither 
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whither I was bound ; which 1 did in a few 
v^Words; but he thought T was raving, and 
that the Dangers I underwent had difturbed 
my Head ; whereupon I took my black Cattle 
Ijand Sheep out of my Pocket which, after great 
Aftonifliraent, clearly convinced him of my 
Veracity. I then Ihewed him the Gold given me 
by the Emperor of Blefufcu, together with his 
Majefty's Pifhire at full Length, and fome o- 
ther Rarities of that Countiy. I gave him two 
Purfes of two-hundred Sprugs each, and pro- 
inifed, when we arrived in England^ to make 
him a Prefent of a Cow and a Sheep big with 
Young. 

I fhall not trouble the Reader with a par- 
ticular Account of this Voyage, which was 
very profperous for the moft Part. We arriv- 
ed m the Donvns, on the 13th of April 1702, 
llhad only one Misfortune, that the Rats on 
Board carried away one of my Sheep ; I found 
her Bones in a Hole, picked clean from the 
Flefh. The reft of my Cattle I got fafea-ftiore, 
and fet them a grazing in a Bowling-Green 
at Greennvich, where the Finenefsof the Grafs 
made them feed very heaitily, though I had 
always feared the contrary •• Neitlier could I 
poflibly have preferved them in fo long a 
Voyage, . if the Captain had not allowed me 
fome of his beft Bifket, which rubbed to Pow- 
der, and mingled with Water, was their con- 
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^bmt Food. The ihort Time I. continued tn 
£nglandf I made aconfiderablePr^t by ihew* 
ing ray Cattle to many, Berfons-ofiCWlityi 
and others t And^ before L began my%oad 
Voyage, 1 fold them for iix'hundred Founds, 
Since my laft Return) I hrid the Breed is con* 
fiderably increafed, efpedally the Sheep,' which 
I h(M will prove much to the Advantage of 
the Woollen Manufadure, by the Finenefs of 
the Fleeces. ■ * ^ . . V . \ 

I ilayed but two Months with my Wife and 
Family ; for my infatiable Defueof feeing fo* 
reign Countries would fuffer me to'conttnue no 
longer. I left fifteen hundred Pounds witli 
my Wife, and fixed her in a.gtxkl Houfe at 
Redriff, My remaining Stock I canried with 
me, Part in Money and Part in Goods, in 
hopes to improve my Fortunes. My eideft 
Uncle John had left me an Eftate in Lani, 
Epphtgf of about thirty Pounds a Year -5 
and I had a long Leaie of the Bkick Bull in 
Tetter-Lane, which yielded me as much more t 
So that I was not in any Danger of leaving 
ray Family upon the Parilh. My Son Johnny, 
named fo after his Uncle, was at the Grammar 
• School, and a towardly Child. My Daughter . 
Betty (who is now well married, and has Chil« 
dren). was then at her Needle-work. • 1-took 
Leave of my Wife, and Boy and Girl, with 
T ears onboth Sides, andwent onboard the Ad- 
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<venture^ a Merchant Ship, of three-hnnclred 
Tons bound for Surat, Captain John Nicholas 
of Liverpool, Commander. But my Account 
of this Voyage mull be referred to the Second 
Part of my Travels. , -

gnat Storm defcrihedy the Lovg-Boat fent 
to fetch VVaterf the Author goes fwith it to 
~dtfcofver the Country. He is left on Shore, 
ii' is feisced hy one of the Nati’vcs, and car- 
. ried to a farmers Houfe, His Reception 
there^ moith fehjeral Accidents that hap- 
pened there. A Defcription of the Inha- 
bitants. 



H aving been condej^ned by Nature 
and Foitime to an a6Hve aiid reftlelii 
Life, in two Months after ^iny Return, 
t again left my native Couniiyiy-.and took 
Shipping in -the jOcww ohArhe 20th Day of 
June 170Z, in the Ad^jent-ure, Capt. John Ni- 
cholas., a Cgrnifb Man, Commander, bound 
‘ * L . fer 
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for Surat, We had very profperous Galej^ 
^ill we arrived Tit the Cape Good Hope tyNhtxe 
we landed for frefli Water, but, difcoverijig 
a Lealc^ we unfliipped our Goods, and win- 
tered there } for, the Captain falling fick ojf 
an Ague^ we couM not leave the till the 
End of Manh, We then fet Sail, and ha 4 
a good Vpyage till we palfed-the Str eights of 
Madagafcar f but having got Norfhnjuard of 
that Illand, and to about five Degrees South 
Latitude, the Winds, which in thofe Seas 
were obfei*ved to blow a conftant equal Gale 
between Hie North and Wejt^ from the Begin- 
ning of December y to the Beginning of ilfoy, 
on the 9th of April began to blow with much 
greater Violence, and more W’ejierly ulV- 
al, continuing fo for twenty Days 'fogether 3 
during winch Time, we were driven a little 
Jo the Ea^ of the Molucca Ill.ands, and about 
three Degrees Northnjuard of the Line, as our 
Captain found by an ' Oblervation he took the - 
s.d of May ^ at which Time the Wind ceafed, 
and it was, a perfect Calm, whereat I was not 
a litiie rejoiced. 5 ‘it he, being a Mari eSpe- 
rlrncecl in t};^; Navigation of thofe Seas, bid 
us all prepare again^l a Stoim, which aefcord- 
ingly .happened the Day following ; Fof a. 
Southern Wind, called the Southern Monfadi^' 
began to fet in.. 

Finding it was. like to overblow, we took 
in Our Sprit-fail, and Hood by 60 hand ti^c 
' N ' . Fore- 
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jpore-fail ; but, making foul Weather, we 
tooked the Guns were all faft, and handed the 
Milfen. The Ship lay very broad off, fo we 
tliought it bettej fpooning before tlie Sea, than 
trying or huljing. We reeft the Fore-fail and 
iiet him, and hawfed aft the Fore-fheet ; the 
^elm was hard a Weather. The Ship wore 
bi-avely. We belayed the Fbre-down-hall ; 
)jut the Sail was fplit, and we bawded down 
^he Yard,iand got the Sail into the Ship, and 
Unbound all .the Things clear of it.. It was 
I a. very fierce Storm ; the Sea broke ftran^ 

T and/ d<angerous. We fiavvled off: upon the 
Lanniard of the Whipitaff, and helped the 
jMian at the Helm. We would not get down 
our Toprinaft, but let all (land, becaufe Ihe 
jfeudded before the Sea very well , and we knew 
. .that, the Top-raaft being aloft, the Ship was 
•vfthe wholforaer, and madehettcrAVay through 
fthe Sea, .feeing vve had Sea-Roojn. When 
s^the Storm was over, we fet Fore-fail and 
^vlain-fail,- and brought the Ship to. Then 
we fet the Miffen, Main -top-fail, and the 
^ Fj^e-top-fail. Our Courie was 

^aJiy Xht Wind wis at Souib-H^eJ}. We got 
the Star-board Tacks aboard, we caff off our 
j! Weather Braces and Lifts. 5 we fet in theLee- 
1 ^ braces, and bawled forward by the Weather- 
i bowlings, and havyled them right, and belay- , 
R't ed themi arid havirled over the Miffen-tack to 
1 Windward, and kept her' full and by as near 
p Us Ihe would llck • 

¥ : - .V La- Puring 
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During tills Storm,- which was followed by 
ft ftrong Wind Wejl Sotith-Weji, we were car- 
ried,. by my -Computation, about five hundred 
Leagues to the Eafi, fo that the oldeft SftilOr 
aboard could not tell in *what: Part of the 
World we :^ere. Our • l^ovilwns keld out 
well, our Shlp^ vvas ftauncli, and our Crew all 
in good Health ; but we lay in the utmoft 
Diftrefe for Water. We thought, it bell: to 
hold on the fame Courfe, rathef^ian turn 
tc\oy 6 Northerly, which might have brought \is 
to the Nortb-Wejl Parts of Great Tartary^ and 
into the frozen Sea._ - 


On the i 6th Day of 1703, a Boy on 
the Top-maft difcovered Land.

When w^, came to' Land^^ 
we faw no Riv^or*S^rin'g', ^'^or'^ny Sign of 
InhdiSitants. Our Men'tlftref^re'\w 4 n^&ed 
on the Shore, to find out ?orffe trefh Watfer 
neaf^tKe Sea,"^n^d walked .alone about a‘4. 
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Mile on the other Side, where I oblerved the 
Country all barren and rocky* I now began 
to be.vveary, and> feeing nothing to entertain 
my Curiofity, I returned gently down to- 
wards the Cre^ $ and, ;the Sea being full in 
xny View, I jfaw our Men already got into 
the Boat, and rowing for Life to the Ship. I 
was going to hollow after them, although it 
had been |o little Purpofe, when:! oWerved a 
huge Creature walking after them in the Sea, 
as faft as, he could : He waded not mucii 
deeper th^ his Knees, and took prodigious 
Strides : But our Men ^jad the Sf^urtof him 
half a League, and, the Sea thfereabouts being 
full of iltarp-pointed Rocks, the Moniler was 
not able, to overtake the Boat. This I was 
afterwards t<4d, for I durft nptilay to fee the 
Iffue of the Adventure ; but ran as faft as I 
»ycould the Way .1 firft.went, ^nd'then climbed 
up a .fteep Hill, which gave nie fome Proijieil 
-of the Country. I found itTull^ cukivat- 
cd 5 but that which firft furprifed me was the 
Length of the Grafs, which, in thofe Grounds 
that feemcd to be^kcpt for Hay, was about 
twenty Feet higli, 


1 fell into a highRoqd, for fb I took it to 
be, though it ferved^o the Inhabitants only 
as a Foot-Path through a* Field of Barley. 
Here I walked orf for Ibme Time, but could 
fee little on either' Side, it being now at leaft 
Hai veft, and the Corn riling near forty Feet. 
;,1 was an Hour walking to the End of this 
j' L 3 . ^ 
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Field, which was fenced in with a Hedge of 
it lead one hundred and twenty Feet high, 
and the Trees lb lofty that I could make no 
Computation of their Altitude. There was a 
Stile to pafs from this, Field into^,|^e next. It 
Jiad four Steps, and a Stone to crofs oyer when 
you came to the uppermoft. It was ifnpolTi- 
ble for rne to climb tlus Stile, becaule every 
Step was fix^ect high, and the upper Stone 
above twenty. I was endeavouring to find 
feme Gap in the Hedge, wheit I..difcovered 
one of the Inhabitants in the next field, ad- 
vancing towards th^ Stile, of the fame Size 
with Imn I/a\^"in the Sea, purfuing our Boat. 
He appeared as tall as an ordinary Spire- Stee- 
ple, and took about.ten Yards at ev^ . Stride, 
as near as I geuld gpefs. I w^is lifimclcwith 
the utmoft Fear and Aftoni/hrhent, and Tah> 
to, hide myfelf in the Corn, from whence lii 
lawFIm at the Top of the.Stile, looking ba^k 
into tlie next field on the !Rig^it Hand, 'arid 
heard him call in a Voice many D^rees loud- ' 
er thap a J^aking, Trumpet j but the.Npife 
was fo hign'in;the Air, atiii'ftl certain- 
ly thought^it was Tht^er. Wbereypon, 
,feveix,y;|yion{|e,rJ>> like himfelf, came to\Vards 
him with Reapings Hooks in their Hands, 
each Hook about the Xafgeftefs of fix ScytheSl' 
TliefeTeople wei^ not fo wglhclad as thefirft, 
whofe Servants or Labourairs they ■feemed to 
be: For, upon Ibme Words he fpoke, th6y 
went to reap the Corn in the Field wi»re I 
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lay. I'kept from them at as great a Diftance 
as I could, but was forced to move with ex- 
treme Difhcuity, for the Stalks of the Corn 
■vvere fometimes not above a Foot diftant, fo 
that I couldjnm'dly fqueefe my Body betwixt 
them. . I made Shift to go forward, till I came 
to a I%rt of the Field where the Corn had 
been laid by the Rain and Wind. Here it was 
impofllble; for me to advance a Stpp j for the 
Stalks were fo interwoven, that I could not 
creep thorough, and the Beards of the fallen 
Ears fo ftrong and pointed, that they pierced 
through my Cloaths into my Flelh- At the 
fame Tirne I heard the Reapers not above an 
hundred Yards behind me. Being quite dif- 
pirited ;^ith Toil, and wholly overcome by 
, Grief and Defpair, I lay down between two 
Ridges, and heartily wiftied I might there end 
^ my "Days. I bemoaned my defolate Widow, 
and fatherlefs Children . I lamented my own 
Tolly and Wilfulnefs in attempting a fecond 
Voyage againft the Advice of all my Friends 
and Relations. In this terrible Agitation of 
Mind I. could not fprbear thinking of Lillipufy 
whofe Inhabitants looked upon me as the 
greateft Prodigy, that ever appeared in the 
World : Where I was able to draw an Im- 
perial Fleet in my H^d, and perform thofe 
other Actions, which will be recorded for 
ever in the Chronicles of that Empire, while 
Porterity fliall hardly believe them, al- 
though attefted by Millwns, I refle<51ed, what 

a Mor- 
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a Mortification it muft prove to^rne to appear 
as inconfiderable in this Nation, as one lingle 
Lilliputian vfoxAdihQ among us. But this I con- 
ceived was to be the leaft of my Misfortunes s 
For, as human Creatures are obierved to be 
more favage and cruel in Proportion to their 
Bulk, what could I expert, but to be a Mor- 
Fcl in the Mouth of the firft among thefe enor- 
mous Barbarians, that (hould happen to feize ' 
me ? Undoubtedly Philoibphers are in the 
Right, when tljey tell ua, that nothing is great 
or little otherwife than by Comparilbn. It 
might have pleafed Fortune to let the Lilli' . 
futiam find Ibme Nation, where the People 
were as diminutive with refpe^l to them, as 
they were to me. And who knows, but that 
even this prodigious Race of Mortals might 
be equally overmatched in forae dillant Part 
pf the World, whereof we* have yet -no Dif- 
cpvery ? 

Scared and confounded as I vvas,4 could not 
forbear going on with thefe Refieflions, when 
one of the Reapers, approaching within ten 
Yards ol’ the Ridge where I lay, made me ap- 
prehend, that with die next Step I ihould be 
IquaHied to Death under his Foot, or cut in 
two with his Reaping-hooki And, therefore, 
when he was again about to move, I feream- 
ed as loud as Fear could make me. Where- 
upon the huge Creature trod Ihort, and, look- 
ing round about under him for fome Time, 

«.t lail efpied me as I lay on the Ground. He 

con* 
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Cbnfulered a While with the Caution of onej?^ 
who endeavours to lay hold on a fmall dan- 
gerous Animal in fuch a manner, that it 
may not be able either to fcratch or to bit© 
him ; as I myfelf have fometimes done with 
a W eafel in England, At length he ventured 
to take me tip behind by the Middle between 
his fore Finger and Thumb, and brought mi^ 
within three Yards dfhis Eyes, that he might 
behold rriy Shape more perfeftly. I gueUed 
his Meaning, and my good Fortune gave me 
to much Prefence of Minc^ tliat I refolved 
not to ftruggle in tlie leaft as he held me in 
the Air, about fixty Feet from the Ground,- 
althou^ he gri^youfly pinched my Sides, for 
fear I Ihould flip through his Fingers, All 
li.ventured was to raife mine Eyes towards the 
Sim, and place my Hands* together in a fup- 
' plicating Pofture, and to fpeak fome Words 
in an humble melancholy Tone, iiiitable to 
the Condition I then was in. For I appre- 
hended every Moment, that he would dafh 
me againft tne Ground, as we ufually do any 
little hateful Animal, which wb have a Mind 
t6 deftroy. But my good Star would have it, 
that he appeared ple^d with my Voice and 
Geftures, and began to look upon me as a 
Curiofity, much wondering to hear me pro- 
nounce articulate Words, although he could 
not und^rftand them. In the mean Time I 
was 'not able to forbear groaning and fhed- 
ding Tears, and turaing my Head towards

my Sides ^ letting l^im kno,w, as well as-t 
could, how cr\ielly I was hurt by the Preflure 
9I' his Thumb and Finger. Heieemed to ap- 
prehend my Meaning j for, lifting up Ae 
Lappet of his Coat, he put me gently into itj 
nnd immediately ran along with me to his 
Miller, who was a fubftantlal Farmer, and 
tlie fame Perfon I had firftfeen in the Field.

The Farmer Having (as I fuppofe by their 
Talk) received fuch an Account of me as his 
Servant could -give him, took a Piece of a 
final) Strawi about the Size of a Walking- 
ftalf, and therewith lifted up tlie Lappets of 
jhy Coat ; which, it fecms, he thought to be 
fome Kind of Covering, that Nature had gi- 
ven me. He blew my Hairs afide to take a 
tetter View of inyFace. He called his FLinds 
about him, and afkcd them (as I a^rvvarda • 
learned) whether they had ever feen in t|;e 
Fields any little Creature that refembled me : 
He then placed me foftly on the Groimd upon ‘ 
all four, but I got immediately up, and walk- 
ed flowly backwards and forwards, to let 
thofe People fee I had no Intent to run away. 
They all fat down in a Circle about me> 
the better to obferve my Motions. I pul- 
led off my Hat, and made a low Bow tor 
Wards the Farmer. I fell on my Knees, and 
lifted up my Hands aiid Eyes^ and Ipoke le- 
veral Words as loud as I could : I took a 
Furfc of Gold out of my Pocket, and humbly 
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prefented it to him. He received it on the. 
Falm of his Hand, then applied it clofe tO His 
Eye, to lee what it was, and afterward? turn- 
ed it feveml Times with the Point of a Pin, 
(which he fook out of his Sleeve) but could 
make nothing of it. Whereupon I made a 
Sign, that he Ihould place his Hand on- the 
Ground, I then took the Purfe,. and open-? 
ing it, poured all the Gold into his Palm-, 
There were fix Spanifh Pieces of four Pilioles 
each, belides twenty Of thirty fnialler Coins, 
I faw him wet the Tip of his little Finger up- 
on his Tongue, and take up one of my lai geil 
Pieces, and then another, but, he feemed'to be 
wholly Ignorant-what they were. He. made 
me a Sign to put them again into my Purfe, 
and the Purfe again into my Pocket, , which," 
after offering it to him lev^fal Times, ^ 
thought it beft to do. - ^ 

The Farmer, by this Time, was convinced 
I niuft be a rational Creature. Hc.fpoke of- 
ten to me, but the Sound of liis Voice pierced 
my Ears, like that of a Water-mill, yet his 
Words were articulate enough. I anfwered 
as loud as I coiild, in feveial.-Languages, and 
he often laid hisEar within two Yards of me j 
but all in vain, for we were wholly unintelli- 
gible to each other. He then lent his Sei-vants 
to their Work, and, taking his Handkerclwef 
put of his Pocket, he doubled and fpread it 
on his left Hand, wliich he p^laced flat on the 

Ground, 
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Ground, with the Palm upwards,, making me 
a. Sign to ftep into it, as I could eafily do, for 
it was not above a Foot in Thicknefs. I 
thought it my Part to obey, and, for fear 
of falling, laid myfelf at Length upon tlve 
Handkerchief, with tlie Remainder of which 
he lapped me up to the Head for farther Se- 
curity, and in this Manner carried me Horae 
to his Houfe. There he called his Wife, and 
ihewed me to her ; but flie fcreamed and ran 
back, as Women in England do at the Sight 
of a Toad or a Spider. However, ‘when flic 
had a while feen my Behaviour, and Itow well 
I obferved the Signs her Hufband made, Ihe 
was foon reconciled, and, by Degrees, grevr 
extremely tender of me. 

It was about tvyelve at Noon, and a Ser- 
vant brought in Dinner. It was only one fub- 
ftantial Dilh of Meat (fit for. the plain Con- 
dition of an Hufbandman) in a Difli of about 
four and twenty Feet Diameter. The Com- 
pany were the Farmer and his Wife, diree 
Children, and an old Grandmother ; When 
they were fet down, the Farmer placed me at 
fome Diftaiice from him on the Table, which 
was thirty Feet high from the Floor. I waa 
in a terrible Fright, and kept as far as I could 
from the Edge, for fear of falling. The Wife 
minced a bit of Meat, tlien crumbled fgjr.c 
Bread on a Trencher, and placed it before 
me, I made jier a low Bow, took out my 
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2nd fell to e.it, which gave 
them exceeding Delight. The Mirtrefs lent 
fcer Maid for a fmall Drain Cup, which held 
ahonttwo Gailons, and hlled it witli Drink i 
I took up the Vefiel with much Difficulty in 
both Hands, and i» a moft refpeftful Manner, 
dtank to her Ladyffiip’s Health, expfefiing 
the Words rfsloid as 1 (iouldin £yip/^, which 
#nadethe ChrApaity laugh fo heartily, that I 
t^s almoft deafened with the Noife* This 
jLK)vw>f tailed like a finall Cyder, and was not 
wnpleafant. TTh.^ the Mafter made me a Sign 
to come' to hisTreitcher-fide 5 but as I walk- 
ed on the T able, being Jh gi'cat Surprize all 
th^'l'ime, asthe indulgent Reader will calily 
conceive and excufe, I happroed to thimble 
agamft a Cruft, and fell flat on my Fajqe, but 
received ito Hurt. I got up immethately, and 
obfer^mg the good People to be in much Con- 
cern, I took rhy Hru (which I held under my 
Afvn out of g<iod Manners) and, waving it 
ever my Head, srrade three Huzza’s, to Ihew 
I had got no mifehief by my Fall. But ad- 
vanohg forward towards my Mafter (as I 
fhalT henceforth call him) his youngeft Son, 
who fet next him', an arch Boy of about ten 
Years old, took me up by the Legs, and held 
me fty high in the Air, that I trembled every 
Limb j hut hi§ Father fnatchedme from him, 
and at the fame Time gave him fuch a Box 
on the left Ear, as would have felled an Eu- 
rofeatr Troop of Horfe to the Earth, ordering 
hin: to bt taken from the Table. But being 
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afraid (he Boy might owe me a Spight, and 
well remembering bow mifchievous all Chil- 
dren among us naturally are to Sparrows, 
Rabbits, young Kittens, and Puppy- dogs, 

I fell on my Knees, and, pointing to the Boy, 
made my lifter to underftand, as well as I 
could, that I defired his Son might be pardon- 
ed. The Father complied, and tlie Lad took, 
his Seat again ; whereupon 1 went to hin^ 
and kilfed his Hand, which my Mafter took, 

. and made him ftroak me gently with it. 

In tlie midft of Dinner, my Miftrefs’s fa- 
vourite Cat leapt into her Lap. I heard a. 
Noife behind me like that of a dozen Stocking- • 
weavers at Work j and, tturning my Head, 

I found it proceeded from the Pun ing of that 
Animal, who feeined to be three Times lar- 
ger than an Ox, as I computed by the View 
of her Head, and one of her Paws, while her 
Miftrefs was feeding and ftroaking her. The 
Fiercenefs of this Creature’s Countenance al- 
together difeompofed me j though I flood at 
the further end of the Table, above fifty Feet 
off j and altliough my Miflrefs held her fafl, 
for fear file might give a Spring, and feize 
me in her Talons. But it happened there 
was no Danger } for the Cat took not the 
leafl Notice of me, when my Mafler placed 
nie within tliree Yards of her. And as I have 
been always told, and found true by Experi- 
.. in TwYd?^ thitt flying or diicover- 
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ing Fear, before a fierce Animal, is a certain 
Way to make it purfue or attack ybii, fo I 
refolved, in this dangerous Junfhire, to lliew 
no Manner of Concern. I walked with In- 
trepidity five or fix Times before the very Head 
of the Cat, and came, within half a Yard of 
her; whereupon (he drew herfelfback, as if 
fhe were more aifiraid of me,; I had lefs Ap- 
prehenfion concerning the Dogs, whereof tlu*ee 
or four came into tlie Room, as it is uluai in 
Farmers Houfes ; one of which was a Maf- 
tiff, equal in Bulk to four Elephants, and a 
Greyhound fomewhat taller tlian the Maftiff, 
but not fo large. 

When Dinner was almoft done, the Nurfe 
came in with 'a Child of a Year old in her 
Arms, who immediately fpied me, and began 
a Squall, that you might have heard from Lo«- 
don- Bridge to Chelfeay after the ufual Oratory 
of Infants, to get me for a Play-thing. Tho 
Mother out of pure Indulgence took me up, 
and put me towards the Child, who prefently 
feiaed me by the Middle, and got my Head 
into his Mouth, where I roared fo loud that 
the Urchin was ^ghted, and let me drop, and 
I fhould infallibly have broke my Neck, if 
the Mother had not held her Apron under me. 
The Nurfe to quiet her Babe made ufe of a 
Rattle, which was>a kind of hollow Veffcl 
filled with great Stones, and faftened by 
a Cable to the Child’s Waift *. But all in vain : 
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fo that ffie was forced to apply the’laft 
dy, by giving it Suck.' I muii -<coniels no 
Gbjeft ever diigilfted me fo much,* as tbeiSigi^f' 
of her monflrous Breaft, .which I .cannot teii 
what to compare with, fV as to give the’ cu- 
rious Reader an Idea of its BuUc, Shape, anxj 
Colour. It ftood prominent lix Feet, a»4 
could not be iefs than Sixteen in CircomfcT 
rence. The Nipple was about half the Big-r 
Bel's of my Head, and the Hue both of that 
and the Dug fo varificd with Spots, Pimples, 
and Freckles, that nothing could app^ more 
Baufeous : For I had a near Sight her, fh« 
fitting dowm the more convraicntly to give 
Suck, and I (landing on the Table. This 
.made me reflect upon the- fair Skins of <mr 
Englijh Ladies, who appear fo beautiful to 
us, only becaufe they ai e of our own Siz#r, 
and their Defefts not to be feen but through 
a Magnifying-gials, where we find by £ju- 
periment, that the Imootheft and whiteft Sklsa 
look rough and coai'fe, and iU-coioui*ed. 

I remember, when I was at LiMipt(ty the 
Complexions of tliofc diminutive People ap- 
peared to me the faireft in the World, and 
falkin^ upon this Subjeft with a Perfon of 
Learning tliere, who was an intimate Fr iend 
of mine, he faid tliat my Face appeared much, 
feirw and fraoothcr, v^en he looked on me 
from the Ground, than it did upon a nearer 
View, when I took him up in my Hwid and 
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brought him dofe, which he confeffed was 
at firft a very fhocking Sight. He laid he 
could difcover great Holes in my Skin j that 
the Stumps of my Beard were ten Times 
ftronger than the Briftles of a Boar, and my 
Complexion made up of feveral Colours alto- 
gether difagieeable : Altho’ I muft beg Leave 
to fay for rayfelf, that I am as fair as moll of 
my Sex and Country, and very little Sun*- 
burnt by Travels. On the other Side, dil- 
cdurfingof the Ladies in that Emperor’s Court, 
he ufed totell me, one had Freckles, another 
too wide a Mouth, a third too large a Nofe, 
nothing of which I was able to dilllnguilh, 
I confefs, this Refledion was obvious enough ; 
which, however, I could not forbear, left the 
Reader might think thofe vaft Creatures were 
adually deformed : For I muft do them Juf- 
tice to fay, they are a comely Race of People ; 
and particularly the Features of my Mafter’s 
Countenance, although he were but a Far- 
mer, when I beheld him from the*- Height of 
fixty Feet, appeared very well proportioned. 

When Dinner was done, my Mafter went 
out to his Labourers, and, as I could dilco- 
ver by his Voice and Gefture, gave his Wife 
a ftrift Charge to take Care of me. I was 
very much tired, and difpofedto llecp, whicli 
my Miftrefs perceiving, ihe put me on her 
•wn Bed, and covered me with a clean white 
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I Hcpt about 13^0 Hoiu?s, and dreamed 4 
•.was at Home with my Wife, and Chikkm> 
•which aggravated xnyr Sorrows when 1 awa- 
ked, and ibund myielf alone in a vaft Room,^ 
rbetween .two and three > hundred F eet widr« 
and above tworhundi'sd high, lying in a Bed 
twenty Yards wide- My Miflhefs was gone 
about her Houlhold ASairs, a^ hadiodSed 
me ij3. The Bed was eight Yards hmn ^ 
Floor. Some natar^ h«eceillties required 
^ to get down ; I durft* not prefume ^ caii, 
and, if 1 had, it would have been in vain, 
with fuch a Voice as mine, at £3 great*^a Dif- 
tance, as from the Room where I iay, to die 
Kitchen where the Family kept. was - 

.tmder thefe Circumifances, two Rats cr<e|^ tip 
the Curtains, and ran imeUrng backwards and 
forwards on the Bed.., One of them came up 
almod to ray Face, whereupon 1 rede in a 
Fright, and drew out my Hanger to defend 
myfelf. Thefe horrible Animals had the Boli- 
nefs to attack me ,on both Sides^ and cme of 
them held his Fore-feet at my Collar ; but I 
had the good Fortune to rip up his BeUy, be- 
fore he. could do me any Mifchief.*- He fell 
down at my Feet, and die other, ' ib^g the 
Fate of his Comrade, made his Ficape, but 
not without one goo^ Wound- on the Back, 
which 1 gave him as he Bed, and made the 
Blood run trickling frock, h^. After this 
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Exploit, I walked gently to and fro on the 
Bed, to recover my Breath, and Lofs of Spi- 
rits. Thele Creatures were of the Sire of a 
large Maftiff, but infinitely more nimble and 
fierce. 5 fo tiiat, if I had taken off my Belt 
before I went to ifleep, I muft have infallibly 
been torn to Pieces and devoured. I meafured 
the Tail of the dead Rat, and found it to be 
two Yards long, wanting an Inch j but it 
went againft my Stovnach to drag the Carcals 
oft die Bed, where it lay ftrll bleeding ; T ob- 
ferved it had yet fiune Life, but, with a ftrong 
Slafh aofe the Neck, I thoroughly difpatch- 
.cd it. 

Soon after, my Mlftrefs came info the 
Room, who, feeing me all bloody, ran and 
took me up in her Hand. I pointed to the 
dead Rat, Imiling, and making other Signs, 
to (hew I was aot hurt, whereat (lie was ex- 
'.tremely rejoiced, calling'^he Maid to take up 
the dead Rat with a Pair of Tongs, and throw- 
it out of the Window. Then (he fet me on a 
Table, where I (hewed her my Hanger all 
bloody ; and, wijiing it on the Lappet of my 
Coat, returned it to the Scabbafd. I was 
prelTed to do more than one Thing, which 
another could not do for me, and therefore 
endeavoured to make my Miftrefs' underftand, 
.that I dellred to he fet down on the Floor •, 
v’hich after flic had done, my Balhfulnefs 
would not (uffer me to exprefs myfelf farther, 
.tliati by pointh’g to die Door, and bov/ing 
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♦ feveral Times. The good Woman, with 
much Difficulty, at laft perceived what I would 
* be at, and taking me up again in her Hand, 
walked into the Garden, where Ihe fet me 
down. I went on one Side, about two hun- 
ched Yards, and, beckoning to her not to 
look or to follow me, I hid myfelf betweeir 
Leaves of Sorrel, and there dilcharged tlie 
Ncceflities of Nature. 

I hope the gentle Reader will excufe me for 
dwelling on thefe and the like Particulars, 
which, however infignificant they mayappear 
to grovelling vulgar Minds, yet will certainly 
help a.Philolopher to enlarge his Thoughts and 
Imagination, and to apply them to a Benefit 
of publick as well as private Life, which was 
my foie Defign in prefenting this and other 
Accounts of myTravels to the World j where- 
in I have been chiefly ftudious of Truth, with- 
out affefting any Ornaments of Learning or 
of Style. But the whole Scene of this Voyage 
made fo ftrong an Imprcffion'' on my Mind, 
and is fo deeply fixed in my Memory, that, ia 
committing it to Paper, I did not omit one 
material Ciraimftance : However, upon a 
liri6t Review, I blotted out feveral Paffages 
of lefs Moment, which were in my firll Copy, 
for fear of being cenfured as tedious and tri- 
fling, whereof Travellers are often, perhaps 
not witliout Juftice, accufed.

jf Defcripion of the Fanner s D aught et» 

The Author carried to a Marbet-Tcnjun, 
and then to the Metropolis. The Farti- 
eulars of his Journey. 

M y Mi^efs had a Daughter of nine 
y?ars old j a Child of toXvai dly Parts 
^ her Age, very dexterous .at her ^ 

Needle, and IkUiul in drefllng her Baby, 

^ -Her Mothepr and fhe contrived to fit up the ^ 
Baby’s Cradle for me againft Night : The 
Cradle wa§ put into a foiall Drawer placed 
upon a IJanging- Shelf, for Fear of the Rats. 

This was rp.y Bed all the Time I ftayed with 
^ole P4ppie j though made more convenient 
by Degrees, as I began to learn , their Lan- 
guage, and make my Wants known. This 
young Girl was fp handy, that, after I had 
ynce.or twice pulled off my Cloiths before her, 
w3vS abl? to drefs and undrefs me ; though 
I never gave her that Trouble, when flio 
' would let me do chh^r myfelf. She made me 
feven Shirts, and ibtne other Llpn^n, of as j 
■fine Clo^i as .could 'be got, which, indeed, ** ' 
’w'as coarler than Sack- Cloth ; atrd thefe fhe 
cpnilantly waihed for me with her own Hands. 

She 
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She was llkewifemy'School-Mif^^fs, to teaeft 
me the Language ; When I pointed to any 
Thing, flie jtftld me the Name of it in her own 
Tongue, fo that, in a few Days, I was able 
to call fqr whatever I had a Mind to. She 
was very good-natured, and not above forty 
Feet high, being little for her Age. She gave 
yne t|ie Name of Q/jldrig^ which the Family 
took up, and afterwards the whole Kingdom- 
The Word imports, what the Latins call Na~ 
%u?iculus, the Italiofis Homunceletino^.smd tjip 
Englijb Mannikin. To her I chiefly owe my 
Prefer\’atiouin that Countiy : We n^er part- 
ed while I was there j I called her my Glurnm 
dakliich, or'littleNuife ; Andfliould be guil- 
ty of great ingratitude, if I omitted this hon- 
ourable Mention of her Care and Affeftion. 
towards me, which I heartily wifli it lay in. 
Kiy Power to requite as Ihe deferves^ inftead 
of being the innocent, but unhappy Inftni- 
ment of her Difgrace, as I have too much 
Reafon to fear. 

It now.begtm to be known and talked of in 
the Neighbourliood, that my Maftqr had found 
a ftrange Animal in the Field, about the 
Bignefs of a Splacnuck, but exa£Uy fliaped in 
every Part like a human Creature j which it 
likewlfe imitated in aljuts Aftions ; feemed 
to fpeak in a little Language of its own, had 
already learned Several Words of theirs, went' 
er«6l upon two Legs, was tame and gentle, 

4 would 
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^ould come when it was called, do wliatevec 
he wa^ bid, had the^’ fineft Limbs in the World, 
and a Complexion fairer than a Nobleman'^ 
Daughter or three Years old. Anotlier Far- 
mer, who lived hard by, and was a particu- 
lar Friend of my Mafter, came on a Vifit on 
Purpofe to enquire into the Truth of this 
Story. I was immediately produced, and 
placed upon a T able j where I walked as I 
was commanded, drew my Hanger, put it 
up again, made my Reverence to ray Ma- 
fter's Gueft, alked him in his own Language 
how he did, and told liira he was welcome, 
juft as my little Nurfe had inftrufled me. 
This Man, who was old aind dim-fighted, 
put on his Spectacles to behold me better, at 
which I could not forbear laughing very hear- 
tily, for his Eyes appeared like the Full-Moon 
ihining into a Chamber at two Windows. 
Our People, who difcovered the Caufe of 
my Mirth, bore me Company in laugliing, 
at which the Old Fellow was Fool enough to 
be angry and out of Countenance. He had die 
CharaCler of a great Mifer, and, to my Mif- 
fortune, he well deferved it, by the curfed Ad- 
vice he gave my Mafter to Ihew me as a Sight 
upon a Market-Day in the nextTown, which 
was half an Hour’s Riding, about two and 
twenty Miles from our Houle. I gueflfed there 
was fonae Milchief contriving, when I qbfei*v- 
cd my Mafter and his Friend whilpering long 
togetlier, foniietimes pointing at me j and ray 
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Fears made me fancy, th4t I overheard and 
nhderftood fome of theTj^ \Vord$. But, th6 
next Morning, GlumdalcUtch, my little Nurfe. 
told me the whole Mattel, which fhe had 
cxuiningly picked out from her Mother. The 
poor Girl laid me on her Bofotn, and felt i 
weeping witli Shai'ne and Grief. 8he appre- 
hended fame Mifchief would happen to mt 
(roni rude vulgar Folks, who might fqueefe 
me' to Death, or break Orie of my Litnbs, by 
faking me in their Hancfs. She had alfo ob- 
fe'rved, How modeft I was in my Nature, hotv 
nicely I regarded my Honour, and what ah 
Xndighity I ftvould cpnccMve it to be expofed 
for Money as a public Spcflacl'eto the meartr 
'elt of the People. She faid, her Papa and 
Mamma had proiniled, that Grildrig Ihouhd 
be hers, but now flie found they meant to 
ierVe her as they did lart Year, when they pre- 
tended to give her a Lamb, and yet, as foOh 
as it was tat, fold it to a Butcher. For my 
pwn Part,. I may truly affirm, that I was leih 
foncerned than my Nurfe. I had a ftron^. 
Jlope, wliich never left me, that I fhould one 
i>ay recover"* my Liberty j and to the Ig- 
poniiny of being carried about for a Montter, 
I confideied myielf to be a perfcfl: Stranger iti 
the Country, and that fuch a Misfortune 
could never be charged upon me as a Re- 
proach, if ever I fliould return to ; 

iince tlte King of Great Britain himself, in 
my Condition, mull" Kaye undergone the fame 
Dlilrds. My 
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My Mafter, purfnant to the Advice of his 
Friend, carried me in a Box the next Market- 
Day to the neighboming Town, and took a- 
!ong with him his little Daughter, my Nurfe, 
upon a Pillion behind him. The Box was 
clofe on every Side, with a little Door for me 
to go in and ou^ and a few Gimlet-Holes to 
let in Air. ThPOirl had been fo careful to 
put the Quilt of her Baby’s Bed into it, for 
me to lie down on. However, I was terribly 
ihaken and dilcompofed in this Journey, 
though it-wero but of half an Hour. For 
the Horfe went about forty Feet at every Step, 
and ti’Otted I’o high, that the Agitation was 
equal to the rifing and falling of a Ship in 
a great Storm, but much morfe frequent : 
Our Journey was fomewhat farther than from 
London to St. Alban's, My Mafter alighted 
at an Inn, which he ufed to frequent ; and 
after confulting a while with the Inn-Keeper, 
and making fome necefiary Prepai-ations, he 
‘hired the Ondtrudj or Crier, to give Notice 
..through tire Town of a ftrange Creature to be 
feen at the Sign of the Green Eagle, not fb big 
as z Splacnucb, (an Animal in that Country 
very finely lhaped, about fix Feet long) and 
in every Part of the Body lefembling an hu- 
man Creature, could fpcak feveral Words, 
and perform an hundred diverting Tricks. 

I was placed upon a Tabic In the larged- 
Room of the Inn, w-hioh might be near three 
hundred Feet iquarc. My liitle Nurfe Hood 
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on i low Stool clofe to the Table, to take 
Caie of me, and direfl; what I Ihould doi 
My Mafter, to avoid a Croud, would futTer 
only thirty people at a Time to fee me. I *• 
walked about on the Table as the Girl com- 
manded : She alked me Queftions, as far as 
llie knew my Underftandiim of the Lan- 
guage leached, and I anfwired them as loud 
as I could. I turned about feveral Tiraes to 
S the Company, paid my humble Refpefts, faid 
1 they were welcome, and ufed fome other 
Speeches I had been taught. I took up a 
Thimble filled with Liquor, which GlumdaU 
ditch had given me for a Cup, and drank 
their Health. I drew out my Hanger, and 
ilourilhed with it after the Manner of Fen- 
cers in England, My Nurfe gave me part of 
a Straw, which I exercifed as a Pike, having 
learned the Art in my Youth. I was that 
* Pay fhewn to twelve Se^;s of Company, and as 
often forced to go over again the fame Fop- 
peries, till I was half dead withWearinefe 
and Vexation. For thofe, who had feen me, 
made fuch wonderful Rcpoits, that the Peo- 
ple were ready to break down the Doors to 
come in. My Mafter, for his own Intereft, . 
would not fuffer any one to touch me except 
my Nurfe j and, to prevent Danger, Ben- 
ches were let round the Table at luclr 
a Diftance as to put me out of every Body's 
Reach. However, an unlucky School -B>oy 
aimwl a Hazel-Nat direflly my Head, 
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which very narrowly miffed me j othenvife, 
it came witli ib much Violence that it would 
have infallibly knocked out my Brains, for it 
was almoft as large as a finall Pumpion : 
But I had the Satisfa6lion to fee the young 
Bogue. well beaten, and turned out of the 
Boom. 

My Mailer gave publick Notice, that he 
would fliew me again the next Market-Day, 
and in the mean Time he prepared a more 
convenient Vehicle for me, which he had 
Beafon enough to do j for I was fo tired 
with my firft Journey, and with entertaining 
Company for eight Hours together, that I 
could hardly ftand upon my Legs, or fpeak 
a Word. It was at leaft three Days before I 
recovered my Sti’ength; and that I might have 
no Belt at Home, all the neighbouring Gentle- 
men from, a hundred Miles round, hearing 
of ray Fame, came to fee me at my Mafter's 
own Houfe. There could not be iewer than 
thirty Perfons with their Wives and Children 
(for the Country is very populous ;) and my 
Mafter demanded the Rate of a full Room, 
whenever he fliewed me at Home, although 
it were only to a fingle Family : So that for 

Ibme Time T had but little Eafe every Day of 
the Week which is their 

Sabbath) alihoughT were not carried to the 
Town. 
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My Mailer, finding how profitable I was 
like to be, refolved to carry me to the mdft 
coniiderablc Cities of the Kingdom. Having 
therefore provided himlelf with all Things 
necelfaiy for a long^ Journey, and fettled his 
Affaire at Home, he took Leave of his Wife, 
and upon the i7tli of Augufi 1703, about two 
Months after my Arrival, we fet out for the 
Metropolis, fituated near the Middle of that 
Empire, and about three thoufand Miles Di- 
ftance from our Houfe : My Mailer made 
his Daughter ride behind him* 

She carried me. on her Lap, in a Box tied a— 
bout her Waill. The Girl had lined it on alL 
Sides with the fofeft Cloth (lie could get, well 
quilted underneath, fumillied it with her 
Baby’s Bed, provided me with Linnen and- 
other NecelTaries, arxl made every Thing as 
convenient as fhe could. We had no other 
Company, but a Boy of the Houfe, who rode 
after us with the Luggage. 

My Mailer’s Defign was to Ihew me in all • 
the Tovvns by the Way, and to Hep. out of 
the Road for fifty or an hundred Miles, to- 
any Village, or Perfon of Quality’s Houfe,. 
where he might expe^ Cuftom. We made eafy 
Journeys, of not above feven or eight Score 
Miles a Day : Yox GlumdalcUtchy on Purpofc 
to fpare me, complained fhewas tired with the 
Trotting of the Horle. She often took me out 
of my Box, at my own Defire, to give me Air, 
and fliew’ me the Country, but always held' 

me 
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me; faftby a Leading -Stiing. Wepafled over 
five or fix Rivers, many Degrees broader and 
deeper than _the M/V, or the Ganges \ and 
there was hardly a Rivulet fo fmall, as the 
^hamts at London Briilge. W e were ten W eeks 
in our Journey, and I was fliewn in eighteen 
large Towns, befides many Villages and pri- 
vate Families. 

On the 26th Day of OStober^ we amved at 
the Metropolis, called, in tlieir Language, 
Lorbrulgrud, or Pride of the Vninjerje. My 
Mailer took a Lodging in the principal Street 
of the City, not far frorn the Royal Palace, 
and put out Bills in the ul’ual Form, con- 
taining an exa£l Delcription of my Pcflbn 
and Parts. He hired a large Room, between 
three and four hundred Feet wide. He pro- 
vided a Table lixty Feet in diameter, upon 
vvhich I was to ail my Pgrt, and pallifado- 
ed it round three Feet from the Edge, and as 
many high, to prevent my filing over. I was 
lhe\yn tqn Times a Day, to the Wonder and 
SatiKa^ion of all People. I could now fpeak 
the Language tolerably well, and perleitly 
underftood every Word, that was fpoken tc> 
me. Befides, I had learned their Alphabet, 
and could make a Shill to explain a Sentence 
here and there j for Glumdcdclitch had been 
my Inftruilor, while we were at Home, and 
at Icifure Hours during our Journey. She car- 
j;ied a little Book in her Pocket, not much 
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larger than a Sanfoti's Atlas ; it was a com-' 
nion Treatife for the Ufe of young Girls,' 
giving a Ihort Account of their Religion ; out 
of this Ihe taught me my. Letters, and inter- 
preted the Words* ^ 
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*The Author fent for to Court, l^he ^een 
buys' him of his Mefitr the Farmer, and 
frefents him to the King. He difputes nxith 
. bis Majefy'*s great Scholars.. An Apar^ 
ment at Court provided for the Author. 
He is hi high Favour nuith the '^uecu,». 

■ He Jiands up for the Honour of his own-' 
Country. His F^uarrels.<with the ^yuene 
J)‘Ufarf. 

T he frequent Laboinrs I underwent eve- 
ry Day, made in a few WeeJcs a very 
confiderable Change in my 'Health : 
The more my Mailer got by me, the more 
mfatiable he grew. I had quite loft my Sto- 
mach, and was almoft reduced to a Skele- 
ton. The Farmer obferved it, and, conclu- 
ding I mull foon die, refolved to make as good, 
a Hand of me as he could. While he was 
thus reafoning and refolving with himfelf, a* 
Slardral, or Gcntleman-Uflier, came fromt 
Court, commanding my Mailer to carry me 
imme^ately thither, for the Diverfion of the 
Queen and her Ladies. Some of the latter 
already been to fef me^ and reported 
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ftrange Things of my Beauty, Behavlouft 
and good Senle. Her Majeily, and thofe who 
attended her, were beyond Meafure delighted 
witli my Demeanour ; I fell^ on my. Knees, 
and begged tlie Honour of kiiliug her Impe- 
rial Foot } but this gracious. Prihcels held out 
her little Finger towards me (after I was fet 
on a Table) which I embraced in both my 
Arms, and put the Tip of it, with the utmoll 
Refpe^, to my Lips, She made me feme ge* 
neral Queftions about my Country, and my 
Travels, which I anfwered as diftinftly, and 
in as few Words as I could. She afked, whe- 
ther I would be content to live at Court. I 
bowed down to the Board of the T able, and 
humbly anfwered, that I was my Mafter’« 
Slave ; but, if I were at my own Difpofal, I 
Ihould be proud to devote my Life to her Ma- 
jefty's Service. She then alked my Matter 
whether he were willing to fell me at a good 
Price. He, who apprehended I could not 
live a Month, was ready enough to part with 
me, and demanded a thoufand Pieces of Gold, 
which were ordered him on. the Spot, each 
Piece being about the Bignefs of eight-hun7.. 
dred Moydores ; but, allowing for the Pro- 
portion of all Things between that Country 
and Europe) and the high Price of Gold a- 
mong them, was hardly fo great a Sum as a 
thoufand Guineas would be in England. I 
then laid to tlie Queen, fince I was now her 
Majeily 's jnoft Immble CKature and Vaflal, 

I mutt 
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X rmift beg the Favour,- that Glumdalclitchy 
who had always tended me with fo much Care 
and Kindnefs, and underftood to do it fo well,, 
might be admitted into her Service, and con- 
tinue to be my Nurfe and Inftni^or. Her 
Majefty agreed tomy Petition, and eaffly got 
the Farmer’s Confent, who was glad enough 
to have his Daughter preferred at Court : And 
the poor Girl herfelf was not able to hide hep 
Joy My late Mafter withdrew, bidding me 
Farewel, and faying he hadleft me in a good' 
Service to which I replied not a Word, onijf 
making him a flight Bow*

The C^eert obferved my Goldnefs, and,, 
when the Farmer was gone out of the Apart- 
ment, afleed me the Realon. I made bold to 
tell- her Majeifty, that I owed no 6ther Obli- 
gation tormy late Mafter, than his not dafli- 
ing out the Brain's of a poor, harmlefs Crea- 
ture found by Chance in his Field j which 
Obligation was' amply “recompenfed by the 
Gain he had made in ftiewing me through 
half the Kingdom, and the Price he. had now 
fold me for. That the Life I had fmee led, 
was laborious enough to kill, an Animal of 
ten Times my Strength.. That my Health 
was much impaired by the continual Drud- 
gery of entertaining, the Rabble every Hour 
of the Day ^ and that, if my Mafter had not 
thought my Life in Danger, her Majefty 
would not have got fo cheap a Bargain. But' 
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' ^a8‘I was out of. all Fear of being ill-treated 
under the Proteftion of fo great and good an 
Emprefs, the Ornament of Nature, the Dar- 
ling of the World, the Delight of her Subjefts, 
the Phoenix of the Creation } fo, I hoped my 
late Matter’s apprehenfions would appear to 
be gyoUndlefs, for I already found my Spirit 
to revive l^y the Influence of her moft augutt 
•^elence. . : ■ •

i This was the Sum of my Speech, delivered 
with great Improprieties and Hefltatian $ the 
latter Part was altogether framed in the Style 
peculiar to that People, whereof I learned 
,*fiMne Phrafes-from Glumd^litch, while flic ’ 
was carrying me to Court. . 

. The Queen, giving great Allowance fcnr 
my Defeftivenefe in fpeaking, was however 
futprifed at fo much Wit and good Senfe in 
fo diminutive an Animal. She took, me in 
her own Hands, and carried me to the King, 
who was then retired to his Cabinet. His 
• Majefty, a Prince of much Gravity and au- 
.ftere Countenance, not -well obfenring ray 
Shape at firft View, alked the (^een after a

me to be, as I lay upon my Bread in her 
Majetty’s Right-hand. But this Princefe,

Account of myfelfjwhich I did in a very fW 
Words ; and Glumdalclitchy who attended at 
the Cabinet Door, and could not endure I 
fliould be out of her Sight, being admitted, 
•confirmed all that had pafled from my* Arri- 
val at her Fatlier’s Houle. 

The King, although he be as learned a 
■ Perlbn as any in his Dominiotfe, had bean 
educated in the Study of Philofophy, and par- 
ticularly Mathematicks j yet when he obfer- 
ved my Shape exaftly, and faw me walk e- 
're^fV wfore I began to fpeak, conceived I 

• might be a* Piece o^Glocfc-work (which is in 
i chat Country arrived to a very great Perfec- 

• tion) contrived ' by fome ingenious Artift. 
‘ But - when he heard my Voice, and found 

• what I delivered to be regular and rational, 

• he could not conceahhis Aftonilhment. He

between Glumdalclitch and her Father,- who

fe^ive, than by a foreign Accent, and an

t -His Majefty font for three great Scholars^ 
who were then in their weekly Waiting, ac- 
cording to the Cuftom in that Country. Thefe 
iGentkmen, after they bad a while examined 
my Shape with much Nicety, were of dift'e- 
j^nt Opinioins - concerning ‘ 'me. Xhey all a- 
igreedy that I could not be. produced according 
to the . regulai- .Law$ of Nature,- becaufel v/as 
;not framed with a Csmacity of preferving-iny 
l,ife, either by SwiCutefs, or Climbing <» 
Trees, or Digging Holes in the Eaith. They 
<«bferved by my Teeth, which, they viewed 
■with great ExaCTuefsy that I was.a camivosous 
Animal j yet moft, Q^disupeds being an O- 
.vcrmatch for me, andKieW-taicey, With forte 
-others,- too nimble,. tlwy.,cOuld tiot iinagine 
.bow I lliould be abk to fupport inyfelf, uii- 
lefs I fedupon Snails and otlier InfoSb,- which 
they offered, by many, learned .Argtiraent^ 
‘to evince that I could not poffibly do. Oije 
,of thel'e Virtuoft fCemed to Aink, that I might 
be an Embryo, or abortive Birth.» But ^s 
■ Opinion.^as rejected by the other two,' who 
obicrved my Limbs to be perfeft and hniilied, 
and tliat I haddived fevoral Years-, as it was 
manifeft from my Beai-d, the .Sturtps whereof 
they .plainly difcovered through a*Magnify- 
ing-glafs. . They, would not aUow. meto be.a 
.Dwarf, becauf* my Littlenefs was beyond all 
D c'grce^ of Coiaparifor. j for the Queen’s fa- 

V -vourite 
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voXirite Dwarf, the fmalleft ever known in 
that Kingdom, was near thirty Feet high. 
After much Debate, they concluded unani- 
moufly that I was only Relplum Scalcdtchy 
. which is interpreted literally, Lufus Natura ; 

• a Determination exaftly agreeable to the mo- 
dern Phildfophy of Europe^ whole ProfelTors, 
difdaining the old Evalion of occult Caiifssy 
whereby the Followers of Arijioile endeavour- 
ed in vain to difguife their Ignorance, have 
invented this wonderful Solution of rdl Difti- 
culties, to the unfpeakable Advancement of 
human Knowledge. 

After this decifive Conclufion, I entreated 
to be heard a Word or two. I applied my- 
felf to the King, and aflured his Majefty, that 
I came from a Country, which abounded with 
feverah Millions of both Sexes, and of my 
own Stature 5 where the Animals, Trees, 
and Houfts were all in Proportion, and where 
by Conlequencc I might be as able to defend 
myfelf, and to find Sullenance, as any of his 
Majefty’s Subie6ls could do here j which I 
took for a full Anfwer to thofe Gentlemens 
Arguments. To this they only replied with 
a Smile of Contempt, faying. That the Far- 
mer had inilruflcd me very well in my Lefibn. 
The King, who had a much better Under- 
(landing, di ('miffing his learned Men, fent for 
the Farmer, who by good Fortune was not 

O vet 
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yet gone out of Town : Having therefore 
^irrt examined him privately, and then con** 
fronted him with me and the young Girl, his 
Majefty began to think, that what we told 
• him might pdBbly be true.’ He defired tl« 
Queen to order, that a particular Care fhould 
be taken of me, and was of Opinion, that 
GlumJalditcb Ihould ftiil continue in her Of- 
fice of tending me, becaufe he obferved we had 
a great Affeftion for each other. A conve- 
nient Apartment was provided for her at 
.Court ; ihe had a Sort of Governefs appoint- 
ed to take Care of her Education, a Maid to 
drefs her, and two other Servants for menial 
Offices ; but the Care of me was wholly ap- 
propriated to herfelf. The Queen commanci- 
ed her own Cabinet-maker to contrive a Box, 
that might fervc me for a Bed-chamber, after 
the Model that Glumdalclitch and I fhould 
, agree upon. This Man was amoft ingenioiK 
Artift, and, according to my Direftions^ in 
trace Weeks finifhed mr me a wooden Cham- 
ber of fixteen Feet fquare, and twelve high, 
•with Safh-windows, a Door, andtwoClofetsj 
hke a London Bed-chamber. The Board, that 
niade the Cieling, was to be lifted up and 
down by two Hinges, to put in a Bed ready 
■7 furnifhed by her Majefty’s Upholftcrer, which 
Glumdalcliicb took out every Day to Air, 
• made it with her' own Hands, and, letting it 
down at Night,, locked up the Roof over me. 
A nice Workman, who was famous for little 
. % Cuiio- 
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Curiofities, undertook to make me two Chuirs, 
with Backs and Frames of a Subftance not 
unlike Ivory, and two Tables, with a Ca- 
binet to put npy Things in. The Room was 
quilted on all Sides, as well as the Floor and' 
AeCieling, to prevent any Accident from the 
Carelefnel^of thofe who carried me, and to 
break the Force of a Jolt, when I went in a 
Coach. I defired a Lock for my* Door, to 
prevent Rats and Mice from coming in ; The 
Smith, after feveral Attempts, made the Ifnall^ 
dl that ever was feen among them, for I have 
known a ku'gtr at the Gate of a Gentleman’t 
Houfe in England. I made a Shift to keep 
the Key in a Pocket of my own, fearing 
dalclitch might lofe it. The (^een likewile 
ordered the thinneft Silks, that could be got- 
ten, to make me Cloaths, not much thicker 
than an EngUjl) Blanker, very cumbevfome, 
till I was accuftomed to them. They were 
after the Fafhion of the Kingdom, partly re- 
fembling the Perfiarty and partly the Chincfe^ 
and are a very grave and decent Habit. 

The Queen bec,ame fo fond of my Com- 
pany, that (he could not dine without me. 
I had a Table placed upon the fame, at which 
her Majefty eat, juft at her Left Elbow, and 
a Chair to fit 'on. Glu?ndalclitch ftood on a 
Stool on the Floor, near my Table, to aftift 
and take Care of me. 1 had an entire Set of 
Silver Diflies ^nd Plates, and other Nccefta- 

O z lies, 
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ries, which, in Proportion to'thofe' of the 
Queen's, were not ‘much bigger thah what I 
have feen of the fame Kind in a London Toy- 
Shop, for the Furniture of a Baby-Houfe : 
Thefe my little Nurfe kept in her Pocket, i» 
a Silver Box, and gave me at' Meals as I 
wanted them, always cleaning thiifn herfelf. 
No Perfon' dined with the Qoieeh;"^' but' the 
two PrincelTes Royal, the elder iilxteen Years 
old, and the younger at that' Time thirteen 
and a Month. Her Majefty ufed to put a Bit 
of Meat upon one of my Dilhes, out of which 
I carved for myfelf ; and her Diverfion was 
to fee me eat in Miniature. ^ For the Queen 
(who had, "indeed, but a weak Stomach) took" 
up, at one Mouthful, as much as a Dozen 
Englijh Farmers could eat at a Meal ; which^ 
to me,' was for fome Time a very naiifeous 
Sight. She would crunch the Wing ^of a 
Lark, Bones and all, between her Teeth, al- 
though it were nine Times as large as that of 
a full grown Turkey ; and put a Bit of Bread 
into her Mouth, as big as two Tnjuel^e-Pen* 
‘ny Loaves. ' She drank out of a Golden Cup, 
‘ above a Hogfhead at a Draught.' Her Knives 
were'twice as long as a Scythe, fet ftrait up- 
on the Handle. The Spoons, Forks, and 
•otlier Inftniments, were all in the fame Pro- 
portion. " I remember; when Glumdalclitch 
Carried me but of Curiofity to fee fome of the 
T ables at Court, where ten- or a dozen of 
thefe enormous Knives and Forks weib lifted 

up 
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together. . -■-I thought 1 had never, 
then, beheld ib terrible a Sight. 

It b the Cuftom, that wety ^JVednefda^ 

' (which, as I have before obferved, was their 
Sabbath) the KLing and Queen, with the Roy- 
al llTue of both Sexes, dine together in the 
Apartment of his Majefty, to whom I was 
now become a great Favourite } and at thefe 
.Times ray little Chair and Tabk were pla- 
ced at his Left Hand, before one of the Salt - 1 
Cellars. This Prince took a Pleafure in con- 
.verting with me, enquiring into the Manner^ 
Religion, Laws, Government, and Learning 
of Europe ; wherein I gave him the beft Ac- 
count I was able. His Appreljenlion was lb 
clear, and his Judgment fo«exaft, that he 
made very wile KeHefUons and Obfervatlons 
upon all I faid. But 1 conjefs, that after I 
had been a little too copious in Talking of 
my own beloved Country, of our Trade, and 
Wars by Sea and Land, of our Schifms in 
Religion, and Parties in the State \ the Pre* 
judtees of his Education prevailed fo far, that 
he could not forbear taking me up in his Right 
Hand, and ftroakiiig me gently with the o- 
ther, after an hearty Fit of Laughing, alked 
me. Whether I was a Whig or Tory ? Thexi 
turning to his Firft Miniller, who waited be- 
hind him with a white Sta^, near as tall as 
the Main-Maft of. the Royal So^vereign, he 
vbferved how contemptible ,a Thing was hu- 
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man Grandeur, which could be mimicked' b)r 
luch diminutive Infe61s as I ; And yet, fays 
he, 1 dare engage, thefe Creatures have their 
Titles and Diftinftlons of Honour, they con- 
trive little Nefts and Burrows, that they call 
Houfes and Cities ; they make a Figure in 
Drefs and Equipage ; they love, they fight, 
they difpute, they cheat, they betray. And 
thus he continued on, while my Colour came 
and went feveral Times, with Indignation, 
to hear our noble Country, tlie Miftrefs oif 
Arts and Arms, the Scourge of France, the 
Abitrefs of the Seat of Viitue, Piety, 

Honour, and T ruth, the Pride and Envy of 
the World, fo contemptuouliy treated. >

But as /I was not in a Condition to refent 
Injuries, fo, upon mature Thoughts, I began 
to doubt whether I was injured or no. For, 
after having been accuftomed leveral Months 
to the Sight and Converfe of tliis People, and 
obferved every Obje61, upon which I caft mine 
Eyes, to be of proportionable Magnitude, the 
Horror I had at firft conceived,, from their 
Bulk and Alpefl, was fo far worn off, that 
if I had then beheld a Company of EngltJ^ 
Lords and Ladies in their Finery, and Birtff- 
t)ay Cloaths, acting their feveral Parts in 
the moft .courtly Manner, of ftrutting, and 
bowing, and prating j to fay the Truth, I 
ihould have been ftrongly tempted to laugh as 
jnuch 5 it them, as'Uie Kipg and his Grandee?

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did at me. Neither, indeed, could I forbeat 
fmiling at myfelf, when the C^een ufed to 
place me upon her Hand towards a Look- 
ing -Glafs, by which both our Perfons appear- 
ed before me in full View together ; and 
there could nothing be more ridiculous than 
the Comparifon : So that I really began to 
imagine myfelf dwindled many Degrees be- 
low my ufual Size.

^ Nothing angered and mortified me fc^muth 
as the Q^een’s^pwarf,who being of theloweft 
Stature that was ever in that Country, (for i 
verily think he was not full thirty Feet high) 
became infolent at feeing a Creature fo much 
beneath him, that he would always affe6f to 
fwagger and look big as he palfed by -me in 
the Queen’s Anti-Chamber, while I was' 
‘Handing on fome Table talking with the 
Lords or Ladies of the Court, and he feldom. 
failed of a fmart Word or two upon my Lit- 
tlenefs ; againft which I could only revenge 
myfelf by calling him Brother, challenging 
‘him to wreftle, and fuch Repartees as are 
fual in the Mouths of Court Pages, One Day, 
>at Dinner, this malicious little Cubb was fb 
nettled with fomething I had faid to him,

•Majefty’s Chair, he took me- up by the Mid- 
dle-, as I was fitting down, not thinking any 
-Harm, and let me drop into a large Silver 
•Bowl .of Cream, and then - ran^away as faft

^ I had 'not been a good S^snjnioerj it mi^it 
have gone very hard with me y for Glumdalf-^ 
cUtcby iathat Inftant, happened. ta, be arthe 
other End of tlie Room^ and the Q^orwas 
in fuc^ a Fright, that ifae wanted Pre&nce of 
Mind to aiTtd me. Biit my littLe Nurfe san 
to my Relief, and t^lc me out, after I bad 
Iwallowed above a v^art of -Cream. I 
put to Bed; however,. I received no other 
]Damage, than the Lofs of a Suit of ^loalbs, 
which war utterly fpotled. The l>warf was 
Ibundly whipped, and, as a farther Pnni&r 
ment,' forced to drink up the Bowl of Creami 
into which he had thrown me v neither was 
he ever reftored to Favour : For, ^n after, the 
Q^en beftowed him on 2 Lady of hi^Q^a- 
Uty, fo that I faw him. no more,* tp.m^ very 
great Satisfaction ; for 1 could not 
' what Extremity fuch a malickras lircbm 
might have carried hia ReTentmcnt> ■ /■ . : 


He had before, fcrved me a fcurvy Tsick:$ 
which the Q^en a laughing," althou^ at 
.fbe fame Time me was heartily vexed, and 
would have immediately caihiared him, if I 
bad not been fo generous as to intercede. Her 
Majefty, had taken a Marrow-Bone upon her 
Flam, and, after knocking out the Marros% 
placed the Bone again in the Di fli ereC^ as it 
ttood before ; the Dwarf watching bts Op^ 
porb^nty* while GktnuLflclUch. vtas goaeto 
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the Side-Board, movinted the Stool Ihe ftoodf 
on to take Care of me at Tvleals, took me tip’ 
iri both Hands, and, fqueefing my Legs" to- 
gether, wedged them into the Marrow-Bone 
above myWaift, where I ftuck for IbmeTime,’ 
and made a very ridiculous Figure. I believe 
it wjfe nehr'a Minute, before any one knew 
i^at was .become of me ; for I thought it 
bel&w me tO‘Cry out. But, as Princes fel- 
dom get their Meat hot, my Legs were not 
fcalded, only my Stockings and Breeches in 
a fad ' Condition. The Dwarf, at my En- 
treaty, ‘had no other Puniihment than a found 
Whipping.^ ' : ; V 

I was frequently rallied by the Qu^een upon 
Account of my Fearfulnefs ; and llie ufed to 
alk me. Whether the People of my Country 
were as great Cowards as myfelf ? The Oc- 
cafion was this ; The Kingdom is much pef- 
tered with Flies in Summer ; and thefe odious 
Infefts, each of them as big as a Dunjiable 
Lark, hardly gave me any Reft while I fat 
at Dinner, with their continual humming and 
buzzing about mine Ears. They would fome-’ 
times alight upon my Victuals, and leave 
their loathfome Excrement or Spawn behind, 
which to me was very vifible, though not to 
the Natives of that Country, whofe large Op- 
ticks were not fo aaite as mine in viewing 
fmaller Objefts. Sometimes they would fix 
upon myNofe or Forehead, where they ftung 

me 
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me to the Quick, finelllog very offenfiVely^ 
and I could’ ^rly trace that vikous ,Matter> 
^vhich,, our'Naturalifts tell us, enables thofe 
Creatures to walk with their Feet upwards 
tipon a Cieling. I had much ado to defend 
myfelf againll thefe deteftable Animals, aird 
could hot forbear ftarting, when they came 
t>n my Face. It was the common Praflice of 
the r^arf to catch a Niunber of thefe Infe£ls 
in his Hand, as Schoolboys do among us> 
and let them out fuddenly under my Nofe, 
on Purpofe to frighten me, and divert the 
Queen. My Remedy was to cut them in 
Pieces with my Knife, as tliey flew in the 
Air, wherein my Dexterity was much ad- 
Ihired. 

I remember, one Morning, when Glum*^ 
dalclitch had fet me in my Box upon a Win- 
dow, as (he ufoally did in fair Days to give 
me Air (for I durft not venture, to let the B&a. 
be hung on a Nail out of the Window, as 
we do with Cages In EnglanJ) after I had 
lifted up one of my Salhes, and (at down at 
my Table to eat a Piece of fweet Cake f<^ 
my Breakfaft, above twenty Wafps, allured 
by the Smell, came flying into the Room, 
bumming louder than the Drones of as many 
Ba^pes. Some of them (eized my Cake, 
and carried it Piece-meal away ; others flew 
about my Head and Face, confounding me 
with the Noife> and putting me in the umaok 
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Terror of their Stines. However, I had the 
Courage to rife and draw my Hanger, and 
attack them in the Air. I difpatched four 
of them, but the reft got away, and I 
|)refentlyihut my Window, Thefe Infefts 
were as large as Partridges'; I took out their 
Stings,’ found them an Inch and a, half long, 
’and as ftiaip as Needles. I carefully prefer- 
ved them all,'* and having Ctice (hewn them 
with feme other Curi'ofities, in feveral Parts 
of Europe ; upon myReturn to England, I gave 
three cif them to GreJ}:am-CoUege, and .ke]|t^ 
the fourth fpr m)d*elf. 
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^he Country defcribed^ A Propofal for cor- 
resting modern Maps, ^he King's Pa- 
lace, and fome Account of the Metropolis. 
^ The Author s Way of Tra^jelling. The 
chief Temple defcribed. 

I Now intend to give the Jleader a fliort 
Defcription of this Country, as far as I 
travelled in it, which was not above two 
thoufand Miles round Lorhrulgrud, the Me- 
tropolis. For the Queen, whom I always at- 
ten4ed, never went farther, when flie accom- 
panied the King in his Progrefies, and there 
ftaid till his Majefty returned from view- 
ing his Frontiers. ' The whole Extent of 
this. Prince’s Dominions reacheth about fixj 
tlioufand Miles in Length, and from three 
to five in Breadth. From whence I cannot 
but conclude, diat our Geographers of Eu- 
rope are in a great Error, by fuppofing no- 
thing but Sea between Japan and California | 
for it was ever my Opinion, that there mu it 
be a Balance of Earth to counterpoife the 
great Continent of Tartary 5 and therefore 
they ought to correfl their Maps and Charts, 
by joining this vaft Tra6f of Land to the 
• . . ^ , Nordi- 
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Parts of Atnerka ; whema I ihalX 
be ready to lend them my AHiftance. 

TbeKinjfdom is a Penin&la, terminated 
to the Nortk-eaft by. a Ridge of Motmtaina 
thirty Miles high, which are altogether tm« 
palTable, by Rea^ of the Volcanoes upon 
the Tops . Neither do the moft Learned know 
what Sort of Mortals inhabit bej^ond thofe 
Mountains, or whether they be inhabited at 
all. On the three other Sides it is bounded by 
the Ocean;. There is not one Sea-port in the 
whole Kingdom, and thofe’Parts of the Coafts« 
into which the Rhners ftTue, are fo full of 
pointed Rocks, and the Sea generally fo rough, 
^tbat there is no venturing with the finalleft of 
*"their Boats, fo that thefe People are wholly 
excluded from any Commeitc with the reft of 
the Worid, But-the large Rivers are full of 
Veftels, and abound wim excellent Fifli, for 
jthey foldom get any from the Sea, becaufe 
the Sea-Fifti are of the fame She with thofo 
in Europe^ and confequently not worth catch- 
ing s whereby it is manifeft, that Nature 
in the ProduAkm of Plants and Animals 
of fo extraordinaiy a Bulk is wholly con* 
fined to this Continent, of which I leave 
rheReafons to be determined by Philof<n)hers. 
However, now and then they take a vJ^halc, 
that happens to be dafhed againft the Rocks, 
which the common People feed on heartily. 
Theft Whales I have-known fo-lai^c, Aat a 
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Man ‘could hardly caiTy one upon his Shoul* 
ders 5 and fometimes for Curiolity they arc 
brought in Hampers to Lorbrulgrud : I faw 
one of them in a Difti at the King’s Table, 
which paiTed for a Rarity, but Idid notob^ 
ferve he was fond of it $ for 1 think indeed 
the Bignefs difguiled him', although I have 
fcen one lomewhat larger in Greenland.- • *.

The Countiy is well inhabited, for it con- 
tains fifty-one Cities, near an hundred walled 
Towns, and a great Number of Villages#- To 
fatisfy my curious* Reader,* it may be fuffici- 
ent to defcribe Lorbnelgf'ud. This City ftands 
upon almoil two equal Parts on each Side the 
River that paiTes through. It contains a- 
bove eighty-thoufand Houfes, and about fix- 
hundred-thoufand Inhabitants. It is in Length 
three ClomgUmgs (which make about fifty-four 
^ Mngltjb Miles) and two and a half in Breadth, 
as I meafured it myfelf * in the Royal Map 
made by the King's Order, which was laid 
on the Ground on Purpole for me, and ex- 
tended an hundred Feet ; I paced the Dia- 
meter and Circumference feveral Times bare- 
foot, and conmuting 'by the Scale, meafured 
it pretty * ex^aly. • • . . ,

* The ‘King’s Palace is no regular Edifice, 
but an Heap of Building about leven Miles 
round : The chief Rooms are generally two- 
hundred and forty Feet high, and broad and 

long 
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feng in Proportion. A Coach was allowed 
to Ghwidalclitch and me, wherein her Gover- 
nefs frequently took her out to fee the Town, 
or go among the Shoj^ j and I was always 
el' the Party, carried in my Box ; although 
the Girl at my own Defire would often take 
me out, and hold me in her Hand, that I 
might more conveniently view the Houfes and 
the People, as we paffed along the Streets. I 
reckoned our Coach to be about a Square of 
Weftminjier-hall, but not altogether fo high*. 
However, I cannot be very exa6l. One Day 
the Gpvernefs ordered our Coachman to ftop 
at feveral Shops, where the Beggars watching 
their Opportunity, crouded to the Sides of the 
Coach, and gave me the moft horrible Spec- 
tacles, that ever an European Eye beheld. 
There was a \Voman with a Cancer in her 
Breaft, fwelled to a monftrous Size, full of 
Holes, in two or three of which I could have 
cafily crept, and covered my whole Bodv. 
There was a Fellow with a Wen in his Neck, 
larger than five Wool-packs, and another 
with a couple of Wooden Legs, each about 
twenty Feet high. But the moft hateful Sight 
of all was the Lice crawKng on their Cloaths. 
I could fee diftinftly the Limbs of thefe Ver- 
min with my naked Eye, much better than 
thofe of an European Louie through a j^licro- 
'icope, and their Snouts with which they routed 
iike Swine. They were the firft I had ever

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behdM, tfndi Aotildhayebew 
to diflfcft one of them, if 1 had proper Inftra-^ 
ments (which I unluckily left behind me in 
the Ship) although indeed the Sight was fo 
haufeous, that it perfeaiy turned my Sto«. 
mach.'- > ■ ^ 

^ Bcfide the large Box, ' in which I was tdSwr 
ally carried, the Queen ordered a fmaller one 
to be made for me, of about ttivelvc Feet 
fquart and ten high, for the Convenience of 
Travelling, becaufe the odier was fomewhat 
' foo l^ge for GlumJalcHtcb's Lapj and cum*» 
berlbihe in 'the Coach 5 it was made - by the 
fhme 'Artift, whom I direSed hi the whole 
lilontrivance. This Traveliing-Clofet was an 
exaft Square with a W^indow in theNIiddle 
of three of the Squares, and each Window- 
was latticed with' Iron Wire on the Oudide, 
to pr^ent Accidents in long Joumies. On 
the fourth Side, which had no Window, two 
ftrong Staples were fixed, through which the 
Perfbn that carried me, when I had a hdhnd 
to be on Horfeback, put in a Leadiem Belt» 
and buckled it about his Waift. This was 
always the Office of fome grave tnifly Servant, 
in whom I could confide, whether I attended 
the King and Q^een in their Progrelfes, or 
were diipofed to fee the Gardes, or pay a 
Vilit to fome great Lady orMinifter of State 
in the Court, when Glumdalclitch happened to 
lie put of Otder * For- 1 fbon b^^n to be 

known 
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known and efteemed among the greateft Offi- 
cers, I I’uppofe more upon Account of their 
Majefty’s Favour than any Merit of my own. 
In Journies, when I was weary of the Coach^ 

/ a Servant on Horfe-back would buckle my 
Box, and place it on a Cufhion before him $ 
and there I had a full Profpeft of the Country 
on three Sides from the three Windows. I 
had in tliis Clofeta Field-Bed, and a Ham- 
jmock hung from the deling, two Chairs and 
■ a Table, neatly fcrewed to the Floor, to pre- 
vent being tolfed about by the Agitation of 
the Horfe or the Coach. And having been 
long ufed to Sea- Voyages, thofq Motions, al- 
though fontetimes very violent, did not much 
difcompoie me* 

Whenever I had a Mind to fee the Town, 
it was always in my Travelling-CIofet, which 
Glumdalditch held in her Lap in a Kind of 
open Sedan, after the Fafhlon of the Country, 
borne by four Men, and attended by two o- 
• thers in the Queen’s. Livery. The People, 
who had often heard of me, were very curi- 
ous to crowd about the Sedan, and the Girl' 
was complaifant enough to make the Bearers 
ftop, and to take me in her Hand that^ I ^ 
might be more conveniently feen. 

I was very defirous to fee the chief T emple, ^ 
and particularly the-Tower belonging to it, 
which is reckoned the higheft in the King- 
doin. Accordingly one Day my Nurfe car- 
, . . P 3 
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ricd me thither, but I may truly lay I came 
back difappointed ; for the Height is not a« 
bove thrce-thoufand Feet, reckoning from the 
Ground to the higheft Pinnacle Top ; which 
allowing for the Difference between the Size 
of diofe People, and us to Europe^ is no great 
Matter for Admii*ation, nor at all equal in 
Proportion (if I rightly remembCT) to Salijbu’‘ 
rj Steeple* But, not to detra^ from a Nation, 
to which during my Life 1 (hall acknowledge 
myfclf extremely obliged, it muff be allowed, 
that whatever this famous Tower wants in 
Height is amply made up in Beauty and 
Strength. For the Walls are near an hun- 
dred Feet thick, built of hewn Stone, where- 
of each is about forty Feet fquare, and adorn • 
ed on all Sides with Statues of G^s and £m- 
peroj s cut in Marble larger than the Life, 
placed in their le\'eral Niches. I mcafured a 
little Finger, which had fallen down from one 
of the Statues, and lay unperceived among 
feme Rubbilh, and found it exa^kly four Feet 
and an Inch in Length. GlumdalclitchvrcvL^- 
ped it up in her Handkerchief j and carried it. 
Home in her Pocket to keep among other 
Trinkets, of which the Girl was very fond, 
as Children at her Age ufually arc. 

The King's Kitchen is indeed a ndble Build- 
ing vaulted at Top, and about lix-hrtndred 
Feet high. The great Oven is not fo wide 
by tenPac^, as £e Cupola at Paul's : 

For 
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For I meafm ecl the latter on Purpofe after my . 
Return. But ifl fhould defcribe the Kitchen- 
grate, the prodigious Pots and Kettles, the 
Joints of Meat turning on the Spits, with 
many other Particulars, perhaps I fhould be 
hardly believed ; at leaft a fevere Critic woul^I 
be apt to think I enlarged a little, as Travel- 
lers are oftenlhlpefted todo. To avoid which 
Cenfure, I fear I have run too much into the 
other Extream ^ and that if this Treatiie 
ihould happen to be tranflated into die Lan- 
guage of Brobdingnag^ (which is the general 
Name of that Kingdom) and tranfmilted thi- 
ther, the King and his People would have 
Reafon to complain, that I had done them an 
Injury by a falle and diminutive Keprefentar 
lion. 

His Majefty feldom keeps .above fix-hun- 
dred Horles in his Stables : They axe gene- 
rally from hfty-four to iixty Feet high. But« 
when he goes Abroad on folemn Days, h£, ia 
attended for State by a Militia Guard of £ve* 
hundred liojfe, vvhich indeed T thought was 
the moil fplendid Sight that could be ever be* 
held* till 1 favv Part of his Army in Battalia^, 
whereof X. ihali hud another Oecaiion to ^eaj^

Several Adventures that happened to the Au- 
thor.

1 Should have lived happy enough in that 
Country, if my Littlenels had not expofed 
me to feveral ridiculous' and troublrfome 
Accidents : Some of which I lhall venture to 
relate. Glumdalclitch 'often carried me into 
the Gardens of the Court in my fmalier Box, 
and would fomettmes take me out of it, and 
hold me in her Hand, or fet me down to walk'. 
1 remember, before the Dwarf kft the Queen; 
he followed us one Day into thofe Gardens, 
and my Nurfe ■ having fet me down, he and I 
being clofc together, near fome Dwarf Ap- 
ple Trees, I muft needs /hew my Wit, by a 
lilly AHuhon between him and- the Trees, 
which happens to hold in their Language, as 
it' doth in. ours. Whereupon, the malicious 
Rogue watching his Opportunity, when I 
was walking under one of them, (hook it di- 
rcftly ovcr;my Head, by which a dozen Ap- 
ices, eachv of them near as large as 2..Briftol 
Barrel, came tumbling about my Ears ; one 
of them hit me on the Bade as* I chanced to

iioop, and knocked me down fiat on ray Face ; 
but I received no other Hurt, and the Dwarf 
was pardoned at my Deiire, becaule 1 had 
given the Provocation* 

Another Day Gkandalclitch left me oh a 
fhoooth Grafs-plot.to divert myfelf, while fhc 
walked at fome Di fiance with her Govemefs* 
In the mean Time there fuddenly fell fiich a 
violentShower of Hatly that I was immediate- 
ly, by the Force of it, ftrack to the Ground : . 
And, when 1 was down, the Hail>ftones gave 
me fuch cruel Bangs all over the Body, as if 
I had been pelted with Tennis-Balls ; how- 
ever, 1 nuuk a Shift to creep on all foiur, and 
ihelter myfelf, by lying fiat on niy Face, oa 
the Lee-fide of a Border of Lemon Thyme, 
but fo bruifed from Head to Footj that I 
could not go Abroad in ten Days.' Neither 
is this at all to be wondered at, becauie, Na- 
ture in that Country obfervii^ the fame Pro- 
portion through all her Operations, a Hail- 
iione is near eighteen-hundred Times as lar^ 
as one in Europe, which I can affert upon Ex- 
perience, having been fo curipus to weigh and 
meafure them.

den with her Govemefs, and fome Ladies of 
her Acquaintance. While fhe was abfent, 
and out of Hearing, a fmall white Spaniel 
belonging to one of the chief Gardeners, hav- 
ing got by Accident into the Garden, happen- 
ed to range near the Place where I lay : The 
Dog, following the Scent, came direftly up, 
and, taking me in his Mouth, ran ftrait to his 
Mafter, wagging his Tail, and let me gently 
on tlie Ground. By good Fortune he had been 
fo well taught, that I was carried between 
his Teeth without the leaft Hurt, or even tear- 
ing my Cloaths. But the poor Gardener, 
who knew me well, and had a great Kind- 
nefs for me, was in a terrible Fright ; He 
gently took me up in both his Hands, and 
afked me how I did ; but I vVas fo amazed 
and out of Breath, that I could not fpeak a 
'Word. In few Minutes I came to myielf, and 
he carried me fafe to my little Nurfe, who by 
this Time had returned to the Place where 
the left me, and was in cruel Agonies when 
-I did not appear, nor anfwer when flie called ; 
She feverely reprimanded the Gardener on 
Account of his Dog. But the Thing was 
hulhed up, and never known at Court ; for 
the Girl was afraid of the Queen’s Anger, 
and truly as to myfclf, I thought it would 
not be for my Reputation that fuch a Story 
ihould go about. 


This 
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This Accident abfolutely determined Glum^ 
dalelitch never to truft me Abroad for the 
iuture out of her Sight. I had been long a- 
' fraid of this Refolution, and therefore con- 
cealed from her fome little unlucky Adven- 
tures, that happened in thofe Times, when I 
, was left by myfelf. Once a Kite, hovering 
over the Garden, made a Stoop at me, and 
if I had not refolutely drawn* my Hanger, 
and run undefr a thick Efpalier, he would 
have certainly carried me away in his Talons. 
Another Time, walking to the Top of a 
freih Mole-hill, I fell to my Neck in the Hole, 
through which that Animal had caft up the 
Eaith, and coined fome Lye, not worth re- 
membring, to excufe myfelf for fpoiling my 
Cloaths. I likewife broke my right Shin- a- 
gainft the Shell of a Snail,’ which I happened 
to ftumble over, as I was walking alone, and 
thinking on poor England • 

I cannot tell whether I were more pleafed 
or mortified, to obferve in thofe folitary Walks, 
tliat the fmaller Birds did hot appear to be at 
all afraid of me, but would hop about with- 
in a Yard’s Diftance, looking for Worms, 
and other Food, with as mu^ Indifference 
and Security, as if no Creature • at all were 
near them. I remember, a Thrufh had the 
Confidence to fnatch out of my Hand, with 
his Bill, a Fiecc of Cake tlut Glumdalcluch 
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had juft given mo for my Breakfaft, When 
I attempted to catch any of thefe Birds, they 
they would boldly turn againft me, cndea^ 
vouring to pick my Fingers, which I durft 
not venture within their Reach j and then 
they would hop back unconcerned, to hunt 
•for Worms or Snails, as they did before. But 
one Day I took a thick Cudgel, and thre^;tr it • 
V.;ith all my Strength fo luckily at a Linnet, 
that I knocked him down, and, feizing him 
by the Neck with both my Hands, ran with 
him in Triumph to my Nurfe. However, 
Jthe Bird, who had only been ftunned, reco- 
vering himfelf, gave me fo many Boxes with 
his Wings on botli Sides of my Head and Bo- 
dy, though I held him at Arms Length, and 
was out of the Reach of his Claws, that I was 
twenty Times thinking to let him go. But 
J was foon relieved by one of our Servants, 
who wrung off the Bird’s Neck, and I had 
him next Day for Dinner by the Queen's 
Command. This Linnet, as near as I can re- 
member, feemed to be fomewhat larger than 
an England 


The Maids of Honour often invited Glum- 
dalclltch to their Apartments, and dcfired fhe 
would bring me along with her, on Purpofe 
to have the Pleafujre of feeing arid touching 
me. They would often ftrip me naked from 
Top to Toe, and lay me at full Length in 
tlicir Eofoms 3 wherewith I was much diigulf- 

cdj 
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cd ; becaufe, to fay tlie Truth, a very offenfive 
Smell came from their Skins ; which I do not 
mention, or intend, to tlie Diiadvantage of 
•thofe excellent Ladies, for whom I have all 
Manner of Refpeft j but I conceive that my 
Senfe was more acute, in Proportion to my 
Tittlenefs, and thdt thofe illulfrious Perlbns 
were joo more difagreeable to their Lovers, 
or to each other, than People of the fame 
Quality are with us in England. And, after 
I found their natur^ Smell was much 
more fupportable, than when they ufed per- 
fumes, lender which I immediately fwooned 
jrway. I cannot forget, that an intimate 
Friend of mine in Lilliput took the Freedom, 
in a warm Day, when I had ufed a good deal 
of Exercife, to complain of a ftrong Smell a- 
bout me, although I am as little faulty that 
Way, as mod of my Sex : But I fuppofe his 
Faculty of Smelling was as nice, with Re- 
•gard to me, as mine was to that of this Peo- 
ple. Upon this Point, I cannot forbear do- 
ing Juftice to the Q^ecn my Miftrefs, and 
Guimdalclitch my Nuiie, whofe Perfons were 
•as fweet as thofe of any Lady in England. 

That which gave me moft Unealihefs amonpf 
•dhefe Maids of Honour (when my Nurfc car!- 
gded me to vifit them) was to fee them ufe nie 
jwithoutanyManntrof Ceremony, like a^red- 
tm*e who had no Sort of Cpnfequence : For 
libey would drip themfelyes to the Skin, and 

1 0^ put 
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|»ut on their Smocks in ray Prefencej I 
was placed on their Xoylet, direfUy before 
their naked Bodies j- which, lam lure, 
was very far from being a tempting Sight, dr 
from giving me any. other Emotions, than 
thofe of Horror and Difguft. Their Skins ap- 
peared fo coarl'e and- uneven, fo varinufly 
loured, when I faw them near, . -with a Mole 
here and there, as broad as a Trencher, and 
Hairs ^hanging from it thicker than Pack- 
threads, to lay nothing farther concerning-the 
reft, of their Perlbns. . Neitlier did titfey ait^att 
fciuple, while I was by, to-difebarge what 
they had drank, * to the Quantity of* at leaft 
two Hoglheads, in a Veffel that held above 
three Tuns. The handlbmeft among thefe 
Maids of Honour, a pleafant,frolidbme Girl, 
of fixteen, would fometinies fetmeaftrideu^ 
on one of, her Nipples, with many^othecTrieW, 
wherein the Reader .will excuTe inevfomot 
being over pavticularw But I was fo nmiftL 
difpleafed, that I ,GbiJttdSditch'to 

■ ^contrive fome Excufe for- not feeing that yoniig 
iady any more, .. .

. One Day a youngs Gentleman,' who was 
Nephew to my-NArle's Governefs,- came; and 
'prelled them both to fee an Execution, ilt wjr 
, of a Man, who-bad ramdeced one of that 
^Gentleman’s' intimate, Acquaffitance.* • Glum- 
jiMditch waS; prevailed on to be of the CbmH 
*pany, verynmwch againft her IncUnauon, for 
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fhe was naturally tender-hearted ; And, as 
for m^felf, although I abhorred fuch Kind of 
Spe£lacles, yet my Curiofity tempted me to 
fee fomething, that I thought mult be extra- 
ordinary. The Malefaftor was fixed in a 
Chair upon a Scaffold, ere6ted for that Pur- 
pofe, and his Head cut off at one Blow, with 
a Sword of about forty Feet long. The Veins 
aiid Arteries fpouted up fuch a prodigious 
Quantity of Blood, and fo high in the Air, 
.that the great Jett d'eau, itVcrfailles, was not 
equal for the Time It lulled ; and the Head, 
when it fell on the Scaffold Floor, gave fuch 
a Bounce, as made mc'ftart, although I were 
at leaft half an EngliJ)} Mile diftant. 

The Queen, who often ufed to hear me 
talk of my Sea- Voyages, and took all Occa- 
fions to divert me when I was melancholy, 

, afked me whether I underftood how to handle 
a Sail, or an Oar, and whether a little Excr- 
cile of Rowing might not be convenient for my 
Health ? I anlwered, that I underllood both 
very well ; For, although my proper' Employ- 
ment had been to be Surgeon or Doftor to 
the Ship, yet often, upon a Pinch, I was for- 
ced to work like a common Mariner. But I 
could not fee how this could be done in their 
Country, where the fmall eft Wherry was e- 
qual to a Firft-rate Man of War among us, 
and fuch a Boat as I could manage, would 
.never live in any „of their Rivers. Her Ma-

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jetly (kid, if I wotild contrive a Boat,* Im 
own JcHner fhould make it, and (he would 
provide a place for me to fail in. The Fellow 
was an ingenious Workman, andy by my In- 
ftru6Uons, in tenDays hnilhed a Plealiire-boat, 
with all its Tackling, ^able conveniently to 
hold eight Europeans s When it wasiiniified, 
the Queen was fo delighted, that (helan with 
it in her Lap to the King, who ordered it t» 
be put in a Ciftcrn full of Water, with me ia 
it, by Way of Trial ; where I could not mav 
nage my two Sculls, or little O^rSy for Want 
of Room. But the Queen had before contri* 
ved another Projeft : She ordered the Joiner 
to make a wooden Trough of direc himdred 
Feet long, fifty broad, and eight deep ; v/hich 
-being well pitched, to prevent Leaking, was 
placed on the Floor along the Wall, in an 
outer Room of the Palace. It had a Cock 
near the Bottom, to let out the Water when 
it began to grow ftale, and two Servants could 
•eafiiy fill it iti half an Hour. Here I often 
tifed to row for- mv own Diverfion, as well 
as that of the Queen and her Ladies, who 
thought themielves well entertained with my 
Skill and Agility. ♦ Sometimes I would put - 
up my Sad, and then my Buiinefs was only 
to fteer, while the Ladies gave me a Gale with 
their Fans ; and, when they were weary, 
fome-of the Pages would blow my Sail for- 
ward with their Breath, while I (hewed ray 
Art by Hearing Starboard or Larboard, as 1 
■c*” - - pleafed* 
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.pkafed. When I had done, Clumdaklitch 
^ways • carried back my Boat into her Cloiet, 
and hung it on a Nail to dryi - • ♦ 

• In this Exercife I once met an Accident,* 
which had like to have coft me my Life : For^. 
one of the Pages having put my into ' ' 
riie Trough, the .Govemefs, who attended 
Giumdalditch, very officioufly lifted, me up to 
place me in the Boat, but/1 happened to flip 
through her Fingers, and Ihoiild infallibly 
have fallen down .forty Feet upon the Floor, 
if, by the luckieft Chance in the World, I had . 

. not been flopped by a Corking- pin, that flucfc 
in the good Gentlewoman’s Stomacher $ the 
Head of the Pin palTed between' my Shirt and 
the Waiflband of my. Breeches, and thus. I 
was held by the Middle in the Air, till Glum^ 
ran to ray Relief. . . . ■>

. , Another T ime, one of . the Servants, whofe 
Office it was to fiU my Trough every third 
Hay with.frelh Water, was fo carelefs, to let 
*a huge Frog (not perceiving it) flip out of his 
Pail.;.The Frog lay concealed till I was put 
into my Boat, but tlien, feeing a refling- place, 
climbed up, and made it lean fo much on one 
.Si.de, that I was forced to balance it with aH 
my Weight on the other, .to prevent Over- 
turning. , When the Frog was got in, it hop- ‘ 
ped at once half the Length of the Boat, and 
then over my Head, backwards and forwards,

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daubing my Face and Cloaths with its odiotra 
Siime. The Largenefs ef its Features made 
xt appear the moft deformed Animal^ that cair 
be conceived ► However, I A^vs^^Glumdal^ 
ditch to me deal with it alone. 1 banged’ 
it a gfood Whik with one'ofmy ScuUs, and"' 
at^laftfor^dit to leap out of the Boat.

* But the greateft Danger I eves underwent^ 
in that Kingdom, was from a Monkey, who 
belonged to one of die Clerics of the Kitchen. 
ClumJalditcb had locked meup in her Clolet^ 
while Ihe went* fomewhere upon Buiinefs, or 
a Vifit. The Weather being very warm, the 
Clofet-window was left open, as well as the 
Windows and the Door of my bigger Box^ 
in which I ufually lived^ becauk ofits Larger 
nefs and Conveniency. As I fat quietly, me- 
ditating at my Table, I heard • Ibmefhingf 
bounce in at the Clqfet-wiiidow, and ikip about 
from one Side to the other ; whereat, although 
I were much alarmed, yet I ventured to loc^ 
out, but not Hirring from my Seat ; and dien 
f fa\y this frdidbme Animal friiking and- 
kaping up and down, till at lah he came to 
my Box, which he fcemed to view with great* 
Pleafiire and Curiofity, peeping in at the Door 
end eveiy Window, I retreated to the far- 
ther Corner of *my Room, or 'Box, but the 
Monkey looking in, at every Side, put me 
into fuch a Fright, that I wanted Prelente of

After feme Timt 
fpent in peeping, grinning, and challerin^, 
he at lad el'pied me, and reaching ©nfe of his 
Paws in at the Door, as a Cat does when ftw 
plays with a Moufe, although 1 often Ihifted 
Place to avoid him, he at len^h feized the 
Lappet of ray Coat (which, being made of 
that Country Silk, was very tlnck and ftrong) 
and dragged me out. He took me up in his 
* right Fore-foot, and held me as a Nurfe does 
a Child ihe is going to fucklc, juft as I have 
feen the fame Sort of Creature do with a Kit. 
ten vci-Europe : And, when I offered to ftrug- 
gle, he Iqueefed me fo hard, that I thought it 
more prudent to fubmit. I have good Rea- 
fon to believe, that he took me for a young 
one of his own Species, by his often ftroaking 
my Face very gently with his other Paw* 
In thefe Diverfions, he was interrupted by a 
Noife at the Clofet-Door, as if feme Body 
were opening it ; whereupon he fuddenly leap- 
ed up the Window, at which he had come 
ki, and thence upon the Leads and Gut- 
ters, walking upon tliree Legs, and holding 
ihe in the fourth, till he clambsred up to a 
Roof that was next to ours. I heard Glum* 
dalditch give a Shreek at the Moment he was 
«arrying ms out. Xhe poor Girl was almoff 
dilhafled : That Quarter of the Palace was 
all in an Uproar j the Servants ran for Lad- 
ders ; the Monkey was feen by hundreds in 
the Court, fitting upou the Ridge of a Build- 
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ing, holding me like a. Baby in one of hi& 
Fore- paws, and feeding me with the other/ 
by cramming into my MouUi ibme Victuals 
he had fque^ed out ol the Bag on one Slde^of 
' his Chaps,' and patting me when I wouid^not 
eat } whereat many of the Rabble below could 
not forbear laughing; neither, do 1 think 
they juftly ought to be blamed, for, .without 
Queftion, the Sight was. ridiculous enough to 
every Body .but myfelf. .Some of the People • 
tluew up Stones, hoping to di ive the Monkey 
down ; but this was llridlly forbidden, or elfe» 
very probably, my Brains had been dalhed 



- The Ladders were now applied, and mount- 

ed by feveral Men, which the , Monkey ob- 
ferving, and finding himfelf almofi. encon>- 
paffed ; not being able to make Speed enough 
with his three Legs, ,let me, drop on a Ridge 
Tyle, and-made his Efcape..'

but my dear little Nurfe picked it out of my 
Moutbwith a fmall Neeme, and then 1 1^1 a 
vomiting, which gave me great Relief. Yet 
I was fo weak, and bruifed in the Sides, with 
the Squeeies given me by this odious Animal, 
tiiat I was forced to keep my Bed a Fortnight. 
The King, Queen, and all the Court, fent 
every jDay to enquire after my Health, and 
her Majeftymade mefeveral Vifits dbring my 
Sickneis. The Monkey was killed, and an 
Ordet made, that no fuch Animal ^ould be 
kept about the Pahute. 

When I attended the King after Reco- 
very, to return him Thanks for his Favours,

I told his Majcfty, that 
in Europe we had no Monkies, except fuch us 
were brought for Curiofities from other Pla- 
ces, and te fmall, that I could deal with a 
t)o 2 en of them together, if they prefiimed to 
attack me. And as for that monftrous Ani- 
mal, with whom I was fo lately engaged, (it 
was, indeed, as large as an Elephant) if my 
Fears* had fuffered me to think fo far as to 
• > make 
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make Ufe of my Hanger (looking fiejrceiy^ 
and clapping my Hand upon Kilt, as /I 
fpoke) when he poked his'J? aj^ intp 
ber, perhaps, I fhould iiaye, given him luch 
a Wound, as would have made . him glad tp 
withdraw it with mOre. Hafte..tl^n.he put it 
in. This. I delivered in fiiin X9ne, like^ 
a Perfon who v^’as jealous, left 'hVs (^uragc 
ihould be called in Queftion... However, jny 
Speech produced nothing eVfe, befides-a loud 
Xaughtcr, which all the Refpe<5l due to^hi$' 
Majefty, from thofe abbut;,him, couW-not 
make them contain. This'^made me refle61:, 
|ipw vain an Attempt it, is for a 
deavour doing himfelf Honour . among thol^ 
'who are out oF all ifeegree of Rquall'ty or -Conaj 
parifon with him. An^ yet X have Teen 
- Moral of my own Behaviour very frequent in 
England fince my Return, w^hefe a little con* 
temptible Varlet, without the leaft 'Title to 
Birth, Perfon, Wit, or common Senfe, ihall 
prefume to, look with Importance, and put 
ni^elf upon a Foot with me greatefl: Perfons 
of the Kingdom, , 

.1 was every Day furniihing.thc .Court with 
fome ridiculous Story y and Glumdalclitcb^ 
although flie loved me to Excefs, .yet wa^ 
arch enough to inform the Queen, whenever 
I committed any Folly, diat (he ^thought 
would be diverting to her Majelly. The Girl, 
who had been out of .Order,- was carried by 
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lier Govemefs to take the Air about an Hour’s 
Diftance, or thirty Miles from Town. They 
alighted out of the Coach near a frnall Foot- 
path in the Field, and Glumdalclitch fetting 
down my Travelling-box, I went out of it 
to walk. There was a Cow -dung in the Path, 
and I muft need try my A6livity, by attempt- 
ing to leap over it. I took a' Run, but unfor- 
tunately jumped Ihort, and found myfelf juft 
in the Middle up to my Knees. I waded 
through with fome Difficulty, and one of the 
Footmen wiped me as clean as he could with 
his Handkerchief 5 for I was filffiily bemired, 
and my Nurfe confined me to my Box, till 
we returned Home ; where the Queen was 
foon informed of what had paffied, and the 
Footman fpre^d it about the Court *, fo that 
all the Mirth, for fome Days, v\as at my 
Expence.

twice a Week, and .oftwi- fecn hiip

was at firft very terrible to behold t , ^ 

Kaaor was almoft twice as long 'as aif ordinA- 
ry Scythe. His Majefiy, actordmg 'io ^the 
Cuftom of the Country, was only (ha^ed l«^rice ■ 
a Week. I once prevailed on the Barber'to 
give’me fome of the Suds or Lather, ^oiittSf 
which I picked forty or fifty pf the ftrong^ 
Stumps of Hair. I then took aPiece of fine 
Wood, and cut it like the Back of i'Con^^ 
making ieveral Holes in it at equal Diftaac^' 
with as fmall a Needle as I could get'frona 
Glumdalclitch, I fixed in the Stumps fo artf- 
ficially, fcraping and Hoping them With my 
Knife towards the Points, that I made a veiy 
tolerable Comb ; which was a feafonable 
Supply, my own being fo much broken in tJife 

Teeth, 
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Teeth, that it was alraoft ufelefs : Neither did 
I know any Artift in that Country fo nice arid 
cxaft, as would undertake to make me an-" 
other. " 

And this puts me In mind of an Amufe- 
ment wherein I fpent many of my leilure 
Hours. I defired the Queen’s Woman to 
fave for me the Combings of her Majefty’s 
Hair, whereof in Time I got a good Quan- 
tity, and confulting with my Friend the Ca- 
binet-maker, who had received gencial Or- 
ders to do little Jobbs for me, I directed him 
to make two Chair-frames, no larger thaa- 
thofe I had in my Box, and then to bore little 
Holes with a fine Awl round thofe Parts 
where I defigned the Backs and Seats j thro' 
thefe Holes I wove the ftrongell Hairs I could 
pick out, juft after the Manner of Cane Chairs 
in England. When they were finifhed, I made 
a Prefent.of them to her Majefty, who kept 
them in her Cabinet, and ufed to lliew them 
for Curiofities, as, indeed, they were the 
Wonder of every one that beheld them. The 
Queen would have had me fit upon one of 
thefe Chairs, but I abfolutely refufed to obey 
her, protefting I would rather die a thoufand 
Heaths, than place, a difltonourable Part of 
my Body, on thofe precious Hairs, that once 
.adorned her Majefty’s Head. Of thefe Hairs , 
(as I had always a mechanical Genius) I. 
likewife made, a neat little Purfe about five 

' R * ' Feet 
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Feet long, with her Majefty's Name decy- 
pheredin Gold Letters, which I gave to GIutHt 
dalclitchy by the Queen's Confent. To fay 
the Truth, it was more for Shew than Ufe, 
being not of Strength to bear the Weight of 
the larger Coins, and therefore fhe kept no- 
thing in itbutfome little Toys that Girls are 
fond of. 

The King, who delighted in Mufic, had 
frequent Concerts at Court, to which I was 
fometimes carried, and fet in my Box on a 
T able to hear them : But the Noife was fo 
^eat, that I could hardly diilinguifti the 
Tunes. I am confident, that all the Drums 
and Trumpets of a Royal Army, beating and 
founding together juft at your Ears, could not 
equal it. My Pra6lice was to have my Box 
removed from the Places where the Perform- 
ers I’at, as far as I could, then to Ihut the 
Doors and Windows of it, and draw the 
Window-curtains j after which I found their 
Muficmot difagreeable. 

I had learned in my Youth to play a little 
upon the Spinet. Glufndalclitcb kept one in 
her Chamber, and a Mafter attended twice a 
Week to teach her : I call it a Spinet, hecaufe 
at fomewhat refembled that Inftrnment, and 
was played upon in the fame Manner. A 
Fancy came into my Head, that I would en- 
tertain the King and Queen with an Engliji 

Tui\c 
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TTune upon this Inftrument. But this ap- 
peared extremely difficult ; For the Spinet 
•was near ffxty Feet long, each Key being al- 
moft a Foot wide,, fo that, with my Arms ex- 
tended, I could not reach to above five Keys, 
and to prefs them down required a good fmart 
Stroak w'itii my Fift, which would be too 
gieat a Labour, and to no Piirpofe. The Me- 
thod I contrived was this ; I pr^ared two 
round Sticks about the Bignefs or common 
Cudgels i they were thicker at one End than 
the other, and I covered the thicker Ends 
with a Piece of a Moufe’s Skin, that, by rap- 
ping on them, I might neither damage the 
Xops of the Keys, nor interrupt the Sound. 
Before the Spinet a Bench was placed about 
four Feet below the Keys, and I was put up- 
on the Bench. I ran fideling upon it that 
Way and this, asfaft as I could, banging the 
proper Keys with my two Sticks, and made a 
Shift to play a Jigg, to the great Satisfa6lion 
of both, their Majefties : But it was the moft 
violent Exercife I ever underwent, and yet I 
could not ftrike above fixteen Keys, nor, con- 
fequently, play the Bafe and Treble together, 
as other Artifts do ; which was a gieat Dif- 
advantage to my Performance. 

The King^ who, as I before obferved, was 
a Prince of excellent Underftanding, would 
frequently order that I Ihould be brought in 
my Box, and fet upon the Table in his Clo- 
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fet : He would then command me to bring 
. one of my Chairs out of the Box, and fit down 
within three Yards Diftance upon the Top of 
the Cabinet, which brought me almoft to a 
Level with his Face. In this Manner I had 
feveral Converfations with him. I one Day 
took the Freedom to tell his Majefty, that the 
C6ntempt he difcovered towards Europe^ and 
the reft of the World, did not feem anfwer- 
nble to thofe excellent Qualities of Mind he 
was Mafter of. That ]Reafon did not extend ' 
itfelf with the Bulk of the Body ; On the 
Contrary, we obfei*ved in our Country, that 
the talleft Perfons were ufually leaft provided 
with it. That, among other Animals, Bees 
and Ants had the Deputation of more Indtif- 
try, Alt, and Sagacity, than many of the 
larger Kind^ 5 and that, as inconfiderable as 
he took me to be, I hoped I might live to do 
his Majefty fome fignal Service. The Kin^ 
heard me with Attention, and began to con- 
ceive a much better Opinion, of me, than hp 
had ever before. He defired I would give him 
as exa6I an Account of the Government of 
England^ as I pofiTiBly could ; becaufe, as 
fond as Princes commonly are of tlieir own 
CuftomS|(for fo he conjeftured of other Mo- 
narchs by my former Difeourfes) he ftiould 
be glad to hear of any Thing, that might de- 
ferve Imitation. • 
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-Imagine with thjrfelf, courteous Reader, 
how often I then wifhed for the Tong\jie of 
i)etngjihen^s or Cicero, tliat might have ena- 
bled me to celebrate the Praife gf my own 
dear native Country, in a Style equal to its 
Merits andh'elicity. 

I began my Difcourfe, by informing his 
Majefty, that our Dominions confifted of two 
Iflands, which compofed three mighty King- 
doms under one Sovereign, befides our Plan- 
tations in America. I dwelt long upon tlie 
Fertility of our Soil, and the Teipperature of 
our Climate. I then fpoke at large upon the 
Conftitution of an Englijb Parliament, partly 
made up of an illuftrious Body, called ^tlie 
Houfe of Peers, Perfons of the nobleft Blood, 
and of the moft antient and ample Patrimo- 
nies. I deferibed tliat extraordinary Care al- * 
ways taken of their Education In Arts and 
Arms, to qualify them for being Counfellors 
both to the King and Kingdom ; to have a 
Share in the Legiflature ; to be Members of 
the higheft Court of Judicature, from whence 
there could be no Appeal ; and to be Cham- 
pions always ready for the Defence of their 
Prince ana Country, by their Valour, Con- 
du£l, and Fidelity. That thefe were the Or- 
nament and Bulwark of the Kingdom, wor- 
thy Followers of their moft renowned An- 
xeftors, whofe flpnour had been the Reward 
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of their Virtue, from which their Pofterity 
were never once known to degenerate. Tp 
thefe were joined feveral holy Perfons, as 
Part of that AfTembly, under the Title of 
Bifliops, whofe peculiar Bufmefs it is to take 
Care of Religion, and of thofe who inftnift 
the People therein. Thefe were fearcbed and 
fought out through the whole Nation, by the 
Prince, and his wifeft Counfellors, among 
fuch of the Priefthood as were moft defervedly 
dillinguilhed by the San6tity of their Lives, 
and the Depth of their Erudition, who were, 
indeed, the fpiritual Fathers of the Clergy 

and the People. * " 

' * 

That the other Part of the Parliament con- 
fifted of an AiTembly called the Houfe of 
Commons, who were all principal Gentle- 
men, freely picked and culled out by the Peo- 
ple themfelves, for their great Abilities, an4 
Loye of their Country, to reprefent the Wif- . 
dom of the whole Nation. And thefe two 
Bodies make up the moft auguft Affcmbly in 
Europe, to whom, in Conjunction with the 
Prince, the whole Legiflature is committed* 

I then defeended to the Courts of Juftice, 
over which the Judges, thofe venerable Sages 
and Interpreters of the Law, prefided, for 
determining th? difputed Rights and Pro- 
perties of Men, as well as for die Punilhment 
of Vice, and ProtefUon of Jxmocence. X 
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mentioned the prudent Management of our 
Treafuiy, the Valour and Atchlevements of 
our Forces by Sea and Land. I computed 
the Number of our People, by reckoning how 
,many Millions there might be of each religi - 
ous Se61:, or political Party among us. I did 
not omit even our Sports and Pailimes, or ar 
ny other Particular, which I thought might 
redound to the Honour of my Country. Ajid 
I finiftied all with a brief hiftorical Account 
of Affairs and Events in England^ for about 
an hundred Years paft. 

This Converfation was not ended under five 
Audiences, each of feveral Hours } and the 
King heard the Whole with great Attention, 
frequency taking Notes of what I fpoke, as 
well as Memorandums of what Q^eftions lie ' 
intended to afk me. 

When I had put an End to thefe long Dif- 
courfes, his Majelty, in a fixth Audience, con- 
fuking his Notes, propofed many Doubts, 
•iQujeries, and Obieaions, upon every Arti- 
cle. He afked what Methods were ufed fo 
cultivate the Minds and Bodies of our young 
Nobility, and in what Kind of Bufinefe they 
commonly {pent the firft and teachable Part of 
their Lives. What Courfe was taken to fup- 
ply that Aflembly, when any noble family 
became extin^l:. What Qualifications were 
iwcefiary in thofe, wh9 arc to be created new 

Lords; 
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Lords : Whether the Humour of the Prince, 
a Sum of Money to a Court Lady, ora Pnme 
Minifter, or a Defign of ftrengthening a 
Party oppofite to the public Intereft, ever hap- 
pened to be Motives in thofe Advancements. 
What Share of Knowledge thefe Lords had 
in the Laws of their Country, and how they 
came by it, fo as to enable them to decide 
the Properties of their Fellow-fubjefts in their 
laft Refort. Whether they were always fo 
free from Avarice, Partialities, or Want, that 
. a Bribe, or fome other linifter View, could have 
no Place among them. Whether thofe holy 
Lords I fpoke of, were always promoted to that 
Rank upon Account of their Knowledge inre- 
' ligious Matters, and the Sanfdty of then- Lives, 

* had never been Compilers with the Times, 
while they were common Priefts, or flavifti 
proftitute Chaplains to fome Nobleman, whole 
'Opinions they continued fervilely to follow, 
•after they were admitted into that AlTcnobly, 

He then defired to know, what Arts were 
pra£lifed in elefting thofe, whom I called 
Commoners : Whether a Stranger, with a 
ftrong Purfe, might not influence the vulgar 
Voters to chufe him before their own Land- 
lord, or the moft confiderable Gentleman in 
‘the Neighbourhood. How it came to pafs, 
that People were fo violently bent upon get- 
tmg into this Aflemhly, which I allowed to 
, be a great Trouble and Expence, often to 
the Ruin of their Families, witliovt any Sa- 
lary

lary or Penfion : Becaufe that appeared fuch 
aii exalted Strain of Virtue and public Spirit, 
that his Majefty feemed to doubt it might 
poflibly not be always fincere ; And he defi- 
red to know, whether fuch zealous Gentle- 
i\?en Oould have any Views of refunding them- 
felvcs for the Charges and Trouble they were 
at, by faci'lficing the public Good to the De- 
' figns of a weak and vicious Prince, in Con- 
junftion with a corrupted Miniftry. He 
multiplied his Queftions, and fifted me tho- 
roughly upon every Part of this Head, pro- 
pofing numberlefs Enquiries and Objeftrons, 
Vvhich I think it not prudent or convenient 
repeat. 

■ Upon what I faid, in Relation to our Courts 
qf Jiiftice, his Majefty defired to be fatisfied^ 
in feveral Points ; And, this I was the better 
able to do, having been formerly almoft ruin- 
ed by a long Suit in Chancery, which was 
dca*eed for me with Cofts. He afked, what 
Time was ufually fpent in dptermining be- 
tween Right and Wrong, and what Degree 
of Expence. Whether Advocates and Ora- 
tors had Libeity to plead in Gaufes manifeft- 
\y known to be unjuft, vexatious, or oppref- 
Mve. Whether Party in Religion or Politics 
were obferved to be of any Weight in the 
Scale of Juftice. Whether thofe . pleading 
Orators were Perfpns educated in the general 
Knowledge of Equity, or only in provincial, 

national^ 
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national, and other local Cuftoms; Whe- * 
ther they or their Judges had any Part in pen- 
ning thofe Laws, which they alTumed the Li* 
berty of interpreting and glofling upon at 
their Pleafure* Whether they had ever, at 
different Times, pleaded tor and againft the 
fame Caufe, and cited Precedents to prove 
contrary Opinions. Whether they were a rich 
or a poor Corporation. Whether they recei- 
ved any pecuniary Reward for pleading br 
deliwing their Opinions. And particularly, 
whetner they' were ever admitted as Members 
in the lower Senate. 

He fell next upon the Management of our 
Treafury, and faid, he thought my Memory* 
had failed me,*becaufe I computed our Taxes 
at about five or fix Millions a Year, and, 
when I came to mention the Iffues, he found 
they fometimes amounted to more than dou- . 
ble ; for the Notes he had taken, were very 
particular in this Point, becaufe he hoped> 
as he told me, that the Knowledge of our 
Conduft might be ufeful to him, and he could 
not be deceived in his Calculations : But, if 
what I told him were true, he was ftill at a 
Lofs how a Kingdom could run out of its 
Eftate like a private Perfoni He afked me, 
who were our Creditors , ind where we 
fiiould find Money to pay them. He won- 
dered to hear me talk of fuch chargeable and 
expenfive Wars } tliat certainly we muft be a 
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quarrelfome People, or live among very bad 
pei^bours, and that our Generals muft needs 
be richer than our Kings, He aAced, what 
Bufinefs we had out of our own lAands, un- 
lefs upon the Score of Trade or Treaty, or 
to defend the Coafts with our Fleet. Above 
all, he was amazed to hear me talk of a mer- 
cenary Handing Army in the midft of Peace, 
and among a free People. He faid, if we 
were governed by our own Confent in the 
Perlbns of our Reprefentatives, he could not * 
imagine of whom we were afraid, or againft 
whom we were to fight j and would hear my 
Opinion, whether a private Man’s Houle 
might not better be defended by himfelf, his 
Children, and Family, than by half a Dozen 
Rafcals picked up at a Venture in the Streets, 
■for fmall Wages, who might get an hundred 
Times more by cutting their Throats. 

He laughed at my odd Kind of Arithme- 
tick (as he waspleafed to call it) in reckon- 
ing the Numbers of our People by a Com- 
putation drawn from the feveral Se61s among 
us in Religion and Politics. He faid, he knew' 
no Reafon, why thofe who entertain Opi- 
nions prejudicial to the Public, Ihould be ob- 
liged to change, or (hould not be obliged to 
conceal them. And as it was Tyranny in 
any Government to require the nrft, fo it 
was Weaknefs not to enfoi^e the fecond : For 

a Man 
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a Man may be allowed to keep Poifons in l\is 
Clofet, but not to vend theni about for. Cor- 
dials. 

He obferved, that, among the Diverfions 
of our Nobility and Gentry, I had mentioned 
Gaming. He defired to know at what Age 
this Entertainment was ufually taken up, ai\d 
when it was laid down } how much of their 
Time it employed ; whether it ever went fo 
high as to affefl their Fortunes : Whether 
mean vicious People, by their Dexterity , in 
that Art, might not arrive at great Riches, 
and foinetimes keep our very Nobles in De- 
pendance, as well as habituate them to vile 
Companions, wholly take them from the Im- 
provement of their Minds, and force them, 
by the Lofles they have received, to learn and 
praftife that infamous Dexterity upon others. 

He was perfefUy aftonilhed with the hifto- 
rical Account I gave him of our Affairs du- 
ring the laft Century, protefting it was only 
a Heap of Confpiracies, Rebellions, Mur- 
ders, Maffacres, Revolutions, Banifliments, 
the very worft Effefts that Avarice, Faflion, 
Hypocrify, Perfidioufnefs, Cruelty, Rage, 
Madnefs, Hatred, Envy, Luff, Malice, or 
Ambition, could produce. 

His Majcfty in another Audience was at 
the Pains to recapitulate the Sum of all I had 
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fpoken, compared the Queftlons he made with 
the Anfwers I had given j then taking n?e 
into his Hands, and Itroaking me gently, de- 
livered himfelf in thefe Words, which I fliall 
•never forget, npr the Manner he fpoke thena 
in ; My little Friend GriUrigt you have made 
a moft admirable Panegyric upon your Coun- 
try ! You have clearly proved, that IgnOf 
^ ranee, Idlenefs, and Vice, are the proper In- 
gredients for qualifying a Legiflator : That 
Laws are heft explained, interpreted, and 
applied by thofe whole Intereft and Abilities 
lie in perverting, confounding, and eluding 
them. I obferye, among you Ibme Lines of 
an Inftitution, which^ in its Original, might 
have been tolerable j but thel’e half erafed, 
and the reft wholly blurred and blotted by 
Cl^Imptions. It doth not appear from all 
you have faid, how any one Perfe61ion is re- 
■ quired toward the Procurement of any one 
Station among you ; much lefs that Men are 
ennobled on Account of their Virtue, that 
Pr'iefts are advanced for their Piety or Learn- 
ing, Soldiers for their Condu61; or Valour, 
Judges for their Integrity, Senators for the 
Love of their Country, or Counfellors for 
their Wifdom. As for yourfelf (continued 
the King) who have fpent tlie greateft Part of 
your Life in T ravelling, I am well difpofed 
to hope you may hitherto have efcaped many 
Vices of your Country. But, by what I have 
gathered from your own Relation, and the 
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Anfwers I have with much Pains wrinsed 
and extorted from you, I cannot but conclu^ 
the Bulk of your Natives to be the moft per- 
nicious Race of little odious Vermin, that 
Nature ever iiiffered to crawl upon the Sur- 
face of the Earth, 
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, 1 

^he Author' f Lo*ve of his Gauntry; He makes, 
a Propofal of much Ad<vantage to the 
King, *which is rejeSied. The King^s great 
Ignorance in Politics, The Learning of 
that Country *very imperfeS and confined. 
Their Lasws, and military Affairs, and ' 

‘ Partiej in the State, 

N othing, but an extreme Love of 
Truth, could have hindered me from^ 
concealing this Part of my Story. H 
was in vain to difeover my Refentments, which 
were always turned into Ridicule j and I 
* was forced to reft with Patience, while my 
noble and moft beloved Country was fp in- 
Jorioufty treated. I am heartily forryi as any 
my Readers can poflibly be, that lu chan. 
Occafton was ^iven : But ^is Prince happen- 
ed to be fb curious and inquifiUve upon every 
Particular, that it could not confift either 
with Gratitude or good Manners, to refufc 
Ijiving him what Satisfaftion I was able. 
Yet thus much I may be allowed to fay in 
my own Vindication, That I aitfully eluded 
of his Queftions, and gave to every 
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> Point a mtsre favourable T^urn, bynmai^ i^ 
grees/ than the Strffthefs '<jf Triitk 'wcmW 
allow. For I have always borne that lau<ia- 
ble Partiality to my own Country, ‘'{^whicb 
Dionyfus HalicdmaJfenj^ Juftice' 
recomra^ds to an Hiftorian t, 1 would hide^ 
the Frs^es and Defbnitkft» ix my^dliticat' 
Mother, and place her Virtues ana Beauties 
in the moft adv’antageous I;ight. .Thist$as 
. ihy fiftcere Endeavour in ‘thole many.l^ 
courfes 1 had with that Monarch, although 
it unfortunately failed of Succefs. , 1 ‘ 

. 1 r. .V/ 'f.:- ''> ■ 

But great Allowances dibuld be glveif tO a 
King, who lives wholly feduded from tHc 
reft of the Virorld, ifhd therefore bifc ^ 
tOgether>unaoquainted with tlie Manners 
Cuftoms, that Woft prevail in 'ofher Nations V 
The Want of which Knowledge will eve?' 
produce mkny Prejudices, and a cettain Mir- 
ranjunefs of thinking, from whitk We and thef' 
politer Countries of Europe are Wholly ex-;' 
empted. And it would bfe bslird, indeed,* if 
fo remote a Prince's Notions of Virtue aiidf 
Vice were to be offered as a Standard for 
Mankind. 

' To cot^rm what I have noW faid',* aiid^ 
further, to (hew the miferable Effefts' of s£ 
confined Education, I lhall here infert a Paf- 
Ihge, which will hardly obtain Belief. Tn 
Hopes to ingratiate rayfelf farthlsr into hi*; 
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Maiefty’s Favour, I told him of an Invention 
^ dlfcovered between three and four-hundred 
"V ears ago, to make a certain Powder, into 
an Heap of which the fmalleft Spark of Fire 
failing, would kindle the Whole in a Mo- 
ment, although it were as big as a Mountain, 
and make it all fly up in the Air together. 
With a Noife and Agitation greater than 
Thunder, That a proper Quantity of this 
Powder rammed into an h^ow Tube of 
Pra^s or lion, according to its Bignefs, would 
drive a Ball of Iron or Lead with fuch Vio- 
lence and Speed, as nothing was able to fuf- 
tain its Force. That the largea Balls, thus 
difcharged, would not only deftroy whole ' 
Ranks of an Army at once, but batter the 
ftrongeft Walls to the Ground, fink down 
Ships, With a thoufand Men in each, to the 
Bottom of the Sea j and, when linked toge- 
tlier by a Chain, would cut through Mafts 
and Rigging, divide Hundreds of Bodies in 
the ^iiddle, and lay all wafte before them. 
That we often put this Powder into large 
hollow Balls of Iron, and difcharged them 
by an Engine into fome City we were befiege- 
ing, which would rip up the Pavements, tear 
the Houles to Pieces, burft and throw Splin- 
ters on every Side, dafhing out the Brains of 
all who came near. That I knew the Ingre- 
dients very well, which were cheap, and 
common ; I underftood the Manner of com- 
pounding them, {and could direct his Work- 
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men how to make thofe Tubes of a Size pro- 
'portionable to all other Things in his Majef. 
ty’s Kingdom, and the largeft need not be a- 
bove an hundred Feet long ; twenty or thirty of 
which Tubes, charged with the proper Quan- 
tity of Powder and Balls, would batter down 
the Walls of the ftrongeft Town in his Do- • 
minions in few Hours, or dcftroy the whole 
Metropolis, if ever it (hould pretend to dif- 
pute his ablblute Commands. This I hum- 
bly offered to his Majefty, as a fmall Tri- 
bute of Acknowledgment in Return of fo 
many Marks that I had teceived of his Roy- 
al Favour and Proteflion. 

The King was ftruck with Horror at the 
Deft'rlpfion 1 had given of thofe terrible En- 
gines, and the Propofal I had made. He was 
amazed, how fo impotent and groveling an 
Infe6l as I (thefe were his Expreflibns) could 
entertain fuch inhuman Ideas, and in fo famili- 
ar a Manner, as to appear wholly unmoved at 
all the Scenes of Blood and Defolation, which 
I had painted as the common EfFe6ls of thole 
dertruaive Machines, whereof, he faid, fome 
evil Genius, Enemy to Mankind, ‘muft have 
been the firft Contriver. As for himfeif,* he 
protefted, that, although few Things de- 
lighted him fo much as new Difeoveries in 
Art or in Nature, yet he would rather lofe 
half his Kingdom, than be privy to fuch a 
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Secret, which he commanded me, as I valued 
my Life, never to mention any more. 

, A ftrangc EfFe£l of narrofw Principles and 
Jbort Pie<ws ! that a Prince poflefled of every 
Quality which procures Veneration, Love, 
and Efteem j of Arong Parts, gi eat Wifdom, 
and profound Learnings endued with admi- 
rable Talents for Government, and almoft 
adored by his Sub]e61s, fhould, from a nice 
imnece£ary Scruplcy whereof in Europe we can , 
have no Conception, let Hip an Opportunity 
put into his Hands, that would have made 
him abfolute Mafter of the Lives, the Liber- 
ties, and the Fortunes of his People. Neither' 
do I fay this with the leaft Intention to detrafl: 
from tlie many Virtues of that excellent King, 
whofe Charadler, I am fenfible, will on this 
Account be very much leflfened, in the Opi- 
jaion of an ^i ^lijl) Reader ; But I take this 
Pefeft among them to have rifen from their 
Ignorance, by not having hitherto reduced 
Politics into a Science, as^he more acute Wits 
of Europe have done. Ror I remember very 
well, in a Difeourfe one Day with the King, 
when I happened to fay there were feveral 
thouland Books among us, written upon the 
Art of Go^vernmentf it gave him (dire6uy con- 
trary to my Intention) a very mean Opinion 
of our Underftandings. He profelTed both to- 
• abominate and defpife all Myjieryy Refine- 
ment y and Intrigue, either in a Prince or a 
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Minifter. He could not tell what I meaM 
by Secrets of State, where an Enemy, or Ibme 
Rival Nation, werp not in the Cafe. He con- 
lined the Knowledge of Governing within 
very narronju Bputids, to common Senfe and 
Reafon> to Juftice and Lenity, to the fpeedy 
Determination of civil and criminal Caufes ; 
with fome other obvious Topics, which arc 
not woith confidering. And, he gave it for 
his Opinion, that whoever could make two 
Ears of Corn, or two Blades of Grafs, to 
■grow upon a Spot of Ground where only one 
grew before, would deferve better of Man- 
kind, and do more eifcntial Service to his 
Country, than the whole Race of Politicians 
put together. 

The Learning of this People is very de- 
feftive, confifting only in Morality, Hiftory, 
Poetry, and Mathematicks, wherein they 
mull be allowed to excel. But, the laft or 
thefe is wholly applied to what may be uleful 
in Life, to the Improvement of Agriculture, 
and all mechanical #Vrts ; fo that among us, 
it would be little efteemed. And as to Idea?, 
Entities, Abftraftions, and Tranfcendentals, 
I could never drive the leait Conception into 
their Heads. 

No Law of that Country mull exceed in 
Wprds the Number of Letters in their Alpha- 
bet, which confifts only in .two and.twenty. 

But, 
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But, indeed, few of them extend even to thaf 
Length. They are exprefl'ed in the moft plain 
and fimple Terms, wherein tliofe People are 
hot mercurial enough to difcover above one 
Interpretation : And to write a Comment 
upon any Law is a capital Crime. As to tlie 
Decifion of civil Caufes, or Proceedings a- 
gainft Criminals, either Precedents are fo few,’ 
that they have little Reafon to boaft of any 
extraordinary Skill in tliem. 

They have had the Art of Printing, as weU 
as the Cbinefet Time out of Mind : But their 
iiibraries are not very large ; for that of die 
King’s, which is reckoned the biggeft, doth, 
not amount to above a thoufand Volumes,; 

{ >laced in a Gallery of twelve hundred Feet 
ong, from v.4ence I had Liberty to borrow 
what Books I pleafed. The Queen’s Joiner 
had contrived,in one of Glumd^ilcltich'&Rooms^ 
a Kind of wooden Machine, live and twenty 
Feet high, forfhed like a ftandrng Ladder^ 
^e Steps were each fifty Fiet long : It was, 
indeed, a moveable Pair of Stairs, the loweft 
End placed at ten Feet Dillance from theWall 
of the Chamber, The Book I had a Mind to 
read, was put up leaning againft the Wall : 
I firft mounted to the upper Step of the Lad*, 
der^ and, turning fny Face towards th6 Book, 
began at the Top of the Page, and fo walk- 
ing to the right and left, about eight or ten 
Paces, according to the Length of Ae Lines, 


lill I had gottert a little below the Level of 
mine Eyes, and then defcending gradu^ly 
till I came to the Bottom ; After which, I 
mounted again, and began the other Page im 
the lame Manner, and fo turned over the 
Leaf, whicli I could eafdy do with both my 
Hands, for it Was as thick and ftiff as a Pafle- 
board, and, in the largeft Fplio’s, notabotve 
eighteen or twenty Feet Ipng. ^ 

Their Style is clear, mafculine, and fmooth, 
but not florid ; for they avoid nothing more 
than multiplying unncceflaiy Words, or uCng 
various Expreflidns. I have perufed many of 
their .Books, efpecially thdfe in Hiftory and 
Morality. Aniong -the reft^ I was mueb 
diverted with a little old Treatife, which al- 
ways lay m Glumdalclitch's %ed-chamber, 
and belonged to her Govemefs, a grave elder- 
ly Gentlewoman, who dealt in Writings of 
Morality arid Devotion . The Book treats of 
the Weakriefs of human Kind, and is in lit- 
tle Efteem, except arnong the Women and 
the Vulgar. However, I was curious to let 
what an Author of that Country could lay’ 
upon iuch a Subje61:. This Writer went thj-o’ 
all the ufiial Topics of European Moralifls, 
fhewing Kdw dimininutive, contemptible, and 
■ helplefs an Animal was Man in hi's own Na- 
ture ; how unable to defend himlelf from In- 
clemencies of the Air, or the Fliry of wild 
Beafts : How much he wa§ excelled by one 
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Ci'cature in Strength, by another in Speed, 
by a third in Foreiight, by a fourth in In- 
duftry. He added, that Nature was degene- 
rated in thefe latter declining Ages of the 
World, and could now produce only fmall 
sboiiive Births, in Coinparilon of Uiofe in 
anuent Times, He faid, it w^s very reafon- 
able to think, not only that the Species of 
Nlen were originally much larger, but alfo, 
that there muft have been Giants in former 
Ages, wliich, as it is afferted by Hiftory and 
Tradition, fo it hath been confirmed by huge 
Hones and Skulls cafually dug up in fevex'ul 
Parts of the Kingdom, far- eweeding the 
common dwindling Race of Man in our Days* 
He argued, that the very Laws of Nature ab- 
Ibiutely required we (hould have been made 
in the Beginning, of a Size more large and 
robuft, not fo liable to Deftru6lion from eve- 
ry little Accident of a Tile falling from an 
Houfe, ora Stone caft froin the Hand of a 
Boy, or being drowned in a little Brook. From 
this Way of Reafoning, the Author drew 
feveral moral Applications ufeful in the Con- 
du6l of Life, but needlefs here to repeat. For 
my Part, I could not avoid refiefting how 
univerlally tills Talent was fpread, of draw- 
ing Lefturcs in Morality, or,^ indeed, ratlier 
Niatter of Dlicontent and Repining, fr om the 
Quarrels we raife with Nature. And, I be- 
li»ve> upon a liir^l Enquiry, thofe Quarrels 
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xniglit be fliewn as ill-grounded ^ong us, 
as they are among that People. 

As to their Military Affairs, they boaft 
that the King's Army confifts of an hundred 
and feventy-ux thoufandFo.ot, and thirty-two 
thoufand Horfe ; If that m^ be called an 
Army, which is made up of Tradefmen in 
the feveral Cities, and Farmers in the Coun- 
try, whofe Commanders are only the Nobi- 
lity and Gentry, without Pay or Reward. 
Tney are, indeed, pcrfcft enough in their 
Exercifes, and under very good Difcipline, 
wherein I faw no great Merit j for how 
Ihould it be otherwife, where eveiy Farmer is 
under the Command of his own Landlprd, 
and every Citizen under that of the principal 
Men in his own City, chofen after the Maur 
per of Venice by Bauot ?' 

1 have often feen the Militia of Lorbndgrui 
drawn out to Exercife in a great Field near 
the City, of twenty Miles fquare. They 
were, in all, not above twenty-five thoufand 
Toot, and fix thoufand Horlc j but it was 
impoffible for me to compute their 'Number, 
confidering the Space of Ground they took 
up. A Cavaliei*, mounted on a large Steed, 
might be about ninety Feet high. I hav« 
feen this whole Body of Horfe, upon a Word 
of Command, draw their Swords at once, 
and brandifh them Tn the Air, Imaginations 
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can figure notlung fo gramlj fo furprifmg, 
and fo aftonifhing.! It looked as if ten-thou- 
iand Flalhes of Lightning were darting at 
the fame Time from every Qu^arter of the 

Sky. 

I was curious to know how this Prince, to 
^hofe Dominions there is no Accefs from any 
other Country, came to think of Annies, or 
••to teach his People tlie Praaice of military 
Difcipline. But I was foon informed, both 
'by Converfation, and reading their Hiftories : 
For, in the Courfe of many Ages, tJiey have 
dieen troubled with the fame Difeafe, to which 
ithe whole Race of l\Lankind is fubjea j the 
Nobility often contending for Power, thePeo- 
:plefor Liberty, and the King for ablolute 
dominion. All which, however, happily 
tempered by the Laws of that Kingdom, have 
Been foraetimes violated by each of the three 
Parties, and have once, or more, occafioned 
Civil Wars, the laft whereof was happily put 
-an End to by this Prince's Grandfather in a 
■eeneral Compofitibn ; and the Militia, then 
lettled with common Confent, hath been ever 
iflnce kept in the ftriaeft Duty. 
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The King and ^een make' a Kregt^fi to the 
\ Frontiers. T he Author attends: ^itu ' ^be 
Manner in nvhich^he Icaojes ihe ikimtry 
njery particularly' related. He rttuyns to 
England. ■' *' 
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I Had always a (Irong Impuire, that I ihould 
Ibme Time recover my 
it was impo/fible to conjeft^ -J^ what 
' Means, or to form ,iny.Proje6l die leaft 
Hope of ^cceeding. , The Ship, iti. Which I

' ly bent to get me a^Woman of my own Siac, 
' by whom I might'propagate the Breed t Kut, 
1 think, I ihould rather have died,* ^an un- 
dergone the Difgrace of leaving aPofterity to 
be kept in Cages like tame Canary Birds, 
and perhaps, in Time, fold about the King- 
dom to Perfons of Quality for Curiofities. I 
iteU with much Kindnefs : 

I was 
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1 was the Favoiuite of a great King and 
Queen, and the Delight of the whole Court 5 
but it was upon fuch a Foot, as ill became 
the Dignity of human Kind. I could never 
forget thole domettlc Pledges I had left be- 
hind me. I wanted to be among People with 
whom 1 could converfe upon even Terms, 
and walk about the Streets and Fields, with- 
out being afraid of being trod to Death, like 
a Frog, oi* -a young Puppy. But my Deli- 
verance came fooner than I expefted, and, 
in a Manner, not very common : The whole 
Stoiy and Circumftanccs of which 1 fltall 
faithfully relate. 

1 had now been two Years in this Coun- 
try ; and, about the Beginning of the third, 
Clumdalclitcb and I attended the King and 
Queen in a Progrefs to the South Coall of the 
Kingdom. I was carried, as ufual, in my 
Travelling Box, which, as I have already 
deferibed, was a very convenient Clofet of 
twelve Feet wide. And I had ordered a Ham- 
mock to be fixed, by fiheen Ropes, from the 
‘four Corners at the Top, to break the Jolts, 
when a Servant carried me before him on 
Horfcback, as I fometimes defired, and would 
often fleep in ray Hammock while we were 
upon the Road. 0« the Roof of my Clofet, 
not ^ireftly over the Middle of the Hammock, 
T ordered tlie Joiner to cut out a Hole of a 
Foot fquare, to give iw Air'in hot Weadicr, 
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as I flept i which Hole I flmt^ at Plealbrc, 
with a Board that drew backwards and for- 
wards through a Groove,

When we came to our Journey’s End, the 
King thought proper to pafs a few Days at ^ 
Palace he hatlihear Flaujtcifmc, a City widiin 
eighteen Englijb Miles of the Sea-fide. Glum- 
^clitcb and I were much fatigued : I had 
gotten a fmall Cold, but the poor Girl was 
lb ill, as to be confined to her Chamber. I 
longed to fee the Ocean, which mud be the 
only Scene of my Efcape, if ever it Ihould 
happen. I pretenaed to be worfe than I real- 
■ ly was, and <lcfired Leave to take the frelL 
Air of the Sea, with a Page I was very fond 
of, and who had Ibmetimes- been trufted with 
me. I lhall never forget with what Unwil— 
lingnefs GlumdalcUtch confented, nor tlie drift 
» Charge Ihe gave the Page to be careful of 
me, burding at die fame Time into a Flood 
‘ of Tears, as if Ihe had fome Foreboding of 
what was to happen. The Boy took me out 
in my Box about half an Hour’s Walk from 
‘the Palace towards the Rocks on die Sea- 
Ihore. I ordered him to fet me down, and 
lifting up one of my Sadies, cad many a wid- 
ful melancholy Look towards the Sea. T 
found mylcif not very well, and told the Page, 
that I had a Mind to take a Nap in my Ham- 
mock, which I hopid would do me Good. 
1 got in, and the Boy fliut the Window clofc

idown to keep out the Cold. I foon fell adeep, 
and all I can conje 6 hire is, that, while I llept, 
the PagCj thinking no Danger could happen, 
went among the Rocks to look for Birds Eggs, 
having before oiliferved him from my Win- 
dow fearchin^ about, ar>d picking up one or 
two in theCf^'ts. Be that as it will, I found 
inyfelf fufldenly awaked with a violent PuO 
upon the Ring, whida was faftened at the 
Top of my Box for the Convenvency of Car- 
riage. 1 felt my Box ra"ifed very high in the 
Air, and then borne foiward with prodigious 
Speed. The firft Jolt had like to have fhaken 
me out of my Hammock, but afterwards tlie 
Motion was ealy enough. I called out feve- 
ral Times, as loud as 1 could raile my Voice, 
but all to no Pmpofe. I looked to>^ards'my 
Windows, and could fee nothing but the 
Clouds and Sky. I heard a Noife over my 
Head like the Clapping of Wings, and then 
began to perceive the woful Condition I was 
in, that feme Eagle had got the Ring of mv 
Box in his Beak, with an Intent to let it fall 
on a Rock like .a T«ortdife in a Shell, and then 
pick out my Body, and devoiu* at- For tlie 
Sagacity and Smell of this Bird enable him 
to difeover his Quarry at a great Diftance, 
though better concealed than I could be with- 
in a two-inch Board. 

In a little Time I obferved the Noife and 
Flutter of Wings to increafe very fall, and

my Box was toffed up and down like a* Sign- 
poll in a windy Day. I heard feveral Bangs 
or Buffets, as I thought, given to the Eagle 
(for fuch I am certain it mull have been that 
held the Ring of my Box in his Beak) and their 
all on a fudden felt myfelf falling perpendi- 
cularly down for above a Minute, but with; 
fuch incredible Swiftnefs, that I almoll loft 
my Breath. My Fall was ftopped by a ter- 
rible Squafh, that founded louder to my Ears 
than the^ataraft of Niagara 5 after which 
I was quite in the Dark for another Minute, 
and then my Box began to rife fd high, that 
I could fee Light from the Tops of the Win- 
dows. I now perceived, that I was fallen 
into the Sea. My Box, by the Weight of 
my Body, the Goods that were in, and tlia 
broad Plates of Iron fixed for Strength at the 
four Corners of the Top and Bottom, float- 
ed above five Feet deep in Water. I did then, 
and do now fuppofe, that the Eagle, which 
flew away with my Box, was purfued by two 
or three others, and forced to let me drop 
while he was defending himfelf againft tlie reft, 
who hoped to fhare in the Prey . The Plaies' 
of Iron faftened at the Bottom of the Box (for 
thole were the ftrongeft) preferved the Ba- 
lance while it fell, and hindered it from being 
broken on the. Surface of the Water. Every' 
Joint of it Was well grooved } and the Door 
not move on Hinges, hut up and down 
like a Salli, which kept my Clofet fo tight 

• that 
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riiat very little Watef came in. 1 gbt with 
muck Difficulty out of my Hammock, having 
jirft ventured to draw back the Slip-board on 
the Roof already mentioned, contrived on 
Purpofe to let in Air, for Want of which I 
found myfelf almoft ilified. 

How often did I then wiffi myfelf with my 
dear Glumdalclitcbf from whom one fingle 
Hour had lb far divided me ! And I may 
fay, with Truth, that in the Midft of my 
own Misfortunes I could not forbear lament- 
ing my poor Nurfe, the Grief Ihe would luf- 
fer for my Lofs, the Dilpleafure of the Queen, 
■’ and tlie Ruin of her Fortune. Perhaps many 
Travellers have not been under greater Diffi- 
culties and Diftrefs than I was at this June'- 
ture, expc61:ing every Moment to fee my Box 
daOied in Pieces, or at leaft overfet by thfc 
lirft violent Blaft, or a riling Wave. A Breach 
in one fingk Pane of Glals would have been 
immediate Death : Nor could any Thing 
have pieferved the Windows but the ftrong 
Lattice wires placed on the Outfide againft 
Accidents in Travelling. I faw the Water 
' ooze in at feveral Grannies, although the 
^ Leaks were not confiderable, and I endea- 
voured to ftop’themas well as I could. I was 
' not able to lift up the Roof of my Cldet, 
which othervvife I certainly flibuld have done, 
and fa^ on the Top of it, where I might, at 
ieait, preferve mylelf fome Hours longer ffian 
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ty being flnit up, as I may call it, in the 
Hold. Or, if I efcaped thefe Dangers for a 
J>ay or two, what could I expeft but a mife- 
rable Death of Cold and Hunger ! I v^s four 
Hours under thefe Circumftances, expe6Ung, 
and indeed wifhing, every Moment to be my 
laiL 

t . 

I have already told the Reader, that there 
were two ftrong Staples fixed upon that Side 
of my Box which had no Window, and into 
which the Servant who ufed to carry me on 
Horfeback would’ put a leathera Belt, and 
buckle it about his WailL. Being in this dif- 
confialate State, I beard or at leaft thought I 
heard feme Kind of grating Noife on that Side 
of my Box where the Staples were fixed, and 
foon after I began to fancy, that the Box was 
pulled or towed along in the Sea ; for I now 
and then felt a Sort of Tugging, which made 
the Waves rife near the Tops of my Win- 
dows, leaving me almoft in the Dark. This 

f ave me fome faint Hopes of Relief j although 
was not able to imagine how it could be 
brought about. I ventured to unferew ope 
of my Chairs, which were always fattened io 
the Floor j and having made a hard Shift to 
, ferew it down again dire£Uy under the Siip- 
ping-board that I had lately opened, I mount- 
ed on the Chair, and, putting my l^outb 
pear as I could to the Hole, I called for Help 
jia a loud Voice, and in .all the Lan^ages I 

under*- 
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onderftood. I theit faftened my Hankerchief 
to a Stick I ufually carried, and, thrufting it 
up the Hole, wave^ it feveral Times in the 
Air, that, if any Boat or Ship were near, 
the Seamen might conjeftiire fome unhappy 
Mortal to be fliut up in the Box. 

I found no Etfe6l from all I could do, but 
plainly perceived my Clofet tcfbe moved along ; 
and in the Space or an Hour, or better, that 
*■ Side of the Box where the Staples were, and 
had no Window, ftruck againft foraetliing 
that was hard. I apprehended it to be a Rock, 
and found myfelf tofled more than ever. I 
plainly heard a Noife upon the Cover of my 
Clofet, like that of a Cable, and the Grating 
of it as it parted through the Ring. I then 
found myfelf hoifted up by Degrees, at leaft 
three Feet higher than I was before. \Vhere- 
upon I again thruft up my Stick and Hand- 
kerchief, calling for Help till I was almofl: 
hoarfe. In Return to which, I heard a great 
Shout repeated three Times, giving me fuch 
Tranfpoits of Joy, as are not to be conceived 
but by thofe who feel them. 1 now heard a 
Trampling over my Head, and fomebody 
calling through the Hole with a loud Voice 
in the EugUp) Tongue, If there be any Body 
below, let them fpeak. I anfwered, I was 
an Engli/bma?iy drawn by ill Fortune into the 
greatert; Calamity that ever any Creature un- 
derwent, and begged, by all that was moving. 
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to be delivered out of the Dunj^on I was in . 
The Voice replied, I ia^ for my Box 
was faftened to their Shi^; and the ^Carpen- 
ter Aiould immediately eSme and few a Hole 
in the Cover large enough to pull me out* I 
anfwered, that was needlefs,. and Would take 
up too much Time, for there was no more 
to be done, but let one of the. Crew put his 
Finger into the l^ing, and take the Box out 
of the Sea into the Ship, and lb into the Cap- 
tain's Cabbin. Some of them, upon hearing 
me talk fo wildly, thought 1 wa^ iilad ; othei*s 
laughed j for, indeed, - it never. came into my 
Head, that I was now got ainong F^ple 
of my own Stature' and Strength. TfcfflCar- 
penter came, and in few Minutes fawed a 
raffage about four Feet fquare, then let down 
a imdl Ladder, upon. which 1 mounted, and 
jirom thedce was taken mtoi the Sh^ in a very 
weak Cohditiou. " ' . ,4 ’ * '

< The Sailors were all in Amaaemcnt,- and 
alkcd me a thoufend Queftions, which I had 
po Inclination to anlwer. I was equally Con- 
founded at the Sight of fo many Pigmies, 
for fuch, I /took, them to be, ^er having ib 
long accuftom'ed mine Eyes to the monllrous 
bble^s I,«ihad left* But the Captain, Mr. 
'^ontas WiicockSf an^honeft worthy Shropjbire 
Maqi.qbferylng I w^‘ ready' to faint, took 
me into his Cabbin, gav^' me a Cordial to 
icomfort nie, an^ made me to turn in upon his 
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own Bed, advifmg. me to take a little Reft, 
of which I had great Need. Before I went 
to fleep, I gave him to underftand that I had 
valuable Furniture In my Bo:i, too good to 
be loft } a fine Hammock, an handfome Field- 
bed, two Chairs, a Table, and a Cabinet. 
That my Clofet was hung on all Sides, dr 
rather, quilted, with Silk and Cotton : That, 
if he would let one of the Crew bring my 
Clofet into his Cabbin, I would open it there 
before him, and fhew him my Goods. The 
Captain, hearing me utter thefe. Abfur- 
dities, concluded I was raving : However 
(I i’uppofe to . pacify me) he proraifed to give 
Order, as I defired, and going upon Deck, 
fent feme of his Men down into my Clofet, 
from whence (as I afterwards found) they 
drew up all my Goods, and ftripped off the 
Quilting ; but the Chairs, Cabinet, and Bed - 
Read, being ferewed to the Floor, were much 
damaged by the Ignorance of the Seamen, 
who tore them up by Force. Then they 
knocked off fome or the Boards for the Ufe of 
the Ship, and, when they had got all they 
had a Mind for, let the Hulk drop into the 
Sea, which, by Reafon of many Breaches 
made in the Bottom and Sides, funk to Rights. 
And, indeed, I was glad not to have been a 
Speflator of the Havock they made ; becaufe 
I am confident it would have fenfibly touched 
me, by bringing former Paffages into my 
Mind,- which 1 had rather forget,

i flept feme Hour^ but perpetually dllhii1»- 
jcd with Dreams of the Place I had left, and 
the Dangers I had elcaped. However, upon 
waking, I found myfelf much recovered. It 
was now about eight o’Clock at Night, and 
’ the Captain ordered Supper immediately, 

• thinking I had already fafted too long. He 
. •entertained me with great Kindnefs, obferving 

me not to look wildly, or t^ mconfiftently j 
and, when we were left alone, delired I womd 
give him a Relation of my Travels, and by 
what Accident I came to be fet adrift in that 
jnonftrous wooden Cheft. He faid, that about 
twelve o’clock at Noon, as he was looking 
through his Glafs, he efpied It at a Diftance, 
and thought it was a Sail, which He had a 
mind to make, being not much out of his 
Courfe, in Hopes of buying feme Biiket, his 
.own beginning to fall Ibort. That upon com- 
ing nearer, and finding his Error, he fent put 
his Long-boat to difeover what I ^yas j tMt 
his Men came back in a Fright, fwearing they 
had (een a fwimming Houfe.^ That he laud- 
ed at their Folly, and went hirafelf in the 
Boat, orda'ing his Men to take a ftrong Ca- 
ble along with them. That, the Weather be-- 
ing calm, he rowed round me feveral Times, 
obTerved my Windows, and the Wire-latti- 
ces that defended them. That he difeovered 
, t%vo Staples upon one Side, which was all of 

• Bovds# without any Parage for Light# He 
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then commanded his Men to row up to that 
Side, and, fattening a Cable to one of the 
Staples, ordered them to tow my Cheft (as 
- they called it) towards the Ship. When it 
was there, he gave Dire(SUons to fatten ano- 
ther Cable to the Ring fixed in the Cover, and 
to raife up my Cheft with Pullies, which all 
the Sailors were not able to do above two 
or diree Feet. He faid, they faw my Stick, 
and Handkerchief tlnaift out of the Hole, and 
concluded that feme unhappy Man mutt be 
fhut up in the Cavity. I alked. Whether he or 
the Crew had feen any prodigious Bird in the 
Air about the Time he firft difeovered me ? 
To which ive anfwered. That, difeourfing 
this Matter with the Sailors while I was a- 
fleep, one of them faid, he had obferved three 
Eagles flying towards the North, but remark- 
ed nothing of their being larger than the ufual 
Size, which I fuppofe mutt be imputed to the 
great Height they were at ; and he could not 
guefsthc Reafon of my Queftion, I then alked 
the Captain, how far he reckoned v/e might 
be from Land ? He faid by the belt Computa- 
tion he could make, we were at lead an hun- 
dred Leagues. I alTured him, that he mull 
be mittaken by almptt half, for I had not left 
the Country from whence I came above two 
Hours before I dropt into the Sea. Where- 
upon, he began again to think that my Braht 
was difturbed, ot which he gave me a Hint, 
and advilisd me to go to Bed in a Cabbin he 
, U . had 


bad provided. 1 affured him I was well re- 
freflied with his good Entertainment and 
Company, and as much in my Senles.as ever 
I was in ray Life. He then, grew ferious, and 
defired to alk rac freely v/hether I were not 
troubled in Mind by the Gonfcioulhels of fonie 
enormous Crime, tor which I was.puniflied 
at the Command of^fome Prince, by expofing 
me in that Cheft, as great Criminals, in other 
Countries, have been forced to Sea in a leaky 
VeflTel without Provifions ; For although ha 
ftiouid be forry. ;to haVe taken fo ill a Man 
into his Ship, yet. he. would engage his Word 
to fet me fafe a-thpre in the fieft: Port where 
we arrived. He- added, that his Sufpicions 
were much increaled, by fome very abfurd 
Speeches I had delivered at firft to the Sailors, 
and aftervvai ds to himfelf, in relation to my 
Clofet or Cheft, as well as by ray odd Looks 
and BehaviouiN while I was at Supper. 

I begged his Patience to hear me tell my 
Story, which I faithfully did, from the laif 
Time I left England^- to the Moment he firft 
difeovered me. And as Tinth alv/ays forceth 
its Way into rational Minds, i'o this honoeft 
worthy Gentleman, who had fome TIn6hjre 
of Learning, and very good Senie, was irh- 
piediately convinced, of my Candour and Vc- 
■ racity. But, farther to confirm all I had 
faid, I entreated him to give Order, that my 
Cabinet fliould be brought, of which I had 
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the K.ey in my Pocket, (for he had already 
informed me how the Seamen difpofed of my 
Clofet). I opened it in his own Prefence^ 
and Ihewed him the finaii Coileclion ot Ra- 
rities I made in the Country, from whence I 
had- l^een fo ftrangely delivered. There was 
-the Comb I had contrived out of the Stumps 
pf the. Beard,, and another of the famfe’ 

Materials, out fixed into a Pai'ingof her Ma- 
jefty'sThumb-nail, which fervcdfor the Back. 
Thei'e was a Colleftion of Needles and Pins 
irom a Foot to half a Yard long; four Walp- 
Itings, like Joiners Tacks ; fome Combings 
of the Queen’s Hair ; a gold Ring which 
one Day ffie made me a Prefent of in a moft: 
obliging Manner, taking it from her littlfc 
Finger, and throwing it over my Head like a 
Golfar. I defired the Captain would pleafe 
to accept this Ring, in Return of his Civili- 
♦ .ties 5 which he abiblutely refufed. I (hewed 
him a Corn, that I had cut off with my own 
Hand from a Maid of Honour’s Toe ; it was 
about the Bignefs of a Kentijh Pippin, and 
grown fo hard, that, when I returned \oEng~ 
Jandi ' I got it hollowed into a Cup, and frt in 
, Silver, Lattiy, I defired him to fee theBreeclt- 
es I had then on, which were made of a 
Moufe's Skin. • • 

I could force nothing on him, but a Foot- 
man’s Tooth, which I ob.^ei*ved him to exa- 
mine with great Curiofity, and found he had 

Ur- a Fancy 
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a Fancy for it. He received it with-Aban* 
dance of Thanks, more than fbch a Trifle 
could deferve. It was drawn by an unlkiliiil 
Surgeon, in a Miftake, from one of Glum- 
dalditch'^ Men, who was affliffed with the 
Tooth-ach, but it was as found as any in his 
Head. 1 got it cleaned, and put it into my 
Cabinet. It was about a Foot long, and four 
Inches in Diameter. 

The Captain was very well iatisfled with 
this plain ■ Relation I had given him, and 
faid, he hoped, when we returned to England^ 

I would oblige the World, by putting it in 
Paper,' and making it publick. My Anlwcr 
was. That I thought we were already over- 
ftocked with Books of Travels •. That no- 
thing could now pafs which was not extra- 
ordinary ; wherein I doubted feme Authors 
'-lefs confulted Truth, than their own Vanity, * 
or Intereft, or the Edverfion of ignorant Rea- 
ders. That my Story cmild contain little 
betides common Events, without thofe orna- 
mental Deferiptions of ftrange Plants, T rees, 

. Birds, and other Anhnals ; or of the barba- 
rous Cuftoms and Idolatry of favage People, 
with which moft Writers ' abound. How- 
ever, I thanked him for his good Opinion, 
and promifed to take the Matter into my 
, Thoughts. 
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I-Ie.faid, he wondered at -one Thing very 
much, \vhich was, to hear me Tpeak fo loud, 
alking me whether the King or Queen of that 
County were thick of Hearing. I told him, 
it was what I had been ulcd to for above two 
Years paft ; and that I admired as much at 
the; Voices of him and his Men, who feemed to 
me only to whifper, and yet I could hear them 
well enough. But, when I fpoke in that 
Country, it was, like a Man talking in the 
Street to another looking out from the Top 
of a Steeple, unlefs v^hen I was placed on a 
Table, or held in any Perfon’’s Hand. I told 
him> I had likewife obferved. another Thing, 
that when. I lirft got into the Ship, and the 
Sailors ftood all about me, I tiiought they 
were tlte moft little comeinptil)le Creatures I 
had aver beheld. For, indeed, while I was 
in that -Prince’s Country, I could never en- 
dure to look in a Glais,. after mine Eyes had 
been accuftomed' to fuch prodigious Objects, 
becaule the Comparifon g^ve me fo-defpicable 
a Conceit of myielf.* The Captain. faid, that, 
while \ye were at S.uppejr, he obferved me to 
look at eveiy Thing with a Sort of Wonder, 
and that I often fee»ned hardly able to contain 
my Laughter, v/hich he knew not well how 
to take, but imputed it to ibme Diforder in 
my Brain. I anfweied, it was very true ; 
and I wondered how 1 could forbear, when 
1 faw his Diflics cf the Size or a hl.ver.Three- 
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pence, a Leg of Pork hardly Mouthful, a 
. Cup not fo big as a Nut-fliell ; and fo I went 
on, defcribing the reft of his Houfhold-ftuff 
and ProvUions, after the fame Manner. For, 
[^although the Queen had ordered a little Equi- 
vpage of all Things neceffary while I was in 
her Service, yet my Ideas were wholly token 
up with what I faw on every Side of me, and 
I winked at my own Littlenefs, as People do 
at their own Faults. The Captain under- 
ftood my Raillery very well, and merrily re- 
plied with the old EngUJh Proverb, that he 
doubted mine Eyes were bigger than my Bdly, 
for He did not obferve my Stomach fo good, 
although I had fafted all Day j and, continu-, 
ing in his Mirth, protefted he would have 
gladly given an hundred Pounds to have feen 
my Clolet in the Eagle’s Bill, and afterwards 
in its Fall from fo great a Height into the 
Sea 5 which would certainly have been a moft 
aftoniftiing Objeft, worthy to have the De- 
fcription of it tranfmitted to future Ages : 
And the Comparifon of Phaeton was fo ob- 
vious, that he could not forbear applying it, 
although I did not much admire the Conceit, 

The Captain having been at Tonquin, v/as, 
in his Return to Englandy driven North- eaft- 
ward, to the Latitude of 44. Degi'ecs, and of 
Longitude 143. But, meeting a Trade-wind 
two Days after I came on Board him, we 
f^^led Southward a long Time, and coafting 
“ . A'rzt’- 
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Ne*w-Hollandi kept our Courfe 
weft, and then South-foiith-weft, till 
bled the Cape of Good-Hope. Our Voyage 
was very profperous, but I ftiall not trouble 
the Reader with a Journal of it. The Cap- 
tain called in at one or two Ports, and fent 
in his Long-boat for Provifions and frelh Wa- 
ter, but I never went out of die Ship till we- 
came into the Donunsy which was on the third 
Day oijuney 1706, about nine Months after 
my Efcape. I offered to leave my Goods in 
Security for Payment of my Freight; but the 
Captain protefted he would not receive one 
Farthing. We took kind Leave of each 
and I made him promile he would come to fee 
me at my Houfe in Redriff. I hired a Horfe 
and Guide for five Shillings, which I borrow- 
ed of the Captain. 

I was on the Road, oblerving the Lit- 
tlenefs of the Houles, the Trees, the Cattle, 
and the People, I began to think myfelf in 
Liliput, I was afraid of trampling on every 
Traveller I met, and often called aloud to 
have them Hand out of the Way, fo that I had 
like to have gotten one or two broken Heads 
for my Impertinence. 

When I came to my own Houfe, for which 
I was forced to enquire, one of the Servants 
o}>cning the Door, I bent down to go in (like 
a Goole under a Gate) for Fear of d iking my 

Head. , 
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Head. My Wife ran ou^ tp embrace 
but I ftooped lower than her Knees, thinking 
(he could otherwife never be able to reach ray 
Mouth.^ My Daughter kneeled to afk me 
^lefling, but I could not fee her till (he arofei 
; having been fo long ufed to ftand with ray 
.Head and Eyes ereft, to above fixty Feet ; 
and then b went to take her up with one Handj 
by the W aift. I looked down upon the Ser- 
vants, undone or two Friends who were in 
' the Houfe, as if they had been Pigmies, and 
" I a Giant. I told ray Wife Ihe had been to6 
thrifty, for I found (he had ftarved herfeif and 
her Daughter to nothing. In Ihort, I behaved 
myfelf fo unaccountably, that they were all of 
the Captain’s Opinion when he firft faw me^ 
and concluded I had loft my Wits. This I 
mention as an Inftance of the great Power, of 
Habit and Prejudice. 

In a little Time, I and my Family and^ 
Friends came to a right Underftanding : But 
my Wife protefted I ftiould never go to Sea 
any more ; although my evil Deftiny fo or- 
dered, that fhe had not Power to hinder me, 
as the Reader may know hereafter. In thfe 
mean Time, I here conclude the fecond Part 
of my unfortunate Voyages.
